London, April 30,—A vastly different 
@spect has been put on the Transvaal 
trouble by the publication of a number 
of cipher telegraphic despatches, trans- 
lations of which will be found below. 
It has been claimed by many Interest- 
ed persons that Cecil Rhodes, the head 
and front of the British South Africa 
Co., and others of that concern were 
not cognizant of the Intended raid into 
the territory of a friendly state and 
had no knowledge that a revolution 
was pending In Johannesburg. Some 
critics of the company, notably Mr. 
Labouchere, M.P., editor of The Truth, 
held that the company’s officials were 
fully aware of the intended raid and 
scathingly arraigned them for their 
duplicity and hyprocrisy. This called 
down upon his head vituperative abuse 
from certain journals against which 
there is more than a suspicion that 
they are subsidized by the company. 
It appears now, however, to be pretty 
firmly established that the events sat- 
isfiled Mr. Labouchero’s criticism and 
this fact is admitted even by the pa- 
Ptrs that have heretofore been firm in 
their defense of Mr, Rhodes and his 
colleagues. 

The publication of the telegrams will 
prove a rather severe blow to the di- 
plomaoy of Mr. Chamberlain, who has 
been lauded on all sides for the great 
skill he had displayed In the negotia- 
tions he had with President Kruger. 
President Kruger’s policy-in keeping 
all knowledge of the incriminating tel- 
egrams from the public until the most 
opportune time arrived for the publi- 
cation, is considered, even by those 
who can in no sense be called his ad- 
mirers, as a master stroke of diplo 
matic sagacity. It leaves the whole 
crowd of “Chartered freebooters,” as 
they have been termed, without a leg 
to stand upon. So convincing is the 
proof of their complicity in the crime 
that some of their apologists intimate 
that the despatches are forgeries or 
that they have been wilfully mistrans- 
lated. 

They prove, if correct, that for some 
time prior to Dr. Jameson's raid into 
the Transvaal the leading officials of 
the “Chartered Company” were fully 
aware of what was golng on and that 
Dr. Jameson was acting under instruc 
tions for some one high in the coun- 
cils of the company. When the crash 
came the prime movers in the agita- 
tion scurried for shelter and Dr. Jame- 
S0n made a scapegoat for the whole 
lot. As it at present stands, President 
Kruger is master of the situation and 
considerable interest is felt as to what 
the next move will be. 

It is noticeable that the papers that 
were so bitter in their comments 
against the Transvaal revolt, when 
the announcement was made of the 
Sentences that had been passed upon 
the Pretoria prisoners, are now more 
mild in speaking of the matter. Messrs. 
Beit, Rhodes and Harris will very 
likely be called upon to explain their 
connection with the conspiracy and a 
further explanation will be due from 
Mr, Rhodes of the assurances he gave 
to Mr. Chamberlain during his recent 
visit to England.

harbor of light into the ocean beyond 
Out and out and out and on and en 
and on and down and down and down 
he sped, until one night, with only one 
to greet him when he arrived, his dis- 
embarkation so unpretending, so quiet 
that it Was not known on earth unull 
the excitement in the cloud gave Intl- 
mation the Bethlehem rustics that 
something grand and glorioug had hap- 
pened, Who comes there? From what 
port did he sail? Why was this the 
place of his destination? I question the 
shepherds, I question the came} driv- 
ers. I question the angels I have 
found out, He was an exile. But the 
world had plenty of exiles. Abraham, 
an exile from Haran; John, an exile 
from Dphesus; Kosclusko, an 
from Poland; Mazzini, an exile from 
Rome;-Emmet, an exile from Ireland; 
Victor Hugo, an exile from France; 
Kossuth, an exile from Hungary, But 
this one of whom I speak to-day had 
such resounding farewell and came 
into such chilling reception—for not 
even a hostler went out with his lan- 
tern to light him in, that he is more 
to be celebrated than any other ex- 
patriated exile of earth or heaven, 

First, I remark that Christ was an 
imperial exiles He got down off a 
throne. He took off a tara. He closed 
@ palace gate behind him. His family 
were princes and princesses. Vashti 
was turned out of the throne room by 
Ahasuerus. David was dethroned by 
Absalom's infamy. The five kings 
were hurled into a cavern by Joshua's 
courage. Some of the Henrys of Eng- 
land and some of the Louis of France 
were jostled on their thrones by dis- 
contented subjects. But Christ was 
never more honored, or more popular, 
or more loyed fhan the day he left 
heaven, Exiles have suffered severely, 
but Christ turned himself out from 
throne room into sheep pen and down 
from the top to the bottom, He was 
not pushed off. He was not manacied 
for foreign transportation. He was 
not put out because they no more 
wanted him in oelestial domain, but 
by choice departing and descending 
into an exile five times as long as 
that of Napoleon at St, Helena and 
1000 times worse; the one exile suffer- 
ing for that he had destroyed nations, 
the other exile suffering because he 
came to save a world. An tmperial 
exile. King eternal. “Blessing and 
honor and glory and power be unto 
him that sitteth upon the throne,” 


But I go farther and tell you he was 
an exile on a barren island. This 
world is one of the smallest island of 
light in the ocean of immensity. Other 
stellar kingdoms are many thousand 
times larger than this. Christ came to 
this small Patmos of a worl. When 
exiles are sent out they are generally 
sent to regions that are sandy or cold 
or hot—some Dry Tortugas of disagree- 
ableness. Christ came as an exile to 
a world scorched with heat and bitten 
With cold, to deserts simoon swept, to 
a howling wilderness. It was the back 
dooryard, seemingly, of the universe. 
Yea, Christ came to the poorest part 
of this barren island of a world—Asia 
Minor, with its intense summers, unfit 
for the residence of a foreigner and 
in the rainy sco unfit for the resli- 
dence of a native. Christ came not to 
such a land as America, or England, or 
France, or Germany, but to a lana 
one-third of the year drowned, another 
third of the year burned up and only 
one-third of the just tolerable. Oh! it 
Was the barren island of a world, Bar- 
ren enough for Christ, for it gave such 
small worship and such inadequate af- 
fection and such little gratitude. Im- 
perial exile on the barren island of a 
world. 

I go farther and tell you that he was 
an exile in a hostile country. Turkey 
was never so much against Russia, 
France was never so much against 
Germany, as this earth was against 
Christ. It took him in through the 
door of a stable. It thrust him out at 
the point of a spear. The Roman Gov- 
ernment against him, with every wea- 
pon of its army, and every decision of 
its courts, and every beak of its war 
eagles. For years after his arrival! the 
only question was how best to put him 
out Herod hated him; the high 
priests hated him; Gestas, the dying 
thief, hated him. The whole earth 
seemingly turned into a detective to 
watch his steps. And yet he faced 
this ferocity Notice that most or 
Christ's wounds were in front. Some 
scourging on the shoulder, but most of 
Christ's wounds in front. He was not 
on retreat when he expired. Face to 
face with the world’s sin. Face to 
face with the world’s woe. His eye 
on the raging countenances of his 
foaming antagonists when he expired. 
When the cavalry officer roweled his 
steed so that he might come nearer up 
and see the tortured visage of the suf- 
fering ex!l*, Christ saw it. When the 
spear was thrust at his side, and when 
the hammer was lifted for his feet 
and when the reed was raised to strike 
deeper down the spikes of thorn. 
Christ watched the whole procedure. 
When his hands were fastened to the 
they were wide open atill with 
benediction, Mind you, his head was 
not fastened He could look to the 

ht, and he could look to the left, 
tnd he could look up and he could look 
wo Hic saw when the spikes had 
been driven home, and the hard, round 
iron heads were the palms of hig 
hands. He saw them aa plainly as you 
ever saw anything in the palms of your 
hands No other, chloroform, no 
merciful anaesthetic to dull or tupify 
but, wide awake. he the ira 
tlon of the heaver unbala tr 
of the rocks, the quiver 
{ing with rage and the cachinnation dia 
bolle Oh, it was the ho el 
the barren island of a 
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Homesickness will make a 
as long month and 
me that the three decades 
residence of earth must haye see 
to him almost interminable. You have 
often tried to measure the other pangs 
of Christ, but you have never tried to 
measure the magnitude and ponder- 
osity of a Saviour’s homesicknes 

I take a step farther tell you 
that Christ was In an exile which He 
knew would end in assassination. Hol 
man Hunt, the master painter, has a 
picture in which he repre Jesu 
Christ in the Nazarene carpenter shop 
Around Him are the saws, the ham 
mers, the axes, the drills of carpen- 
try. The picture represents Christ as 
rising from the carpenter's working 
bench and wearily stretching out His 
arms as one will after being in con- 
tracted or uncomfortable posture, and 
the light of that picture is 80 arrang 
ed that the arms of Christ, wearily 
stretched forth, together with His 
body, throw on the wall the shadow 
of the cross. Oh, .my~-friends, tnat 
shadowe*rson everything in Christ's 
lifetime. Shadow of a cross on the 
Bethlehem swaddling clothes, shadow 
of a cross on the road over which the 
three fugitives fled into Egypt; shadow 
of a cross on Lake Galilee as Christ 
walked its mosaic floor of opal and 
emerald and crystal; shadow of a 
cross on the brook Kedron, and on the 
temple, and on the side of Olivet; sha- 
dow ef a cross on sunrise and sunset. 
Constantine, marching with his army, 
saw just once a cross tn the sky, but 
Christ saw the cross all the time, 

On a rough journey we cheer our- 
selves with the fact that it will end 
in warm hspitality, but Christ knew 
that His rough path would end at a 
defollaged tree, without one leaf and 
wit honly two branches, bearing fruit 
of such bitterness as no human lips 
had ever tasted. Oh, what an exile, 
starting in an infancy without any 
cradle and ending in assassination ! 
Thirst without any water, day with- 
out any sunlight. The doom of a des- 
perado for more than angelic excel- 
lence. For what that expatriation and 
that exile ? Worldly good sometimes 
comes from worldly evil. The acciden- 
tal glance of a sharp blade from a 
razor grinder’s wheel put out the eye 
of Gambetta and excited sympathies 
which gained him an education and 
started him on a career that made his 
name more majestic among French- 
men than any other name in the last 
20 years. Hawthorne, turned out of 
the office of collector at Salem, went 
home in despair. His wife touched 
him on the shoulder and said, “Now 
{s the time to write your book,” and 
his famous “Scarlet Letter’ was the 
brilllant consequence. 

Worldly good sometimes comes from 
worldly evil, -Then be not unbelieving 
when I tell you that from the great- 
est crime of all eternity and of the 
whole universe, the murder of the Son 
of God, there shall come restilts which 
shall eclipse all the grandeurs of 
eternity past and eternity to come. 
Christ, an exile from heaven opening 
the way for the deportation toward 
heaven of all those who will accept 
the proffer. Atonement, a ship large 
enough to take all the passengers that 
will come aboard it. 

For the royal exile I bespeak the 
leve and service of all the exiles here 
present, and, in one sense or the other, 
that includes all of us. The gates of 
this continent have been so widely 
opened that there are here many 
voluntary exiles from other lands. 
Some of you are Scotchmen. I see it 
in your high cheekbones and in the 
color that illuminates your face when 
I mention the land of y@ur nativity. 
Bonny Scotland! Dear old kirk ! Some 
of your ancestors sleeping in Grey- 
friars churchyard, or by the deep 
lechs filled out of the pitchers of 
heaven, or under the heather, some- 
times so deep of color it makes one 
think of the blood of the Covenanters 
who signed their names for Christ, 
dipping their pens into the veins of 
their own arms opened for that pur- 
pose. How very fiber of your nature 
thrills as I mention the names of 
Robert Bruce and the Campbells and 
Cochrane. I bespeak for this royal 
exile of my text the love and the ser- 
vice of all Scotch exiles. Some of you 
are Englishmen. Your ancestry served 
the Lord. Have I not read of the 
sufferings of the Haymarket ? And 
have I not seen in Oxford the very 
spot where Ridley and Latimer mount- 
ed the red chariot. Some of your an- 
cestors heard George Whitefield thun- 
der, er heard Charles Wesley sing, or 
heard John Bunyan tell his dream of 
the celestial city, and the cathedrals 
under the shadow of which some of 


you were born. had in their grandest 
Organ roll the name of the Messiah 

I bespeak for the royal exile of my 
sermon the love and the service of all 
English exiles. Yes, some of you came 
from the island of distress over which 
hunger, on a throne of human skele 
tons, sat queen. All efforts at are 
oration halted by massacre Vro 
cession of familles, procession of mar 
tyrdome marching from northera 
channel to Cape Clear and from the 
Irish sea across to the Atlantic. An 
island not bounded as geographers 
tell us but as every philanthropist 
knows—bounded on the north and the 
south and the east and the west by 
woe which no human politics can al- 
leviate and only Almighty God can 
assuage. Land of Goldamith's rhythm, 
and Sheridan’a wit, and O'Connell's 
eloquence, and Edmund Burke's states 
manship, and O'Brien's sacrifice. An 
other Patmos with its apocalypse of 
blood. Yet you oannot think of it to 
day without having your eyes blinded 
with emotion, for threre your ances 
tors sleep in graves, some of which 
they entered for lack of bread. For 
this royal exile of my sermon I be- 
speak the love and the service of all 
Irish exiles, Yos, some of you are from 
Germany, the land of Luther, and 
some of you are from Italy, the land 
of Garibald!, and some of you are from

John Thompson went to Paris as one of the 
Behring Sea tribunal, he appo'nted Mr 
Bowell acting Premier, On his return he 
sent Mr. Bowell to Australia to begin those 
negotiations which led to the Intercolonial 
Conference at Ottawa—an unprecedented 
gathering, fraught with the development of 
the destiny of the whole Empire, over 
which, it will be remembered, the ersowhile 
printer's boy had the honor to preside. 
When Sir John Thompson died so tragic- 
ally in Windsor Castle it was almost a 
matter of course that his chief  licu- 
tenant and confidante should succeed 
him as the guiding spirit of the 
Administration of the Dominion. And 
almost at the same time Her Majesty con 
ferred upon him the well-earned honor of 
knighthood. The career of Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell as Premier ts too well known to re- 
quire more than a word of comment. Efii- 
cient, conciliatory and resourceful, he 
would have been as successful as any of his 
predecessors had his environment been 
similar. Butit fell to his lot to grapple 
with the most diflicult question that has 
arisen in Canadian politics since Confeder- 
ation. It was quite characteristic of him 
that he should consult only his conscience, 
and then take a bold stand and adhere to it 
ee ag whatever might betide. 
was certainly not his fault that the 
Manitoba school question was not 
settled by the Parliament just dissolved 
on the lines of absolute justice and na- 
tional honor. One thing he has accom- 
plished which will be remembered to his 
credit by more than the present generation 
The Senate was once regarded by thought- 
less people as iu useless body—a collection 
offossils whose only duty was to register 
the decrees of the House of Commons. 
With the advent ot Sir Mackenzie Bowell 
& new regime began. He had secured from 
Sir John Thompson an understanding that 
Goverament bills ofa business and non- 
contentious character might originate in 
the Senate and be “ threshed out” there be- 
fore they were introduced in the lower 
House. The Bankruptcy bill, for instance, 
was fully discussed by the veteran business 
men of the Senate and withdrawn for 
further consideration without reaching the 
Ilouse of Commons atall. Thus the two 
Houses may be usefally employed at the 
same tine; and when the House of Com- 
mons is paralyzed, the Senate may actually 
become the only body making a proper use 
of its time aad opportunity. In toe session 
of Parliament just ended, nearly the whole 
volume of actual legislation was considered 
and passed in the first instance by the 
Senate, and then, only as a matter of form, 
by the popular House. 

After hia returnfrom the important 
duties awalting him in England, Sir Mae- 
kenzie Bowell intends to retire to leisured 
ease at Belleville, ‘As happy as a sun: 
flower,” he says he is at the prospect. 
Little wonder, Though not guite as old as 
Mr. Gladstone, he must feel that he has 
earned the same right toa few years of 
comparative quiet, and of domestic bliss, 
before bidding farewell to all things earth- 
ly. While he remains among us, bu will be 
regarded as the Nestor of our living states- 
men, On many accounts he might well be 
termed the Benjamin Franklin of Canada,

To make room for the 
added representation in these con- 
stituencies without: increasing the total 
figures for the provitice, parts of Haldi- 
mand and Monck are joined under the 
name of Haldimand and Monck. The 
second seat is made by the consolidation of 
North Brant, North Wentworth and South 
Wentworth into two consticuoncies, one to 
be known as North Wentworth and 
Brant, and the other as South Wentworth. 

Tn Quebec changes are made, first, in 
the representation of Montreal and Hoch- 
elaga. These constituencies had four 
members between them. They are now 
seven. The names of the constituencies 
aro Hochelaga, Maisonnouve, St. Mary's 
division, St. Lawrence division, St. An- 
toine division, and St. Anne’s division. 
The large county of O.tawa is divided into 
two constituencies. One is named Wright 
and the other Labelle. The four new seats 
thus gained are covered by amalgamations 
elsewhere, Three Rivers and St. Maurice 
become one constiutiency. St. John’s and 
Iberville also become one. Vercheres is 
merged into surrounding counties, and 
Napierville, Laprairie and Chatesuguay 
become two counties, one known as La- 
prairie and Napierville, and the other as 
Chateauguay. 

In Nova Scotia the counties of Queen's 
and Shelburne aro united under the name 
of Queen's and Shelburne. 

In New Brunswick the city and county 
of St. John, formerly having two repre- 
sentatives, will bave one in future, while 
Sunbury and Queen's are united. 

Prince Edward Island formerly had three 
constituencies, King's, Queen's and Prince, 
each sending two members. Now it has five 
single member constituencies: King's, 
Queen's Kast, Queen’s West, Prince East 
and Prince West. 

Manitoba gains a member, a new con- 
atituency named Macdonald having been 
created. 

British Colunbia is redistributed. 
aud Cariboo form now one constituency, 
while New Westminster is divided into 
two, one called Burrard and the other Now 
Westminster.

Obristian Unity. — 
To the Editor of the INTerniGENcE. — 

DEAR Str,—In your account of Dr, 
Potts’ sermon, preached last Sunday, you 
reported him as having said that the talk 
of the union of the Christian denomina- 
tions was only in the air and he was not 
sure that unity would be a good move. 
Now, Mr, Editor, this seems to me very 
strange doctrine, for if understand what 
I read of the scriptures properly, they 
teach me to pray for unity. On reading 
roe report of the learned doctor's sermon 

concluded that either I misunderstand 
the scriptures or otherwise he is wrong in 
his teaching. Will the doctor or some one 
kindly explain how he reconciles his teach- 
ing with the following words of our Lord's 
prayer to His Heavenly Father, ‘* Neither 
pray [ forthese alone; but for them also 
which shall believe on me through thelr 
word: that they may be one; as thou, 
Father, art in me, and [in thee, that they 
also may be one in us ; that ths world may 
believe that thou hust sent me. And the 
glory which thou yavest me, I have given 
them, that they miay be one, even as we 
areone;I in them, and thou in me, that 
they may be wade perfect In onc; and that 
the world may know that thou hast sent 
me, and hast loved them as thon hast 
loved me.” St. John xvitchapter. These 
words tell me that the belief of the world 
in Jesus Christ is made to depend upon 
christian unity, and that christian per- 
fection deponds upon this unity as well as 
the world’s knowledge of Christ's loye and 
mission. Do not the heathen tell our 
missionaries to go home and settle 
their differences first before trying 
to teach them, <Again it seems to 
me that the words of St. Paul to the 
Corinthians oppose the learned Doctor's 
teaching when he says ** Now I beseech you, 
brethren, by the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, that ye a!l speak the same thing and 
that there be no divisions among you, but 
that ye be perfectly joined together in the 
same mind and thesame judgement.” There 
are many such passages we might quote, In 
fact the whole burden of the teaching of 
our Lord and the Apostles was the positive 
and absolute necessity for unity. I con- 
clude then that the ideas set forth by the 
learned Doctor are wrong. 

But we must acknowledge that there is a 
great lack of this element in the christian 
ranks, and itappears to me the source of 
all division is our failure the realize the 
true nature of the Sacraments. For in- 
stance, take the Sacrament of the Holy 
Eucharist and St. Paul tellsus that in his 
day many suffered and died and many slept 
because they did not discern the Lord's 
Body in this Sacrament, and to-day that 
great truth, the truth upon which unity 
wholly and solely depends has been almost 
entirely lost sight of and the day is not far 
distanc When all true christians will have 
to contend most earnestly for this part of 
the faith that Christ himself once and for 
all time delivered to the — saints, 
and until we all begin agam 
to realize this most essential: trath 
*“ unity will” cestainly, as the doctor says, 
* be in the alr,’ for there 4s no other way 
under heaven than by a uniform right belief 
inthe sacraments whereby unity can be 
consummated, When we can all kneel at 
the same altar and from the hand of a 
validly ordained Priesthood, which alone 
has bad handed down to it the delegated 
power to administer the Lord's Body und 
Blood, and when we can partake of that 
Sacrament, knowing thatit is indeed the 
Body and Blood of our Lord, we are receiv- 
ing, and not simply bread and wine, I say, 
until we can all do this we shall not be of 
one mind, and the world will not believe on 
Christ as being sent from God, for a divided 
church means a divided Christ. I am sorry 
to say that there are many members of the 
branch of the church to which I belong, 
namely the Anglican branch, who Bppeat 
not yet to have discerned the Lord's Body 
in the Sacrament, and in consequence are 
weak kneed church people, Christ said: 
“Tam the living bread which came down 
from heaven; if any man eat of this bread 
he shall live forever, and the bread which I 
give is My flesh, which I give for the life of 
the world, Verily, verily, I say unto ye, 
except ye eat of the flesh of the Son of Man 
aud drink His blood ye have no life in you; 
whoso eateth My tlesh and drinketh My 
blood. hath everlasting life, and I 
will raise him up at the — last 
day.” Many of the disciples when 
they heard these words said, ‘ These 
are hard sayings, who can hear them? 
and so Is to day, many of us who are 
workers in the vineyard prefer to seb up 
our own ideas and opinions from time to 
time in opposition to that trath which 
Christ once and forall time uelivered to the 
saints, forgetting that we have not to dis 
cover the truths of Christianity, Obrist en 
trusted them to His church to be taught to 
her children even to the end of the world. 
What I bave said with reference to the 
sacrament of the body and blood of Christ 
is also largely applicable to the other 
Christiah sacrament and a unity of a right 
bellefin the sacraments of the church will 
certainly bring about unity, 

And now in conclusion let us all ask our. 
solves tho question, “Do we discern the 
Lord's body In the sacrament?" for when 
we all do then will Christ's prayer be 
auswered and then will the world belleve 
that the Father sent Him,

_TO-HELP BRITISH FARMERS. 


The Bill Respecting the Hating of Occu- 
piers of Agriculteral Laud Gets 
m Second Reading. 


London, April 30.—The House this 
evening passed on its second reading 
the bill to amend the law respecting 
the rating of occupiers of agricultural 
land in England. This is the bill that 
Was introduced on April 21 by the Rt. 
Hon. Henry Chaplin, president of the 
Local Government Board, and provides 
that after March 31, 1897, agricultural 
land is to be assessed upon a propor- 
tion only of its full ratable value In- 
stead of upon the whole ratable value. 
The effect of the bill will be to take 
from the Imperial exchequer the sum 
- 3,000,500 yearly. The vote stood 333 
Oo 106. 


BULUWAYO BAS BEEN RELIEVED, 


Borl Grey, the New Administrator of the 
British Seath Africa Co,, Arrives, 
London, April 30.—The Daily Teie- 
&ram says that it hears that a new 
Impi is approaching Buluwayo, and 
that, although the rebels are partly 
their recent defeats, 
oe do not show any signs of desist- 
ig in thelr hostile attempts. 
Buluwayo, April] 30.—The recent ac- 
tions with the imsurgent Matabeles 
have resulted in inflicting such severe 
loss upon them that Buluwayo is look- 
ed upon as being practically relieved, 
and it is no longer likely that the na- 
tives will attack the town in force, 
although they still number more than 
15,000 armed men in this vicinity. 
Capetown, April 30.—Earl Grey, the 
new administrator of the British South 
Africa Co., has arrived at Buluwayo. 


THE NEW FRENCH CABINET. 


M. Meline Ontlimes the Policy of Mis 
Government—Vill Pass Laws for 
the Working Classes. 


Paris, April 30.—M. Meline, president 
of the new Council of Ministers, made 
a statement of the policy of the new 
Cabinet in the Chamber of Deputies 
to-day. The Chamber recelved the 
statement very coldly, scarcely half 
of the Deputies applauding his utter 
ances, and the Socialists interposing 
their accustomed interruptions. The 
new Premier began by saying that he 
would not attempt to disguise the dif- 
ficulty of the task before him and his 
colleagues, but, he said, there are 
times when politicians who are devoted 
to their country have no right to shirk 
the burdens of office. We impose vp- 
on ourselves the policy of pacification 
end will endeavor to restore harmony 
among the public powers, which Is in- 
dispensable. The Chamber exercises 
dominant action in the general direc- 
tion of politics, he continued, but it is 
im e to legislate and govern 
without the co-operation of the Sen- 
ate 

M. Mrline then made an appeal for 
reciprocal] goodwill toward the Mini!s- 
try on the part of the Chambers, which 
he said would solve and settle all dis- 
cords. He was convinced, he said, that 
the Chamber contained a Republican 
majority which was resolved to sheive 
all diffenences and devote its efforts 
to the a¢stablishment of Democratic 
reforms and pass laws in the interests 
of the working classes. The surest 
means of putting an effectual bar in 
the way of revolution, he declaypd, 
would be to remain faithful to the 
tradition thag justice and solidartty 
form the rampart of the Republican 
Tarty. 

M. Melime placed the fiscal reforms 
before the Chamber as matters of the 
first importance, The probate laws and 
the laws regulating the trafic tn drink, 
he said, would be imtroduced in the 
budget, and would be operated under 
a system which dispemsed with an in- 
quisitor or any other arbitrary meas- 
ures and mssure a better division of 
the direct taxation, thus relieving 
small tax payers. The Government, he 
aaid, would viglantly apply the econ- 
omles whicth the nation demanded and 
simplify tlhe present complicated ad- 
ministratikm. ‘hey would also spare 
no effort tj aid the interests of agrl 
culture, to. complete the national de- 
fense, to tire hours of labor 
and the Bability of employers and to 
organize pension funds. The prosper- 
ity of Une nation, he deciared,depended 
upon Prelmment abandoning sterile 
discusskon and Moating its labors to 
such lesgislation as would serve tho tn~ 
terests of the working classes. The 
stagnagion of business had been chief- 
ly caused by an uncertain and narrow 
policy., Order and the progress of la- 
bor vras imperative amd equally ad- 
Vantomgeous in home and foreign af- 
fairs France, he sald, is weary 
agitsdion and wants a truce from en- 
feebling dissensions. In conciusien, he 
eal ‘he felt convinced that Parliament 
would respond to the Government's 
stateruent, and help the Ministers to 
carry out their policy of peace and 
Dregreas.

MR. DALY INTERVIEWED, 
The Late Minister of the Interior Regrets 
Leaving Active Politics. 

Ottawa, May 1.—(Special.)—Mr, Daly 
was busy this afternoon clearing up 
bis private papers In the department 
over which he has so successfully pre- 
sided for the past four years, His 
first words in response to your corre- 
Spondent’s request for an interview 
were of his suc¢essor, 

“I may say that I think it a good 
political move of the Premier to have 
Secured the entry of Mr. Macdonald 
into public life again. I have no doubt 
he will be a great source of strength 
to the new Government, both in Manil- 
toba, the Territories and British Co- 
lumbia, and also in Ontario. I have 
not the slightest doubt either but Mr. 
will be elected in Winni- 
beg, and if he does nothing else than 
defeat Mr, Joseph Martin he wii) still 
render a great service to Manitoba and 
to the country generally.” 

“I am satisfied,” continued Mr. 
Daly, with his customary warmth 
when speaking of this Subject, “ that 
if Mr. Martin had been actuated less 
by a desire to draw a herring across 
the trail of his unsavory Northern Pa- 
cific Railway connection, we should 
never have had the introduction of the 
Manitoba School Act of 1890. The truch 
may be told some day, and if so it

bullding operations In pursuance of 
their resoluiton to strike unless thelr 


domand for 21 cents an hour was met 


by the employers, the 300 menibers of 
the Bullders' Laborers’ Union yeouter- 
day deserted hods and hoes, and very 
Shortly after commencing work yes 
terday morning, the bricklayers and 
BtOne masons of the city also quilt 


work to exhibit their sympathy with 
the strikers, as wel] as for the reason 
that they could not get along without 


the laborers, 

About 900 men are affected by the 
strike. Of these some 250 are stone 
cutters and 350 bricklayers. 

Of the works affected the most im- 
portant is the new Cliy Hall and 
“uut House on Queen-street, Here

Stone cutters and a dozen Pitktay 

The laborers did not go te work ye® 
terday morning, and at ? o'clock the 
Stone cutters and bricklayers working 
on the building quit Work. ‘Chere are

be mentionea the Foresters’ building 
at Bay and Richmond-streets, the new 
Cobban factory on the Esplanade, the 











new Jewish Synagogue and a new 
hotel in Adelaide-street. On all these 
work is at a standstill 


About 200 of the builders’ laborers 
gathered at a morning meeting in 
Temperance Hall. A deputation from 
the Stone Cutters’ Union, then in ses- 
sion at Richmond Hall assured the 
laborers of the sympathy and support 
of the stone cutters, and promised fi- 
nancial ald if required. The Bricklay- 


ers’ Union also met in Richmond Hah, 
and after considering their own dis- 
pute with the employers, who bave 


refused to pay them 36 cents an hour, 
decided to back up their laborers,and 
Sent a delegation to Temperance Hall 
With that assurance. The deputations 
Were received with enthusiasm by the 
laborers, who expressed confidence in 
an ultimate victory. 

The Mayor was interviewed by a de- 
putation, which included President 
Ramsay of the Bricklayers, President 
Brooks of the Stone Cutters, und Pre- 
Sident Reddall of the Laborers, and 
others prominent in the unions. They 
presented their case to the Mayor,and 
asked him to use his influence to 
have the 2l-cent rate pald to all la- 
borers employed on the new civic 
building, Mayor Fleming assuered the 
union representatives that he would 
do everything in his power to meet 
their request, but reminded them that 
Architeot Lennox had charge of the 
work as trustee pending a settlement 
of the litigation between the city and 
Contractor Neelon, and that if the in- 
crease were to be given, it might 
form the basis of a claim for Contrac- 
tor Neelon. His Worship consulted 
Mr. Lennox in the afternoon, and the 
latter informed him that to grant the 
increase would mean na _ additional 
expenditure of $15 a day, which he 
was not prepared to incur, unless the 
Board of Control assumed full respon- 
sibility. Under these circumstances 
he advised delay until a decision had 
been arrived at by the master bulld- 
ers. This information was conveyed 
to the striking laborers at the after- 
noon meeting in Temperance Hall. 
The laborers say the present 18-cent 
rate affords them a bare livelihood 
during the eight months in which 
they are able to work, and that during 
the remainder of the year many of 
them are destitute. The men offered 
to accept 20 cents an hour, which was 
the rate in 1894, but this was refused 
by the employers, and the men now 
Say nothing less than the 2l-cent rate 
will satisfy them, 

The new Union Station will be open- 
ed on May ll. The building has cost 
about $750,000.

Quick 
as lightning the constable had drawn 
his weapon, but found to his horror 
that the chambers were empty. A

Nearly blind with the blood he grap- 
pled with one of the men As he did 
60 a comrade fired at him at such close 
quarters that his left cheek was black- 
ened with the powder, while another, 
running behind him, struck him a 
crushing blow on the head with his re 
volver butt. 

The constable and the gang massed 
together were now close to the open 
hatchway, and seeing their advantage, 
they worked him into it. When he 
picked himself up the three had got to 
the ground through the window and 
were making for Heron's bush, a wood 
of some 100 acres, about a mile dis- 
tant. Market Gardener Sidwick, his 
son Alex, and Mike Birlow of the G. 
T.R. were now on the spot, and shout- 
ing to them, “Stay with them, boys, 
if it takes us all day,” he followed as 
fast as his weakened condition would 
allow, 

Every now and then the robbers 
turned to shoot at their rapidly gain- 
ing pursuers, but the pace was too fast 
for accurate shooting and the bullets 
either went singing through the air or 
struck short of the intended marks. 
The chase had now reached the wood 
and standing with their backs to a 
fence, they attempted to reload. 

Before this could be done, however, 
the constable and his men closed in 
upon them. Young Alex. Sidwick, seiz- 
ing a fence rail, struck one of the rob- 
bers in the face, cutting open his 
cheek and felling him to the ground.

THE CRIPPLE CREEK FIBRES,

North Oxford, which: has stood by me 
at so many elections, and where Il have 
so many eateemed personal friends. 
Then, again, no position which prac 
tically gould be assigned to me in the 
pominlon Government would be equa 
In popular estimation or In my own to 
that of Premier of Canada’s greatest 
province, and there were many other 
reasons important to myself and my 
family which appeared to forbid my 
muking the change suggested. One of 
these was that the assumption of new 
duties In a new field would involve an 
Increase of work and worry, while @ 
public man nearly 76 years of «Ee, 
however full of health and strength he 
may be, might reasonably be looking 
for less work and less worry rather 
than voluntarily taking upon himself 
more. While I am now abundantly 
equal to my present duties, and my 
medical adviser tells me that if I do 
not take too much upon me I may look 
forward to years yet of active life, it 
seemed to me that I could not count 
as nothing the addition of a contested 
election in a new constituency, and af- 
terwards annual sessions of Parliament 
twice as long as in Ontario, and with 
much later hours. To remove to some 
extent this objection, it has been sug- 
gested that I might take a seat In the 
Senate instead of the House of Com- 
mons, I perceive the advantages of 
this, both as regards myself personally 
and as regards the consideration of 
future constitutional changes which 
would add to the usefulness of that 
body, assuming that a second Chamber 
for the Dominion is to be retained 
How a second Chamber, consisting 50 
largely of the nominees of one party, 
as the Senate now does, can be just to 
a new Government of another party 
remains to be seen, and the necessity 
of early constitutional changes may 
depend on this, 

Besides my correspondence with 
yourself and my personal interview 
with you, I have during the last few 
weeks had many communications from 
and conversations with other repre- 
sentative Liberals, and it has been 
made plain to me that it Is the gen- 
pral opinion of the party to whose 
tavor and confidence are owing my 23 
years of the Premiership of Ontario 
that the crisis is so grave that every 
personal sacrifice has to be made, and 
every incidental risk run, if the coun- 
try is to be rescued from the misgeov- 
srnment which the Dominion has long 
been suffering from. From the reasuns 
laid before me, I perceive that my long 
experience and my success in official 
life in this province are thought to be 
a guarantee that I could render useful 
gervice in the new Government and 
Parlfament of the Dominion 1 feel 
that I have to consider the matter In 
the light of these opinions. 

I am happy to know that you and I 
ure, and, 1 believe, have always been, 
in substantial accord as regards Do- 
minion questions. Our national origin 
is not the same, our religious creeds 
are different, but we are both of Can- 
adian birth, we both love Canada and 
the Empire, and we both rejoice in our 
British connection, we both desire the 
prosperity of Canada and the well-be- 
ng of all classes, conditions and creeds 
in its population, and I believe that 
we agree as to the best means of se- 
curing these objects. 

We are, I believe, at one with respect 
to the tariff I think, with you, that 
the introduction of the protective sys 
tem was a mistake on the part of our 
people So, you, Ike myself, are @ 
Reformer, and not a revolutiontst, and 
you recognize the necessity of legisla- 
tion on the tariff belng gradual and 
sautious. Adopting that policy, I ar 
glad that you see your way meantime 
to changes which will be a relief to our 
farmers and at the same time will not 
injuriously affect but rather benefit 
manufacturers and their workmen, A 
Government owes a duty to all classes 
of the people. 

I quite see that one difficulty tn legis- 
lation on the subject is the fact that 
considerable capital has been invested 
in manufactories on the faith that @ 
system which our people unfortunately 
have sanctioned for eighteen years 
would not be abrogated hastily or 
without due regard to the interests 
which have arisen under that system.

“Our friends,” began ‘Sir Charles, 
“need have no apprehension as to the 
outcome of the great contest now so 
near’ at hand. My information from 
the Maritime Provinces goes to show 
that the Government will come back 
just as strong as in the last House. 
Everything indicates that Quebec will 
nobly respond to duty’s call,”’ and then 
Sir Charles turned toward the great 
premier province of the confedera- 
tlon and sald, "I think, perhaps, the 
greatest surprise will come from the 
Province of Ontarlo, where we have 
the best possible news. Ontario will 
certainly send as strong a Conserva- 
tive deputation to the next Parlia- 
ment as she did to the last. We may 
possibly lose certain counties, but 
where one is lost, one or two will be 
gained.”

Indians and Whites Having a Dispute 
Which Looks Threatening. 

Ottawa, May 3.—(Special)—Advices 
from Sitka, Alaska, via Victoria, 
which were received here to-day, state 
that trouble {s imminent between the 
IndJans and whites over the acquittal 
of a white man who brutally killed 
an Indian,whiJe an Indian is now wait- 
ing execution for killing a white man 
on provocation. As the force sufficient 
to handle an Indian outbreak is not 
maintained there by the United States 
Government, residents are apprehen- 
sive. The scene of the trouble is on 
the coast, and several hundred miles 
edistant from the Canadian mounted 
police post. The United States Gov- 
ernment will likely send a man-of-war 
to Sitka.

Kach of 
these cases occurred later in the month, 
Tho 17th of the past month was cortainly 
the warmest day (average) over recorded 
(64.52)in any month of April in the 
history of the Observatory, the average of 
the day when #0 deg. was recorded in 
April, 1842, being 63,45, 
Precipitation—Rain fell on 12 days to a 
dopth of 0.730 inches, being 1.471 below 
the average ; heaviest day's fall, 0.225, on 
Ist, Tho amount of the rainfall, 0,730 
inches, is only about ono-third of tho 
average quantity. The years in which a 
small or less quantity fell, were 1879, 
0,690 ;. 1881, 0.075; 1884, 0.686; and 
1894, 0.620. It is a somewhat singular 
coincidence that the rainfalls during these 
years were all considerably below the

Ile never 
regained consclousneéss sufficiently to 
Bay a word that would lead to the 
capture of his murderers, and there Is 
no clue at present to their identity 

There was at one time a faint hope 
that Martin would recover, but he 
grew gradually worse until noon ye 
terday, when he appeared a little bet 
ter, but toward 7 o'clock he suffered 2 
relapse. 

At half-past 11 his brother, William, 
who has been in constant attendance 
upon him, was summoned to his bed- 
side. On arriving at the hospital he 
found a lady of middle age beside his 
brother's cot. She explained that she 
was the dying man's wife and with re- 
luctance ylelded her place at the bed- 
side to the brother, The Injured man 
was falling rapidly and just before the 
clock struck the midnight hour he 
breathed his last, 

From the outset he did not regain 
consciousness, but when his brother 
first saw him he showed faint signs 
of recognition. 

The lady who claims the dead man’s 
name is understood to have been a 
widow resident in Ogdensburg, N.Y., 
where Martin frequently made his 
home. His relatives had never heard 
of a marriage and are loth to accept 
the lady's statement without proof. 

Mrs. Martin saw the newspaper ac 
count of the occurrence and tele- 
phoned from Prescott to the General 
Hospital on Saturday night. On learn- 
ing hér husband's critical condition 
she came right on to the city and rég- 
istered at the Lakeview Hotel, Win- 
chester and Parliament-streets, at 6.30 
yesterday morning, after having first 
visited the hospital. After Martin's 
Mr. John Ayre ‘of the Lake- 
view accompanied the sorrowing wo- 
man in a cab back to the hotel. She 
sald very little regarding herself, ex- 
cepting that she was Martin's wife. 


A Brakeman Killed. 


Reuben Hodgson, a young man who 
has been residing with his mother at 
58 Huron-street, met with a horrible 
death at Oshawa railway station on 
Saturday night. He was in the em- 
ploy of the Pedlar Metal Roofing Co., 
and was going to take the train for 
his home in Toronto to spend Sun- 
day.

Women About Making Purchases 

New York, May 4,—In the annual re- 
port of the Consumers’ League of this 
city, the folldwing advice igs given to 
shoppers: Shop during reasonable 
hours; when possible, early in the 
morning when saleswomen are fresh 
and not tired out and nervous. Avoid 
making purchases Saturday afternoon, 
so that eventually the shops may all 
&lve a half holiday. If at any time 
you feel irritated or annoyed by ap- 
parent indifference or carlessness of 
saleswomen, stop and consider what 
it means to be on one's feet from ten 
to fourteen hours a day, in a crowded 
space, shoved and pushed about, lift- 
ing heavy boxes at times, waiting on 
impatient customers who wish to be 
helped to know their own minds, keep- 
ing account of sales and stock, taking 
addresses often given hurriedly and 
curelessly, and fined in many Instances 
if written down Incorrectly; and all 
this for salaries ranging from $3 to $8 
per week, and obliged to dress neatly 
and fairly well, and to pay out of it 
for one’s board, lodging, clothing and 
car fare.

The upper apart 
ments were rented out to lodger No 
one knows what caused the coilapse 
of the building People for several 
blocks around where the disaster oc- 
curred were startled by a terrific ex- 
plosion about 7.45 o'clock, A fire 
alarm was instantly turned in and in 
a few moments half the fire depart- 
ments were on the scene. The work 
of rescue was instantly begun, 

The explosion was probably caused 
by the ignition of a gasoline tank, 


Adolph Dyeich, proprietor of the saloon 
on the lower floor, had recently placed 
a@ gasoline engine in his cellar for the 


purpose of generating his own gaso- 
line fuel 

It js almost impossible to push one’s 
way through the throng of excited 
thousands gathered about the place, 
as late as midnight. Hundreds cf 
anxious inquiries keep the telephones 


in the vicinity busy, and the hospitals 
and morgues are besleged with callers 
eager to ascertain the identity of the 
dead and dying. 

The identified dead and the injured, 
so far as known, are as follows:

But Ne Iocriminating Evidence Camo Out 
at the Martin luquest~Tho Jury 
Viewed the Fatal Spot, 

Toronto, May 65. 

No evidence to show who are the 
murders of Joe Martin came out at the 
inquest conducted by Coroner Powell 
at the General . Hospital yesteiday. 
The testimony shows that Martin was 
brutally murdered for his money and 
valuables, and that the dastards were 
interrupted before they were able to 
secure the object of their crime, ia 
addition to the $2000 found in the 
pocketbook in the half of the vest 
which was left on Martin, another 
pocketbook was found, which contain- 
ed a diamond horse shoe pin. Another 
similar pin was also found sewn in 
Martin's cravat, and it is evident that 
the hiding place of the latter was 
known to the murderers, 

Present at the inquest were @ hum- 
ber of prominent track men, and also 
several ladies, among them being Mrs. 


Martin. Crown Attorney Dewart and 
Detective Cuddy were there in the in- 
terest of the Crown. The jury “vas 


sworn in, with John Kane as foreman. 

Dr. O'Reilly, superintendent of the 
General Hospital, was the first wit 
ness, He gave a general history of 
the patient's condition from the UUme 
of admission last Tuesday night until 
death on Sunday. Martin died with- 
out making any ante-mortem state- 
ment, and said but little in his rav- 
ings that could lead to capturing his 
assailants. 

Matthew Fraser, a tailor, who lives 
at 11 Trinity-place, and is a cousin of 
deceased, testified that Martin was at 
his house at about 7.30 on Tuesday 
night, and that he left for the Wood- 
bine, Witness could not say whe- 
ther Martin carried much money about 
him, as he had never heard tu: 
about it or even show it. Martin was 
a peaceable man, and as far as witness 





knew, had no enemies and did not 
oarry firearms. 

To Mr. Dewart, witness said that 
Martin slept in the feed room at the 


Woodbine for the last four weeks, but 
previous to that time he had stayed 
three nights at witness’ house. Since 
then he often came over In the even- 
ing, and left in time to feed the 
horses at 9 o'clock, 

William Martin, a brother of deceas- 
ed, said that for the past elght or ten 
years Joe had always carried from 
$1000 to $4000 with him, and that this 
fact was common knowledge among 
the fraternity. Joe was not quarre: 
some and did not drink, Witness said 
that he had seen people here whom he 
had also met on other tracks, but he 
suspected none of them, 

Charles Boyle, the well-known turf- 
man, had known deceased for years, 
and knew he was in the habit of carry- 


ing large sums. He was the firat to 
reach the body of the wounded man

Ald. Hungerford's Offer. 


At the City Council last evening an im- 
yortant communicatian was read from Ald, 
Tungerford wherein he offered to erect 4 
blast furnace capable of smelting sixty tons 

of pig iron per day, also charcoal kilns, 
roasters, eto. Ho guarantees to employ 
not less than 150 men per day and he 
says it means work for 400 men when in 
opération. Asa consideration he asks a 
free site, exemption from taxation, and a 
bonus of $100,000 to be paid back to the 
city in ten yearly instalments of $10,000 
each. Mr. Hungerford and his associates 
in the enterprise will give as security a 
lien on the Government bonus on iron of 
$2 per ton for all ores smelted in Canada, 
also security on the property.

The company shall have the right 
of erecting poles (not exclusive) on all streets 
except Front st. from the upper bridge to 
the market. “he company agree to furnish 
16 candle power incandescent lights for 
residences at a cost of not to exceed one 
cent per night on a basis of 265 nights per 
yoar. The company farther agree to place |{ 
wires to the outer walls of the buildings to 
be lighted at. their owa expense. ‘They 
further agree to allow any other company 
or corporation securing a franchise for 
lighting to string wires upon thelr poles 
where practicable upon the payment of a 
proportionate cost of the poles, They also 
agree to remove their poles on any streets 
where necessary In the opinion of a major- 
ity of the Council. The company shall be 
ready, under the agreement, within one 
year to furnish power to forty are lights 
and 400 incandescent lights. 

Ald, Doyle wanted a maximum schedule 
of prices laid down for business places, as 
they were the parties with whom the com- 
pany would do most of their business. 

Ald. Yeomans moved that a farther 
clause be added to the following effect: 
That this franchise be granted to the Tren- 
ton Electric Company for a perlod of twenty 
years, with the privilege to renew for 
ten years at the expiration of that time on 
conditions to be mutually agreed upon, 

The Mayor considered the proposition a 
ir one. 

Mr, M. M. Thomp on, Manager of the 
Electric Company, was heard.

Clayton is a village near town 
of New Mariboro, and young Plant 
Was the son of S, J. Plant, superintend 
ont of the Clayton White Brick and 
Terra Cotta Co works, working for 
his father as a moulder The Piants 
came here from Toronto, Ont., about 
three years ago 

The murdered woman, wh maiden 
hime was Sanford, came here with 
her parents about two years ago, and 
ever Ince that time she and young 
Plant have been on terms of intimacy 
This intimacy culminated in the birth 
of a-child on April 14, and on the fol- 
lowing day, under pressure brought to 
bear by the girl's father, Plant was 
forced to marry her. The birth of the 
child was displeasing to Plant, and 
since that time he has shown his dis- 
Pleasure in his changed manner to- 
ward his wife His parents were op- 
posed to the match, and after the 
marriage they went to board with the 
Sanfords, where they remained two 
weeks. Then they removed to the 
house of Danlel Condon, where they 
have boarded ever since. 

This morning, the girl's parents 
decided that the young couple and 
thelr baby could come back to live 
With them, and sent their domestic 
over to the Condons' house to inform 
them of the fact. Plant, his wife, 
baby and the servant girl thereupon 
Started for Sanford's house, taking a 
short cut through the woods After 
going a short distance, Plant went 
back after the baby’s nursing bottle, 
and after he had returned and the 
party had proceeded some distance 
further, the wife discovered that she 
had left her shawl behind, and the 
servant girl was sent back after {t. 
It was while the latter was absent on 
this errand that the fiendish crime 
Was committed, and no one will ever 
know the exact circumstances that 
led up to it. 

When the servant returned she was 
horrified to find Mrs. Plant lying on 
the ground with three bullet shots in 
her back between the shoulder blades, 
While by her side lay the baby, which 
had been stabbed four times with a 
dirk. 

After committing 
Plant, revolver in hand, went to the 
factory and told his father what he 
had done, enquiring at the same time 
for Harry L. Yall, the bookkeeper, 
against whom he had some grudge. 
He was unable to find Yall, however, 
and then went to the bank of the river, 
where he Jay down and ate some food 
anes he had induced a boy to bring 

m. 

Meantime news of the tragedy had 
Spread and a crowd of excited towns- 
people attempted to capture the mur 
derer, whose whereabouts had been 
quickly learned. With his revolver, 
however, he kep: the crowd at bay. 
Great Barrington officers had been ap- 
prised of the murder and Deputy 
Sheriffs Norton, Cropper and Douglas 
started for the scene with all possible 
haste. 

Plant threatened to kill the first man 
who attempted to lay a hand on him, 
but the officers oloséd in on him, and, 
Seeing that capture was inevitable, he 
fired a bullet into his left side, fell to 
the ground and rolled down the bank 
into the river. Deputy Sheriff Crop- 
per, not knowing the nature of his 
wound, called to him to come out of 
the water, but Plant replied that he 
could not and disappeared beneath 
the surface. When the deputy sheriff 
took him out a moment later he wus 
dead. 

Medical Examiner Small viewed the 
remains of the murderer and his vic- 
tims, and the latter wére taken in 
charge by the dead woman's parents. 

Plant’s mother is an invalid and all 
knowledge of her son's terrible crime 
has thus far been carefully kept from 
her. She was taken to Toronto this 
afternoon by her husband in order 
that the secret could be more closely 
guarded. Plant's remains were turn- 
ed over to his nephew.

HOLMES LAST SUNDAY, 


Murdorer Grows Silent and Deprossed as 
the Day Set for His Execution 
Approaches. 


Philadelphia, May 4.—H. H. Holmes, 
the murderer, spent his last Sunday on 
earth preparing for death. As the day 
of his execution draws near Holmes 
becomes more silent and depressed. 
The horror of his deeds seems now 
only to impress itself upon him, and 
he is just realizing what death means. 

This realization brings with it 
melancholia, and instead of the ap- 
parently light-hearted, careless prison- 
er that he was until about two weeks 
ago, he is crushed and cheerless. His 
change of spirits has caused the death 
watch to be doubled, and day and night 
he is under the watchful eye of a 
prison keeper. 

When the prisoners in Moyamensing 
awoke this morning, Holmes was al- 
ready up and dressed. He passed a 
restless night, finding more peace in 
chatting with his death watch than In 
lying down. After breakfast he was 
visited by Father Daly, of the Church 
of the Annunciation, who prayed with 
him and gave him some spiritual ed- 
vice. This was his only visitor all 


day. 

‘The applications for cards to the 
hanging are unusually numerous, but 
Sheriff Clement is careful that none 
but those entitled by law shall witness 
Holmes' death But one representa- 
tive of the dally local papers will be 
permitted Ip the prison, and all artists 
and cameras will be barred.

Britain and Australasia, and between 
Great Britain and the east, The means 
for accomplishing this great una rtak- 
ing are at hand, and with the assist 
ance of the Canadian people at (His 
juncture, success is assured, At the 
present time our great trans-contin- 
ental line of railway affords to Great 
Britain the best and quickest means 
of reaching the Pacific.

Among the things which, how- 
ever, remain to be done, is the laying 
of a cable in the Pacific, as an essen- 
tial complement to the transportation 
facilities, and at this time Sir Macken- 
zie Bowell and Sir Dona)d Smith, the 
High Commissioner for Canada, aided 
by Mr. Sandford Fleming, have been 
commissioned by the Canadian Govern- 
ment to meet the representatives of 
the Imperial and Australasian Gov- 
ernments in London, England, for the 
purpose of arranging the terms upon 
which this very important undertaking 
may be carried out. It Is my earnest 
desire that Canada should hold the 
proud position in which the accom- 
plishment of this imperial scheme 
would place her, and towards this end 
I have given my best energies for 
many years, 

It is unnecestary that I should at- 
tempt within the scope of a paragraph 
fully to review the positivn of the 
Government in re'ation to the Mant- 
toba school question, Although 
shamefully misrepresented by men 
who have had a purpuse to serve in 
doing so, or who have been misied 
by a misapprehension of whe real mer- 
its of this question, the fact is recog- 
nized that the Government has taken 
a clear and definite stand on the con- 
stitutional aspect of the matter.

Montreal, May 6.—(Specia))--The ask- 
ing for tenders by the Canadian Govy- 
ernment for four fast steamships na- 
turally causes satisfaction here, and it 
is highly probable that both the Allan 
and Dominion lines will submit offers 
for the service in question. Since 
Messrs. Richards, Mills & Co., the 
great English shipowners, and Har- 
Jjand Wolff, the renowned Belfast 
bullders, have become large owners, 
the Dominion Line's financial import- 
ance has of course wonderfully in- 
creased, and it would not be surpris- 
ing if these people become stout com- 
petitors to give Canada a service equal 
to that maintained by the best New 
York lines. Mr. Richards arrived out 
by the Vancouver, and although now 
in Portland, it is an open secret that 
he is on this side In connection with 
the fast line. 

Your correspondent also learns that 
the Dominion people haye 4 surprise 
in store for Canadians when their new 
steamer, the ,Canada, now buliding 
in Belfast, reaches here in July. All 
information respecting this boat has 
been withheld, but a little bird reveais 
the fact that the Canada will be a 
17 1-2-knot boat and possess accommo- 
dation for 300 saloon, with a propor- 
tionate number of second cabin and 
steerage passengers. 

Amongst the passengers on the Ma- 
jestic from New York on Wednesday 
will be Mr. Charles R. Hosmer, gen- 
eral manager of Canadian Pacific Tele- 
graphs, who has been asked to go to 
London to act in connection with Sir 
Mackenzie Bowell, Sir Donald Smith 
and Mr. Sandford Fleming during the 
Pacific cable conference that is about 
to take place.

Gibraltar as a Strategic Point. 
(National Review.) 

Gibraltar (about 1,000 miles from Eng- 
land) is of immense importance as being 
the great watch tower from which the 
moyements of warships can be observed 
and telegraphed as they pass into and 
out of the Maditertansan Sea. Moreover, 
situated as it is near the flank of our 
trade routes both to the Cape and to 
the West Indies and South America, it 
is the point at which vessels would 
naturally call for news, orders, coal and 
ahs during the continuance of a war. 
When you consider that in every second of 
time twenty tons of shipping go out or come 
into our home ports, and that, asa matter 
of fact, the stream is continuous and never 
ceases, and that the value of the sea-borne 
trade ot the British Empire is calculated 
at £930,000,000, of which about £250,000, - 
000 neither comes to or goes from the 
United Kingdom, it seems difficult to exag- 
gerate the value of the fort of Gibraltar or to 
realize the congestion of British shipping 
which might seek its protection in war. 
It has at present no dry-dock. Its garri- 
son consists of seven companies of artillery, 
four companies of engineers and three bat- 
tations of infantry. It is tho meeting 
place of our Channel and Mediterranean 
squadrons. The roads do not afford safe 
anchorage in all winds, and an enemy 
could conceivably shell them if he mount- 
ed heavy guns on Spanish soil.

A Oity Run by Wom:n, 

Ellis is a town of about 2.000 inhabit- 
ants, located exactly half way between 
Kunsas City and Denver. It is a small 
place to establish such an important pre- 
cedent as that of electing a mayor and 
council of the fair sex. For many years 
it has been the principal freight and pass- 
enger division between those cities of the 
Union Pacific. Consequently the popu- 
lation is, to a largo extent, composed of 
railroad men. Tt is also the centre of an 
extensive grazing territory, and a few years 
ago was the point at which all the cowboys 
for 160 miles around gathered after the fall 
** round-ups’ to spend their suinmer earn- 
ings in a grand srre> and in having a 
“time” im general. In those days the 
town was not noted for its morality and 
sobriety. Fort Hayes, a United States 
military post, was then doing business on 
a large scale, and never a day passed that a 
troupe of Uncle Sam's cavalry did not 
visit the town ‘‘on pleasure bent,” and 
froin a moral standpoint their influence was 
not always for the best. ‘The town was 
never noted theu for its strict enforcement 
of the prohibitory law, and gaming of all 
kinds was carried on by the cowboys aud 
soldiers as a part cf their daily recreation. 
Shooting affrays were so common as to 
cause but passing notice. 

Last spring the better element gathered 
itself together in a mighty effort to redeem 
the town’s good name. Having learned 
from repeated disappointments that noth- 
ing in the way of reform could be expected 
from the mon, tho novel plan of putting up 
4 ticket composed entirely of women was 
decided upon.

The President said that proposals 
dealing with education and farming 
were being prepared for submission to 
the Volksraad. Referring to the fin- 
ances of the Republic, he assured Par- 
liament that they were in a sound con- 
dition, although the expenditures of 
the country were growing.

In conclusion, the President said: 
“No doubt, especially in these trouble- 
you will strive to fulfil 
your onerous duties and devote your 
highest powers to the earnest consid- 
eration of the cherished interests of 
the commonwealth.” 

The speech was very well recelyed 
It was considered moderate in tone, al- 
though meeting every situation firmly 
and squarely, without bombast or 
bluster. Those who read between the 
lines see in it a continuance of the 
strong, peace-loving policy which the 
President has followed from the first, 
and it is not likely that there will be 
any deviation frem the course he was 
called upon to steer after the conspir- 
acy of the British South African Com- 
pany wasanveiled. 

The presidents of both chambers 
were re-elected. 


RHODES KNOWS NOT FEAR, 


Be Places Himself Unreseryedly in the 
Bands ef Mr Chamberlain and 
will Return if Wanted. 

London, May 5.—The Standard will 
to-morrow say that Mr. Chamberlain, 
the Colonial Secretary, has received a 
message from Cecil Rhodes, in which 
the latter states that he places himself 
unreservedly in Mr. Chamberlain's 
hands Mr. Rhodes offers to resign his 
membership in the Privy Council, to 
retire from the directorship of the 
British South Africa Company, and to 
return to England if Mr. Chamber- 
lain advises him to do so. [It is un- 
derstood that the matter was discuss- 
ed by the Cabinet to-day and it is ex- 
pected that Mr. Chamberlain will an- 
nounce the decision arrived at to the 

House of Commons to-morrow.

RUSSIA AND CHINA, 


The Crar Receives Li ttung Chaug in Btato 
—A Treaty With China an Annoy- 
ance to Russia. 


New York, May 5.—The Herald's St. 
Petersburg special says: Li Hung 
Chang, who is to represent China at 
the Czar’s coronation, was _ received 
yesterday on his arrival at Czarskoe, 
in a golden coach, with five horses. 
He went first to the large paslace,where 
he put on his robes of state, including 
the famous peacock feather. Then he 
went to the smaller palace, where he 
was most cordially received by the 
Czar, to whom he presented, on behalf 
of the Emperor of China, thre Order of 
the Dragon, as well as numbers of 
magnificent presents, 

Prince Ouktoumsky, who traveled 
with Li Hung Chang from Port Said, 
writes as follows: “The Chinese ep- 
voy has gone to-day to deliver papers 
which signify etermal friendship be- 
tween the two great neighboring 
states. Russia hap no need of any al- 
Nance, A treaty with China would 
only be an annoyrance to us. .Russia’'s 
interest is merely to hold China intact. 
We shall not peymit anyone to play 
the master in Chftma, and we shall not 
permit anyone to attack the country. 
If Russia protects China, she protects 
herself.’”

From a hundred Liberal platforms in 
Canoda we shall be told this year that thero 
fs still a prospect of negotinting a re- 
stricted treaty of reolprocity.

They cannot have both at the same time. 
IF THEY COME WITH US they can have 
what we haye, bud {it Is an absolute wrong 
ogainst the rights of American oltizens 
that millions of men who owe the United 
States no allegiance, who take no part 
nor lot with us, who are not of us, but 
choose to be foreign to us. It is not fair 
play. Ip isnot taking care of ourown. Itis 
not looking out for the rights of those 
who are obedient, honest, and loyal eiti- 
zens, and a Government would be in de- 
fault as to the duty it owes the humblest 
citizen if it chose to say that we have 
no market here that shall be sacred to 
our people any more than it shall be sa- 
cred to thoso who are allen to us and owe 
allegiance to Queen Victoria. 

"So fayas I can help it,’’ sald Mr, 
Blaine, in the next paragraph, ‘I do not 
moecan that the people of Canada shall be 
Oanadiahs and Americans at one and the 
same time."’ 

These are the words of one of Sir Rich- 
ard Cartwright's Amerioan friends. Mr. 
Blaine said, in effect, that the people of 
this country must join the United States 
before they could gain access to the 
‘‘market that is sacred to our people.'’ 
The alternative may be suitable to Mr. 
John Charlton, the Liberal M. P. who 

wrote to Anierican congressman telling | 
thom how they might make Canadian 
lumbermen close up their mill It may 
be satisfactory to Sir Richard Cartwright, 
who has said that worse things might 
happen Canada than to join the United 
States. The statement of James G. Blaine 
may sult the Liberal leaders, but it will 
not suit the loyal people of Canada, in 
whose ranks aro many men who once 
were Liberals. 

The trouble with the Liberals is that 
they have no trade policy, At the elec- 
tions of 1887, the Liberal party had o 
cross-eyed tariff polioy. Sir Richard was 
for a revenue tariff with Free Trade os the 
goal; Mr. Blake, at Malvern, found that, 
in consequence of the large revenue re- 
quirements, high duties were indispensa- 
Lr and Free Trade therefore impractica- 

2. 

In 1891 the Liberals were as far as ever 
from haying anything like a policy.

The results obtained by Canada in this 
direction are very interesting and Iin- 
Structive, It is not many years since 
cheese from the United States was 
preferred in the London Markets to 
Canadian cheese and brought higher 
prices. The Canadian Government, 
however, have made systematic ef- 
forts to educate the dairymen of that 
country. Printed Information is dis- 
tributed, practical men are sent to 
demonstrate the improved methods and 
the importance of making a higher 
grade of products is constantly 
taught. The result of these systematic 
and persistent efforts haye wrought 
such great Improvement to Canad.an 
cheese that now it Js preferred in the 
London markets to that of the United 
States. Canadians haye enlarged 
their foreign market and secured bet- 
ter prices for their product.” 

According to reports published in 
the English newspapers the outbreak 
of glanders in Liverpool is held to be 
attributable to Canadian horses land- 
ed there. At the request of the Min- 
ister of Agriculture the matter has 
been Investigated, with the result that 
it has been clearly demonstrated by 
Liverpool vets. that the spread of 
glanders in that city is attributable 
to American horses, which are troubled 
with a pulmonary complaint. This 
has also affected English horses, and 


by weakening their vitality, has ren- 
dered them more susceptible to the 
disease. 


A writ has been entered in the High 
Court of Justice to annul the marriage 
of Mr. Bert Brewer, son of Mr, R. B.

The Trade Policy. 

To the Editor of the Mail and Empire. 

Sir,—At the last general election for the 
House of Commons there were a large 

number of Conservatives who supported 
the policy of unrestricted Bee ace ey of 
trade between this country and the United 
States. I was one of them. 

The foremost thought and the strongest 
desire connected with my pelitical creed, 
as well as the ultimate goal of any efforts I 
have made in political contests, has been 
the development of the country’s resources. 
With this end in view I earnestly and 
heartily supported the National Policy at 
its inception in 1878 and down to the 
elections in 1891, 

ITlearned the doctrine, however; from 
Sir John Macdonald that one object of the 
National Policy was (quoting the closing 
words of his famous resolution moved in 
Parliament on the 7th of March, 1878) 
“to procure for this country eventually 
a reciprocity of trade” 

For some time prior to the general olec- 
tions of 1891 the opinion prevailed that a 
reciprocity treaty could be secured with 
the United States, I earnestly hoped that 
the Conservative party would endeavor to 
negotiate a treaty that would open to 
our people, on equitable terms, the mar- 
kets of the continent, and induce capital to 
flow north for investment as it was flowing 
south and west. I was disappointed in 
that hope. The Conservative party op- 
posed the proposal for unrestricted reci- 
procity, but the Reform party adopted it, 
and fought the last election with unre- 
stricted reciprocity as the principal battle- 
cry. Believing in it, having advocated it 
in the press and on the platform long be- 
fore the Reform party took it up, I saw no 
reason for abandoning the cause of reci- 
procity simply for the reason that I found 
myself allied with my former political 
opponents. I had not gone to their camp; 
they had come to mine. 

So much regarding the past ; what about 
the present? Well, [am supporting the 
Government and the National Policy, and 
I venture to say that this is the position 
that will be taken by Conservatives who 
were at variance with their party at the 
last election on the question of recipro- 
city. It is their consistent and logical po- 
sition. Political events have so changed 
the aspect of affairs in the United States 
that reciprocity of trade can no longer 
even be hoped for. It has passed out of 
the range of possibility. 

If we cannot secure reciprocity of trade, 
then (to quote again Sir John Macdonald's 
doctrine) we must maintain ‘‘ reciprocity 
of tarifis,” in order to safeguard the 
industries of our own people. No jug- 
handle free trade, such as the 174 per 
cont. tariff the Mackenzie Government 
created, can be tolorated again. If our 
paorls will not be allowed pasture in the 

nited States’ meadows, our friends on 
the other side should certainly not be 
allowed to pasture in ours. 

ReciprocityJhaving passed out of sight, 
the contest between the Conservative and 
Reform parties reverts back to the original 
poe namely, protection or free trade. 
My divergence Foes the Conservative 
party was solely on the question of re- 
ciprocity. I have supported its policy on 
every other question, and o yposed the 
policy of the Reform party both in Domin- 
ion and in local issues. I find myself on 
the main line again with my party, by the 
effluxion of time and the logic of events. 

Reciprocity would have opened the 
markets of the continent on equal terms to 
the people on both sides of the line, and I 
have such faith in Canada and Canadians 
that I beliove our people would have more 
than held up their ep As I understand 
the Reform party's policy now, it is to 
opon our markets in any event. I regard 
such a policy as fraught with disaster to 
the people of this country, and I am utter- 
ly opposed to it. 

With the passing away of the possibility 
of reciprocal trade with the United States 
has come the probability of reciprocal 
trade within the British Empire, a con- 
summation vastly grander and more bene- 
ficial than the most intimate trade rela- 
tions with this continent alone could ever 
be come. 

_Tho weakness of the financial position of 

I nited States, its altogether rotten system 
of banking and currency a8 compared with 
that prevailing in Canada, and tho utter 
useles sneas of Congress in ita attempts at 
providing a remedy for the existing stato 
of affairs, have been exposed to the gaze of 
the world within the time that has elapsed 
since the last elections in Canada. ‘This 
country’s political and commercial destiny 
will be wovenin closer meshes with the 
Empire. It must before long coase to be 
colonial, and rise to the statua of. national 
dignity, occupying a place of equality with 
any kingdom or commonwealth within the 
Empire.

Montreal, May 6.—(Special)—Hon. J. 
A. Chapleau arrived in town to-day 
from Atlantic City, and left for Que- 


bec this evening, where the work of 
bringing into existence a new Cabinet 
will be begun. Up to the time of 
writing, absohutely nothing is known 
as to the new Ministry, but it is still 
Presumed that Hon. Thomas Chase 
Casgrain will be the man. 


His Honor brings word that Sir 
Charles Rivers Wilson, whom he met 
in Nek York, expressed great surprise 
to learn that Sir A. P. Caron did not 
form part of the new Cabinet.

Hon. George A. Nantel teaded a 
deputation that waited to-day upon 
Hon. L. O. Taillon and offered the 
Conservative caredidature in Terrebon- 
neto the Postmaster-General ,while 
Senator Guevyremont and a good- 
ly number of representative 
Conservatives casne up from _ Sorel 
and tendered the party nomination in 
Richelieu to the Hon. Alphonse Des- 
jardins. The corrvention in the last- 
named county will take place to-mor 
row, and if the Minister of Public 
Works does not accept, and deckles to 
stand for Maisonneuve, Mr. E, A.

The Daily News will to-morrow say 
that the solicitor of the British South 
Africa Company and Cecil Rhodes in 
London, telegraphed on Monday last 
to Mr. Rhodes who is now in Gwelo 
en route to Buluwayo, ina@rming diim 
of the excitement caused by the publi- 
cation of the cipher telegrams by the 
Boers, at the time of Dr. Jameson's 
raid into the Transvaal, which, it is 
claimed, show that Mr. Rhodes and 
other officials of the company were 
concerned in the conspiracy to over- 
throw the Transvaal Government, The 
solicitor added;

_ At Brockville, on the 4th inst., Mr. 
Dalton McCarthy visited Brockville and 
bitterly attacked the Government and Mr. 
John F. Wood, Comptroller of Customs. 
Two days later Mr. Wood, Mr. Haggart, 
Dr. Montague, Mr. Ives and Mr, Taylor 
addressed a very large public meeting at 
Brockville and returned Mr. McCarthy's 
compliments with interest, as the following 
extracts from their speeches will show : 


Mr. Wood said that while the third 
leader had reviled Sir Charles Tupper 

the other night he had eulogized him a 
year ago. Mr. McCarthy's purpose in 
coming to the constituency was to try and 
make Mr. Laurier Premicr. Did anybody 
think that the third party candidate had 
any chance of success? The Dominion 
Government had time and again employed 
’ Mr. McCarthy to represent it before the 
courts, also to its eternal loss. When Sir 
John Thompson became Minister of Jus- 
tice that was the first time that Mr. Mce- 

_ Carthy knew what it was to earn his own 
living aside from what he received out of 
the coffers of the country. He never 
could forgive Sir John Thompson. Mr. 
Wood went on to remind the audience 
that in Manitoba in 1893 Mr. McCarthy 
said that if Sir Oliver Mowat had lost 
Elgin Myers, an annexationist, he had 
ned D'Alton McCarthy. In the last 
rovincial election, when Mr. Moredith 
was endeavoring to secure some reforms in 
the Se te School law, he had never lift- 
ed his little finger in aid of Mr. Meredith. 
Then he read references by Mr. Edward, 
Blake, made in Parliament, connecting 
_ Mr. McCarthy’s name with the Northern 
~ Pacific Railway. That transaction, Mr. 
Wood declared, was as scandulous a job as 
any which The Globe had eyer attributed 
to a Conservative member. The charge 
was that Mr. McCarthy had obtained =k 
_ sidies for a railway of which he was Presi- 
dent. This, Mr. Wood believed, was 
worse than the appointment of a number 
of preventive customs officers who were 
needed in the public interest. The next 
charge which the speaker quoted from the 
Parliamentary Hansard was that Mr. 
McCarthy had feathered his nest by legal 
fees, and again that he had obtained $100, - 
000 for the Northern Pacific railway.

Mr. Wood re- 
plied Mr. N. Clark Wallace, at which the 
audience cheered. This was the saint, Mr. 
Wood proceeded, who stood up and said he 
had left the party because he could not 
stand their bad acts.

EDITORIAL BREVITIES, 


It is calculated that the Mercier gang 
spent $500,000, stolen from the provincial 
treasury and other sources to carry Quebec 
for Mr. Laurier in 1891. Mr, Laurier was, 
in return, to have given Quebec $500,000 
per year more than she then got, and is 
now getting, from the Dominion coffers. 
But Mr. Laurier was not able to deliver 
the goods. Canada declared against that 
high-minded statesman and his peculiar 
ideas of purity and economy. 


There are no Baie des Chaleurs railways 
to ‘‘toll” this time ; no Quebec court house 
contracts to ‘‘divyy up” on; no Langlais 
steals to engineer. On the contrary, Mr. 
Laurier’s confidential organist Pacaud, the 
*‘ toll-taker,” has been condemned by the 
courts to refund $100,000 which he stole 
from the Baie des Chalours railway, So 
Mr. Laurier's party are very short of funds 
in Quebec, and are consequently in despair.

mer redolence The world has had a 
great many beautiful gardens, Char- 
leomagne added to the glory of his 
reign by decreeing that they be estab- 
lished all through the realm, decid- 
ing even the names of the flowers to 
be planted there. Henry 1V., at Mont- 
peilier, established gardens of bewitch- 
ing beauty and luxurlance, gathering 
into them Alpine, Pyrenean and French 
plants. One of the sweetest spots on 
earth was the garden of Shenstone, 
the poet. His writings have made but 
little impression on the world, but his 
garden, ‘The Leasowes,” will bg im- 
mortal, To the natural advantage of 
that place was brought the perfection 
of avt. Arbor and terrace and slope 
and rustic temple and reservoir and 
urn and fountain here had their crown- 
ing. Onk and yew and hazel put forth 
their richest follage. There was no 
life more diligent, no soul more In- 
genious, than that of Shenstone, and 
all that diligence and genius he 
brought to the adornment of that one 
treasured spot. He gave £300 for it; 
he sold it for £17,000, And yet I am 
to tell you to-day of a richer garden 
than any I have mentioned. It ds the 
garden spoken of in my text, the gar 
den of the church, which belongs to 
Christ. He bought it, He planted It, 
He owns it, and He shall have It. 
Walter Scott, In his outlay at Abbots- 
ford, ruined his fortume, and now, 
in the crimson flowers of those gar- 
dens, you can almost think or !m- 
agine that you see the blood of that 
old man’s broken heart. The pay- 
ment of the last £100,000 sacrfficed 
him. But I have to tell you that 
Christ's life and Christ's death were 
the outlay of this beautiful garden 
of the church of which my text speaks. 
Oh, how many sighs and tears and 
pangs and agonies! Tell me, ye wo- 
men who saw Him hang! Tell me, ye 
executioners who lifted Him and let 
Him down! Tell me, thou sun that 
didst hide, ye rocks that fell! Christ 
loved the church and gtve Himself 
for it. If the garden of the church 
belongs to Christ, certainly He has 
a right to walk in It. Come, then, O 
blessed Jesus, today; walk up and 
down these aisles and pluck what Thou 
wilt of sweetness for Thyself. 

The church, in my text, is appro- 
priately compared to a garden because 
it is the place of choice flowers, of 
Select frults and of thorough irriga- 
tion. That would be a strange garden 
in which there were no flowers, If 
nowhere els¢, they would be along the 
borders or at the gateway. The home- 
liest taste will dictate something if 
it be only the old-fashioned hollyhock 
or dahlia or daffodil, but if there be 
larger mepns then you will find the 
Mexican cactus and blazing azalea and 
clustering oleander. Well, now, Christ 
comes tc His gar'en, aud He plants 
there some of the brightest spirits that 
ever flowered upon the world. Some of 
them are violets, inconspicuous, but 
Sweet as heaven, You have to search 
and find them. You do not see them 
very of’en perhaps, but you find where 
they have been by the brightened face 
of the ‘nvalid and the sprig of gerani- 
um or the stand and the new window 
curtains keeping out the glare of the 
sunlig\t. They are perhaps more like 
the ranunculus, creeping sweetly along 
amid the thorns and briers of life, 
giving kiss for sting, and many a man 
Who has had in his way some great 
black rock of trouble has found that 
they have covered it all over with 
flowery jasmine, running in and out 
amic the crevices. These flowers in 
Christ's garden are not, like the sun- 
flower, gaudy in the Ught, but wher- 
ever darkness hovers over a soul that 
needs to be comforted there they 
stand, night blooming cereuses.

So, In 
the world outside the churcno, Christ 
has planted a great many beautiful 
things—patience, charity, generosity, 
integrity—but He Intends the choicest 
fruits to be in the garden, and, if they 
are not there, then shame on the 
church. 

Religion {s not a mere sentimen- 
tality. It Is a practical life, life-giving 
healthful frult—not posies, but apples. 
“Oh,” says somebody, “I don't see 
what your garden of the church has 
ylelded."”" In reply I ask, Where did 
your asylums come from, and your 
hospitals, and your Institutions of 
mercy ? Christ. planted every one of 
them; He planted them in His gar- 
den. When Christ gave sight to Bar- 
timeus, He laid the cornerstone to 
every blind asylum that has ever been 
built. When Christ soothed the de- 
moniea of Galilee. He laid the corner- 
stone of every lunatic asylum that 
has ever been established. When 
Christ said to the sick man, “Take up 
thy bed and Walk,"’ He laid the cor- 
nerstone of every hospital the world 
has ever seen. When Christ said, “I 

s in prison and ye visited me,” He 
laid the cornerstone of every prison 
reform association that has ever been 
organized. The church of Christ is a 
glorious garden, and it is full of 
fruit. 

I know there is some poor fruit in it. I 
know there are some weeds that ought 
to be thrown over the fence. I know 
there are some crab apple trees that 
ought to be cut down. I know there are 
some wild grapes that ought to be 
uprooted, But are you going to de- 
stroy the whole garden because of a 
little gnarled fruit? You will find 
worm eaten leaves in Fontainebleau, 
and insects that sting in the fairy 
groves of the Champs Elysees. You do 
not tear down and destroy the whole 
garden because there are a few speci- 
mens of gnarled fruit. I admit there 
are men and women in the church 
who ought not to be there, but let us 
be just as frank and admit the fact 
that ther@ are hundreds and thou- 
sands and tens of thousands of glo- 
rious Christian men and women—holy, 
blessed, useful, consecrated and trium- 
phant. There is no grander, nobler 
qpliection in all the earth than the 
collection of Christians. 

There are Christian men and women 
in this house whose religion is not a 
matter of psalm singing and church 
going. To-morrow morning that relig- 
ion will keep them just as consistent 
and consecrated in their worldly occu- 
pation as it ever kept them at the 
communion table. There are women 
here to-day of a higher type of charac- 
ter than Mary of Bethany. They not 
only sit at the feet of Christ, but they 
go out into the kitchen to help Martha 
in her work, that she may sit there 
too. There is a woman who has a 
drunken Rueband who has exhibited 
more faith and patience and courage 
than Ridley in the fire. He was oon- 
sumed in twenty minutes. Hers has 
been a twenty years’ martyrdom. Yon- 
der is a man who has been fifteen years 
on his back, unable to feed himself, 
yet calm and penceful as though he 
lay on one of the green banks of 
heaven watching the oarsmen dip their 
paddies in the crystal river. Why, it 


seems to me this moment as if St. Paul 
threw to us a pomologist’s catalogue of 
the fruits growing ‘in this great garden 
of Christ—love, joy, peace, patience, 
charity, brotherly kindness, gentlences, 
mercy—glorious fru enough to fill all 
the baskets of earth and heaven.

Their library consists of 225 volumes, and 
their sale of publications for the year 1895 
arounted to about $350,000.

nstitutions ot learning. Besides all these 
they have the largest Sanitarium in the 
world with a school connected with it 
where health and Lemperance principles are 
taught, and some of the citizens of this 
city haye visited the institution,

I will take occasion before the day of 
election to fully state my views on public 
questions and on matters of administra- 
tion, in order that every one before cast- 
ing a yote may know tho principles by 
which my course shall be guided.

On the platform were representative 
Conservatives trom every district in 
Manitoba. Before 8 o'clock. the great 
building was densely crowded and un- 
til the arrival of the Premier's party, 
the brass band played patriotic selec- 
tions. 

At half-past eight Sir Charles and 
the Hon. Hugh John arrived, and 
thelr appearance was the signal for 
tremendous cheering, while the band 
played “See the Conquering Hero 
Comes.” 

J. H. Brock of Winnipeg presided 
and called upon J. S. Aikens, who pré= 
Sented to Hugh John Macdonald re- 
quisitions, signed by 2000 citizens, ask- 
ing him to be thelr candidate. The re- 
markable personal popularity of Hugh 
John, “the Old Man's son,” was made 
manifest when he rose to make a 
sptech, accepting the Conservative 
nomination. The ovation he received 
Was one that all will long remember. 

Hugh John Macdonald then declared 
until Sir Charles took the helm he had 
not the remotest intention of re-enter 
ing politics, but Sir Charles had been 
the true and trusted friend of his fa- 
ther, and had stood with tom through 
gcod repute and evil repute, and when 
Sir Charles asked him to join his Gov- 
ernment he could not refuse. He felt 
that with Sir Charles as his chief he 
could render valuable service to his 
adopted Province, and feeling so, his 
duty was clear...

yet it was a remarkable fact that the 
debt per capita wag to-day less than 
when the Liberals went out of office.

areas treet of war by America would 
give an impetus to Imperial Federa- 
tion, and it had shown Britain's states- 
men the necessity of cementing the 
unlon between Britain's colonies. Lm- 
perlal Federation and preferential du- 
ties would settle up Manitoba more 
rapidly than any one yet had ever 
hoped or dreamed. 

To the West preferential trade was 
of vital import. Bring jt aboutand tle 
development of the Northwest would 
be so rapid, that the world would be 
astonished. 

Then Sir Charles took up the ques- 
tions of the Hudson Bay Railway and 
the Improvement of Red River naviga- 
tion, and aroused great enthusiasm by 
his references to these matters, which 
reference he prefaced by a challenge 
to any man to point to any pledge 
made to his countrymen in his forty 
years of public life he had not fulfilled. 
The Canadian Pacific Railway, he said, 
had found its greatest friend in him, 
and as such a friend, he could point to 
the fact that soon the Canadian Pa- 
fic would be helpless to handle the 
vast grain production of the Canadian 
West. He could see Hudson's Bay 
Railway was rapidly becoming a ne- 
cessity. It was a work that demanded 
immediate attention, and he pledged 
his Government to aid it, 

He also promised to improve Red 
River navigation, and declared that the 
Government would have made a grant 
for it last session but for senseless op- 
position, which came frg@n the last 
quarter it had been looke® ‘or, the op- 
position of Winnipeg’s own represen- 
tative. 

The fast Atlantic steamship service 
Was briefly touched upon and endorsed 
by Sir Charles, as was also the pro- 
position for improved defences, 

On the questl:n of Manitoba schools, 
Sir Charles declared he was prepared to 
speak on this asonall other questions, 
fearlessly and honestly. The act of 
1871 had given Catholics the privilege 
of their own schools,and the ast of 1890 
had taken this privilege from them. 
That they had suffered uw grievance in 
this respect, was undoubted. The 
Privy Council of Eugland declared 
they had a grievance, and this griev- 
ance, in all honor and justice, should 
be remedied. Under the Canadian con- 
Btitution, Catholics had the right to 
claim redress, They had this claim 
under a clause which had been placed 
in the constitution at the request from 
a Protestant source for Protestant 
protection Because we had hostility 
to the Separate sehool system, wi 
could not say we could tear up the leaf 
in the constitution which gave the Ca 
tholics the right to claim redress, Sir 
Charles said he appealed for the feeble 
| Catholic minority of Manitoba no 
matter what the opinion was in re 
gard to Separate schools. Had the Pro- 
testants of Quebec been treated as 
were the Catholics of Manituba to-dty, 
it would have been the other ox that 
was gored, and every Protestant pul- 
pit In the land would have rung with 
denunciation. Where was there a 
man with a head on his shoulders 
and brain In that head, who would say 
that in the. Interests of National 
schools, it was wise to turn out the 
present Government and put in power 
a Roman Catholic and Frenchman as 
Premier ? . 

He appealed to the people of Mant 
toba to exercise toleration and a spirit 
of justice in this school question Hie 
earnestly desired its settlement, -for 
it was doing the country incalculable 
harm and giving envious enemies of 
the Dominion Jn other lands a weapon 
to strike a blow at Canada’s progr 
He would never consent to do injustice 
to any of his fellow-clitizens, be they 
Catholle or Protestant The feeble 
Catholle minority of Manitoba were as 
much entitled to justice and protec 
tion, as the strong, ove rwhelming Pro 
testant majority, and as a statesman, 
he would be unworthy of himself did 
he not stand firmly for equal justice 
to all classes, great or small 

The rain again rendered it impossible 
for Sir Charles to be heard. He closed

The hon. gentleman then quoted statis- 
tics to show that the exports by the Cana- 
dian agriculturists to Great Britain and the 
United States from 1878 to the present time 
had meenally, increased, thus proving that 
the farmer has benefitted in two ways :— 
Gained control of the markets, properly his 
own, in Canada, and displaced, bhroukh the 
aid of tariff protection, products which 
formerly came from the United States. A 
better position has thus peen acquired. He 
has gone into the cultivation of these pro- 
ducts, and sent asurplus to Great Britain 
and the United States. Uxperimental 
farms were provided at a very generous 
cost from the Treasury. 

THE NATIONAL POLICY, 

It so happens that the United States 
Government has also furnished complete 
evidence to the world, the accuracy of 
which cannot be galnsaid, that the National 
Policy conseryes and fully protects the 
Canadian agriculturist. In the search for 
markets for their surplus productions, that 
Government caused its agents all oyer the 
world to report on the chances in the 
various markets In each country. One of 
these reports is especially devoted to Can- 
ada. It was issucd by the United States 
Department of Agriculture in the year 1806, 
based on the observations and conclusions 
of United States Consuls resident in Can- 
ada, and is entitled the ** World's Markets 
for American Products.” This report sets 
forth that “Agriculture is the chief 
industry in Canada, Forty-five per 
cent. of its population are engaged in 
rural pursuits and agricultural products 
constitute one-fourth of the freightage of 
the railroads and one-third of that of the 
canals of the Dominion, Cunada’s mer- 
chant marine depends chiefly upon the pro- 
ducts of agriculture for freight, and more 
than one-half the exports are products of 
the farm. Taking the census years as a 
basis of comparison, it is found that the 
United States produces about 200 times as 
much corn, 21 times as much rye, 11 times 
as much wheat, 10 times as much oats, 84 
times ay much hay, 4} times as much bar: 
ley, 4 times as much potatoes and 24 times 
as much buckwheat, as the Dominion of 
Canada. In fact, as regards wheat, barley, 
oats and rye, some of the States of the 
Union produce more than the whole of the 
Dominion.” 

AMERICANS KEPT OUT, 

The commercial agent of the ‘United 
States at Palmerston, Ontario, in his report 
contained in this publication, declares +— 
“The greatest obstacle Iu the way of the ex- 
tension of the American flour trade in this 
country Is the fact that the product cannot 
be placed in these markets on as favorable 
terms as Canadian, owing to the tariff, 75 
cents per barrel, and the cost of transporta- 
tion, and this condition must practically 
prevail so long as the present duty is main: 
tained by the Dominion Government. The 
Canadian Customa office at Listowel, in this

Great Britain and the South African 
Republic, and the relations between the 
English and the Dutch in South Afri- 
ca. In the Nght of the recent disclo- 
sures, the case of Dr, Jameson had 
fallen directly into the background 
What the Government had to con- 
sider was the matter of Instructions 
under which Dr. Jameson had acted 
From the cipher telegrams which had 
been interpreted and’ published, he 
declared, it was obyious that the whole 
affair had been conducted between 
Johannesburg and Cape Town, by the 
principal and responsible direction of 
the British South Africa Co. 

Sir William said that the whole 
story was an inexpresstbly revolting, 
sordid and squalid picture of stock 
Jobbing Imperialism. He admitted 
that Mr. Chamberlain had been sur- 
rounded by difficulties, and had shown 
courage and decision worthy of his 
position, but the question was, what 
was the Government going to do? 

Mr. Chamberlain, Colonial Secretary, 
sald that the deplorable result of 
Jameson's raid had been to jeopardize 
English predominance in South Afri- 
ca, and it had also delayed the con- 
cord of the two races, which was Eng- 
land's main policy, He was convinced, 
he said, that there had been faults on 
both sodes, but until tliey had got to 
the bottom of the matter, the Govern- 
ment could not properly judge the 
merits of the case. There had been 
frequent Boer invasions, he sald, not 
merely into territory outside the Trans- 
vaal, but Into British territory. Fur- 
thermore, the Boers had shown a great 
Want of consHeration for the rights 
of the Uitlanders, 

Mr. Chamberlain further said that a 
harmonious settlement of the question 
of the rights of the Uitlanders had 
long been Mr. Rhodes’ dearest object. 
If he could only have found a co- 
worker In President Kruger, the re- 
sults would have been beneficent in 
promoting the federation of the South 
African States, wherein local rights 
would have been fully regarded. 
Though recent events had sadly in- 
terfered with these objects, thelr ac- 
complishment still remained the Goy- 
trnment’s chief aim, President Kru- 
ger’s refusal to come to England at 
the Government's request, to modify 
the convention of 1884, had ended the 
prospects of a private conference upon 
the leading difficulties. What, then, he 
asked, ought to be the right step? It 
had been suggested that the Govern- 
ment ought to have sent an ultimatum 
to President Kruger. This would cer- 
tainly have been rejected, and would 
have led to war. The Government, he 
declared, could not think of resorting 
to war in order to enforce internal re- 
forms in the Transvaal.. This declara- 
tion was received with cries of “Hear, 
hear.” 

Mr. Chamberlain further said that 
he had not threatened President Kru- 
ger at all, but had claimed the right to 
make friendly representations. Presi- 
dent Kruger promised to consider these 
representations, and the Government 
awaited the fulfilment of his promise. 
In the meantime the Government had 
asked Sir Hercules Robinson, Govern- 
or of the Cape Colony, to come to Eng- 
land, but the request for him to come 
was not intended as a recall. In re- 
gard to the Chartered Company, he 
said he did not dispute the authenticity 
of the cipher telegrams which the 
Transvaal authorities had published, 
although there were as yet no legal 
proofs that they indicated complicity 
on the part of the directors of the 
company. (Hear, hear.) But, he con- 
tinued, as regarding the actual inva- 
sion of the Transvaal there was rea3on 
to belleve Mr. Rhodes had expressed 
his disapproval and had endeavored to 
stop the raid. Did the Opposition, he 
asked, demand the punishment of Mr. 
Rhodes? Whatever may have been Mr, 
Rhodes’ errors he had also rendered 
great service which could not be for- 
gotten.

From Toe Big a Dose of Morphine Admin- 
istered by Himsecif.

John W. Sedgwick, a conductor em-

nue, died In the General Hospital 
shortly before noon yesterday-as a ree 
sult of an overdose of medicine admin- 
istered by himself.

Dr. J. C. Ray and Dr. H. McFaul 
were immediately summoned and 
found that Sedgwick showed symptoms 
of morphine poisoning. After working 
upon him for some time the medical 
men decided that it was best that he 
should be removed to the General Hos- 
pital. 

Beside the bed in which Sedgwick 
lay, an empty druggist’s envelope was 
found. It came from the Osgoode Phare 
macy and had contained eight pow- 
ders. Part of the ingredients of the 
Powders was morphine, one quarter of 
@ grain of which was in each powder— 
Whether deceased 
had taken all of the powders is not 
known. 

R. F. Sedgwick, a brother, who Is 
also a conductor on the T.S.R., accom- 
panied him in the police ambulance to 
the hospital, but notwithstanding the 
strenuous efforts of the hospital doc- 
tors the unfortunate fellow succumbed 
an hour after being admitted to the 
institution.

THREE LIVES LOST 


And Half a Million Dollars Damage by a 
Great Conflogrationat Ashinud Wis 
—How Encedman Perished. 


Ashland, Wis., May 10.—One of the 
most destructive fires in the history 
of Northern Wisconsin occurred here 
this morning. Special trains brought 


the departments from near-by towns 
to render assistance. At least three 
persons lost their lives, and the pro- 
perty loss is nearly $500,000. 

The dead are: Peter Engedman, 
John Nolander, Ole Olesen. 

Nearly 20,000,000 feet of lumber was 
burned. The mill in which the fire 
started was surrounded by water, 
wooden tramways leading to the store. 
When the flames burst out in great 
volume and enveloped the mill and 
the dock, all the men but four suc- 
ceeded in reaching the tramways. The 
origin of the fire is stil a mystery, 
but it is presumed that a spark from 
some employe's pipe started the lumber 
pile on W. R. Durfee’s dock. The dis- 
tance between Durfee’s and the Shores 
Lumber Co.'s docks is only 50 feet. 
The fire jumped across the _ short 
stretch of water in 15 minutes after it 
had started. The Keystone Lumber 
Co.'s mill and other mills were shut 
down sdon after the fire started, and 
all the employes flocked to the Shores 
Company's plant to fight the flames. 

At 11.08 o'clock heavy rains checked 
the flames. Ole Olesen died from the 
effects of heat in fighting the fire. 

At 5 o'clock the body of one of the 
unfortunates was recovered and iden- 
tifed as that of Peter Engedman, an 
employe of the Shores Lumber Co, He 
jumped into the bay while enveloped 
in flames and sank tmmediatcly. 

A thousand people saw him perish, 
but there was no way to render him 
assistance. 

The loss in detail & as follows: 
Shores Lumber Co., plant and docks, 
$250,000; Shores Lumber Co., lumber, 
$140,000; lumber and docks of other par- 
ties, $88,000; total $478,000; insurance, 
$350,000. 


Another Lumber Couflagration. 


Marquette, Mich, May 9.—The vyil- 
lage of L’Anse, Mich., on Keewana 
Bay, nine miles west of Marquette, is 
threatened with total destruction by 
fire, which started at 5 o’clock this 
afternoon in the mill of the L’Anse 
Lumber Company. For several days 
the mill hands have been on strike, 
and it ts alleged the strikers applied 
the torch to the mill. The mill was 
destroyed, and the high wind carried 
the flames Into the business centre, and 
they now have full sway. The loss 
will approximate $500,000, 


DISFIGURED FOR LIFE,

For 
the moment, the new situation in Per- 
sia is occupying the of 
Downing-street, of Asilatic ex- 
berts generally, to the exclusion of 
other aspects of the international out- 
look. The new Shah js known to be

&@ Sort of Russian Afghanistan, while 
England's practical Supremacy in the 
Persian Gulf will be called in question 
by France. It is whispered about that 
very disquieting reports have come 
from the British political resident at 
Bushire, on this gulf, not only as to 
the general situation, but as to the 
actual safety of himself and his suite, 
for they are again menaced with per- 
sonal violence, There is no way of 
verifying these reports, but all the old 
Indians I know say the position there 
is critical, Unhappily, British relations 
abroad are critical at so many points 
that one added cause for alarm hard- 
ly counts 

Mr, Isaac N. Ford cables from Lon- 
don to The Tribune: Sir Join Tenniel 
portrays the main political situation 
with unerring ac uracy in this week's 
Punch, The subject of his cartoon is 
the fencing bout between Président 
Kruger and Mr. Chamberlain, with the 
latter disarmed and looking sheepish. 
In the background stands Lord Salis- 
bury as a veteran maitre d’armes with 
a critical eye, and exclaims: ‘‘Hum! 
Joe's style’s a trifle too open. There's 
Something to be sald for the old school, 
after all." The Colonial Secretary's 
Style has been too open; the Trans- 
yaal blue-book shows that President 
Kruger has been merely playing with 
the Colonial Office. Assuming that 
England had no right to interfere in 
the Internal affairs of the Transvaal, 
he has demanded the abrogation of 
Article 4 of the London Convention, 
and has proposed a new treaty of 
peace and commerce with England. He 
Was willing to attend a round table 
conference 4% which the contro] of the 
foreign alliances of the Transyaal 
should be surrendered, and the abso- 
lute churter of Boer Independence 
signed; othtrwise he had nothing to 
gain and would stay away. Mr, 
Chamberlain naturally did not want 
him to accept the Invitation on those 
terms, so diplomacy is suspended. Sir 
Hercules Robinson is coming to Eng- 
land without Kruger, and Sir Jacobus 
de Wet will soon be pensioned off. 

Dr, Jameson would not now be able 
to command a cheer anywhere in Lon- 
don. The opinion Is generally express- 
ed that, with the cipher despatches 
available as evidence of deliberate and 
premeditated conspiracy, he will plead 
guilty on the Issue of fact.

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
convention was termed an independent 
one, the Patrons had proviously appointed 
& committee, composed principally of their 
own friends, who alone were to have a say 
in selocting the candidate. The chairman, | 
who is one of the leading Patrons, untler- 
took torun the meeting to suit himself 
and his Patron frionds, and refused 
to allow any nominations to be 
brought before the moeting, save those 
which the committee would bring down, 
Then the independents began to seo the 
convention in its true light and strongly 
objected. Many hot words crossed the 
room, and for a time the meeting showed 
signs of breaking up. Finally, after much 
time and words had been wasted, the in- 
dependents forced a resolution to the effect 
that this convention be a purely independ- 
ent one, and that the choice of the con- 
vention be made unanimous. The follow- 
ing nominations were then made :— 
Messrs. James Balcanquel, Patron ; Mat- 
thew Hill, independent Conservative ; 
William White, independent Conservative; 
besides others, all of whom retired, with 
the exception of the three mentioned. The 
convention, howevér, appeared to be 
pretty evenly divided between Mr. Bal- 
canguel and Mr. Hill, and a_ poll 
was demanded. By this time the 
Patrons began to show signs of weak- 
ness and dissatisfaction. However, 
after much quarrelling, a division was 
made, which gave Mr. Hill the nomina- 
tion by fifteen of a majority. Then the 
quarreling began in earnest, and disorder 
of the most disreputable kind ensued. The 
Patrons refused to give way, and the 
independents justly claimed the nomina- 
tion. Mr. Hill and his followers dis- 
covered the plot, and, against the protest 
of his friends, he tendered his resignation, 
leaving Mr. Balcanquel, Patron, the 
candidate. The greatest dissatisfaction 
prevailed, and at the close your corre- 
spondent personally interviewed many of 
the more prominent independent Con- 
servatives inreference to the convention 
and their intentions, nearly all of whom 
declared that they would use their in- 
fluence to elect the Government candidate, 
Mr. Northrup. The Indian vote, 185 
strong, declared publicly at the con- 
vention that they would under no con- 
sideration support the Patron candidate.

A THURLOW FARMER SUFFOOATED,. 


Warner Simmons Found Dying Near a 


Bush Fire on Saturday. 


Warner Simmons, a well-kuown farmer 
of the 7th con. of Thurlow, living about 
three miles north-east of Foxboro, went to 
the woods on Saturday to burn under- 
brush. He was found between two and 
threo in the afternoon lying near tho’ fire 
in a dying condition, onearm being quite 
badly burned.

Federal and Provincial Finances. 


Comparisons aro sometimes made be- 
tween the Dominion and the Proyince of 
Ontario as to the management of their re- 
spective finances, says the Ottawa Citizen. 
Such comparisons are easily employed for 
the purpose of deception, ‘The situation 
of the Governments is so entirely different 
as to make the createst caution necessary 
before accepting any such comparison, 
The Dominion has been opening up a con- 
tinent, and has expended since Confedera- 
tion $107,000,000 on railways and $45,- 
000,000 on canals, $30,700,000 have been 
allowed in debts to the provinces. Of 
Dominion expenditures no less a sum than 
$4,250,000 is devoted to provincial sub- 
sides, and at the Quebec: conference in 
1887 resolutions were passed by the Libor- 
al Premiers there assembled demanding 
that the amount should be increased by 
half a million a year. 

The interest on the public debt takes 
$10,466,205 ; this sum representing, as Sir 
Richard Cartwright once told London 
capitalists, an exponditure on necessary 
and indirectly remunerative-public works. 
Further, statements included in ox- 
penditure, as, for instance, in the case of 
the post oflice, which would seem to show 
extravagance, whoreas the truth is that the 
revenues have increased in a greater degree 
than the outlay. 

It is such features as those that mako an 
indiscriminate comparison of Federal and 
Provincial finances misleading. Notwith- 
standing this fact we find that during the 
last ten years, while Dominion expendi- 
tures have inoreased 18 per cent, those of 
the province of Ontario have increased 10 
por cont,

GRAVE FEARS OF CHOLERA 


Toronto ...... 


An Outbreak tu Epidemic Form Scems to 
be Certain in Alexandria—Impossible 
te Stamp Out the Disease. 

Cairo, May 10.—The sanitary author- 
ities and medical specialists here 
gard the increase in cholera, after the 
unsuccessful efforts made last winter 
to stamp out the disease, as indicat- 
ing an approaching epidemic. The 
chance of an outbreak is Increased by 
the present heat and the falling of the 
Nile. 

An official bulletin reports 19 new 
cases in Alexandria, and grave fears 
are entertained respecting many oth- 
ers. Of 20 deaths reported to-day, 13 
were discovered by officials when In- 
specting dwelling houses, as the na- 
tives superstitiously conceal the cases 
that occur and thus rendé¢r the sup- 
pression of contagion impossible. 

Additional police are being sent to 
Alexandria Rogers Pacha, director 
general of the Sanitary Department, 
left here yesterday with assistants for 
Alexandria Further army eniist- 
ments there have been suspended and 
it is feared that the Mahmudiyeh 
Canal, from which Is drawn Alexan- 
dria's water supply, has been infected. 
There have been two doubtful cases in 
Caire.

Ottawa, May 11.—(Special)—The ne- 
gotiations which have been pending 
for some time between Canada and the 
United States, upon an amicable agree- 
ment under which there may be mu- 
tual fishing rights in the St. Lawrence, 
in the vicinity of the Thousand Is- 
lands, have been brought to a satls- 
factory conclusion. Mr. Costigan has 
been infornred that the Dill covering 
the agreement with Canada has pass- 
ed the New York State Assembly, 
and is only awaiting the Governor's 
assent. The information comes 
through Mr, Vancleef, councillor at 
law of Poughkeepsie, who has taken 
@ great interest in this matter. Mr. 
Vancleef states that the New York 
Senate and the House of Representa- 
tives have, in view of the Canadian 
concessions, unanimously passed a re- 
solution asking Congress to amend the 
Alien Labor law by providing that 
oltizens of the United States might 
employ foreigners and aliens as oars- 
men or boatmen, to row, convey, or 
aid them while angling or fishing ex- 
clusively for pleasure in the waters of 
the St. Lawrence. Dr. Wakeham, who, 
Ombehalf of the department,made the 
arrangement with the Americans last 
summer, which now goes into effect, 
wrote Mr. Vanceleef in the following 
terms to-day:

The Probabilities as Shown by the May 
Returns Keeelivyed at Washington, 
Washington, May 11.—The May re- 
turns of the statistical division of the 
Department of Agriculture on the con- 


dition of winter wheat show an in- 
crease of 5.6 points above the April 
average, belng 82.7 against 77.1 last 
month, and 82.9 in May, 1895. 

The returns of the correspondents 
of the division of etatistics show that, 
excepting a few states, there has been 
general Improvement in the condition 
of winter wheat throughout the coun- 
try, and the reports collected through 
the climate and orop services of 
Weather Bureau, covering the week 
embracing the last three days of April 
and the first four days of May, com- 
pared with the reports of the

Carrie Wood, a patlent In the Gen- 
eral Hospital, and whose friends are 
supposed to be living in Oshawa, died 
very suddenly yesterday afternoon and 
Ccroner Johnson has issued a warrant 
for an inquest at the hospital next 
Wednesday afternoon. Deceased was 
in the special department for women 
and was being prepared for an opera- 
tion. A few drops of chloroform had 
been administered to her when she 
Was suddenly seized with a convulsion 
resembling an epileptic fit, from which 
she never rallied.

Last night on Elizabeth-street,north 
of College-street, Eliza Allen claims to 
have been stabbed in the head by Wil- 
liam Johnstone, who said he lived at 
40 Humbert-avenue. The girl has a 
couple of gashes in her head, but they 
are not serious. She will be all right 
in a day or two, 

Johnstone, her assailant, is about 26 
years of age, wore a straw hat, light 
coat and dark striped pants, He has 
not yet been captured. 

Yesterday's papers contained a par 
agraph stating that J. Leslie Hop- 
wood was missing from his home, 60 
Harbord-street. At 10 o'clock ycster- 
day morning his corpse was found in 
recom B of the Armories, making one 
more victim of the suicidal mania, 

Hopwood was an employe of the 
Canada Life Assurance Co On Sat- 
urday morning he left his home about 
9 o'clock, arriving at the office shortly 
afterwards.

The hall by this time had become 
filled beyond its seating capacity and the 
heat was something almost unendurable,

THE SPEECHES, 

A. C. Miller, ex-M.P., being called upon, 
thanked the electors for the confidence and 
trust they had reposed in him during bis 
term in office. They were all aware that 
his inclinations did not run towards a 
political life and it was with not a little 
sacrifice upon his part that he consented to 
accept the nomination at the last election. 
He had dove the best for his constitutents 
possible and encenvored todo his duty by 
the party whoso representative he had been 
to the best of his «bility, He appreciated 
the honor of a nomination at this time, but 
owing to pressure of matters in connection 
with his business he must respectfully de- 
cline the honor offered him of again being the 
Conservative candidate, He would support 
whoever the meeting might select as a can- 
didate. Mr. Miller was warmly receiyed 
and resumed his seat amid applause. 

Mr. John Prinyer, one of the veteran 
war horses of the Conservative party in 
Prince Edward county, was the next 
speaker, Mr, Prinyer, having only recent- 
lv recovered from 4 seyere ijilness, said 
little, He thanked those who bai honored 
him with a nomination and expressed the 
belief that with w geod candidate in the 
field this county would again send a sup- 
porter of the present Government.

Jas. Gibson returned thanks for the 
honor of a nomination and respectfully de- 
clined torun, He said his health was not 
what it should be to carry on a campaign, 
bat he would do all he could in his way to 
elect the nomince of the meeting, He 
considered the chances for electing a Con- 
Scryative were never brighter than the 
present tine and he hoped every man 
would think of nothing else than “success,” 
and he was sure they would not be disap- 
pointed, 

W. E. Anderson in coming forward ex- 
pressed his surprise at receiving a nomina- 
tion when there were so many others

He announced himself 
as favorable towards a farmer representing 
the county, and his disapproval of a 
medical man occupying the position of 
Minister of Agriculture. He declined the 
honor of being a candidate, to the regret of 
many. 

Jas. Benson and J, OC, Wilson followed, 
congratulating the previous speaker in the 
highest terms upon the tran and honest 
manner in which he bad spoken and pre- 
dicted for the party successful results at 
the coming election. Both gentlemen ex- 
pressed their desire to retire

Havana, May 11--Col. Segura re- 
ports having had an engagement with 
a large rebel force near Cleneguita, a 
short distance from Remedios, in 
which the insurgents lost 11 killed. 
The rebels retreated and were follow- 
ed by the troops. The latter in their 
pursuit met another force of 1600 In- 
surgents under the command of Car 
rillo. After two hours’ fighting the 
rebels were dislodged from the strong 
Position occupied by them. They left 
16 dead on the field. The troops then 
attacked a rebel fortified camp and 
dislodged the insurgents. who lost 27 
killed. They carried their wounded 
with them on the retreat. The Span- 
‘ards lost in all the engagements one 
officer and four soldiers killed, and 
two officers and 16 soldiers wounded. 

The insurgents attacked the forts 
guarding the town of Artemsia, but 
were repulsed. 

Col. Solomayer reports that he met 
the rebels led by the Lazo brothers, 
who were encamped near Remates A 
hot fight ensued, which resulted in the 
defeat of the insurgents, with a loss 
of 20 killed. The Spanish loss was one 
killed and three wounded. 

Manerto Romero, a rebel leader, has 
been sentenced to death at Cienfuegoes. 

Ygnacio Viart, convicted of rebel- 
lion and incendiarism, was shot this 
morning at Matanzas. 

Havana, May 1lL—The report that 
Capt.-Gen. Weyler had resigned be- 
cause of the action of the Home Gov- 
ernment in the case of the Competitor 
filibusterers is true, but it is not aw 
cepted with confidence by the publio 
here. It is understood that the Gov- 
ernment refused to accept the resig- 
nation and ordered Gen. Weyler to 
remain at his post under the present 
clroumstances.

The Department of Agriculture was 
notified to-day of the death of br. Mc- 
Naughton Jones, chief quarantine offi- 
cer for Canada on the Pacific Coast 
with headquarters at Willlamshead 
Quarantine Station. Dr. Duncan of 
Victorla is acting officer in the mean- 
time. 

‘Advices have been received by the 
Department of Agriculture of another 
outbreak of bubonic, or black plague, 
in Hong Kong, This will necessitate 
increased Vigilance on the part of 
the quarantine officers on the Pacific 
Coast. 

Mr. Thomas Macfarlane, chief anal- 
yst of the Inland Revenue Department, 
leaves for Europe on Saturday on offi- 
cial business. As is generally Known, 
Mr. Macfarlane is an ardent imperial- 
jet, and when in England he will put 
himself in communication with the Bri- 
tish Empire League, the Navy League, 
and the United Empire Trade League, 
with a view to inducing these organi- 
zations to adopt a positive policy in 
their efforts towards Imperial Federa- 
tion. 

The Agricultural Commissioner is re- 
peatedly asked to recommend reliable 
partes as butter makers, and to-day 
applications were received at his office 
fiom Regina, and Saskatoon, from the 
managers of the creameries, asking 
for good men.

but little difference whether the ribbon 
to be operated upon is simply stripped 
bark or a well decorticated product, as 
the revolving agency, followed by a 
volume of water, may be depended 
upon to render the separation complete 
and to wash out all extraneous mat- 
ters, giving the pure fibre—the quantl- 
ty that may be turned out In a given 
time, rather than the quantity with 
quality, has been the main considera- 
tion. The waste matters In the bark 
of ramie stalks must be wholly ellm- 
{nated before the fibre Is fit for the 
spinner, and, if the machine does “ot 
accomplish any part of this work, the 
degumming bath must do it all, but at 
a cost In direct ratio to the percentage 
of waste matters remaining in the rib- 
bons after leaving the machine, 


The Longest Distance Shot, 

The longest distance that a shot has 
been fired, is a few yards over 15 miles 
which was the range of Krupp’s well- 
known “monster” 130-tdh steel gun, 
firing a shot weighing 2600 pounds. The 
lll-ton Armstrong gun has an extreme 
range of 14 miles, firing a shot weigh- 
ing 1800 pounds, and requiring 60 
peunds of powder. These guns, how- 
ever, proved too expensive, being ul- 
able to stand firing a hundred times, 
and their manufacture was practically 
abandoned, The 22-ton Armstrong gun 
hurls a solid shot for a distance of 
12 miles, and the disoharge of the gun 
eannot be heard at the place where 
the ball strikes, From 12 to 13 miles 
is the computed range of the most 
powerful guns now made, and to obtain 
that range an elevation of nearly 45 
degrees is found to be necessary. 
Quick-firing uns are more depended 
upon at the present day than extreme 
length of range, and in this respect 
what is considered the most wonderful 
of guns, perhaps, is one of the Maxims, 
which can fire as many as 600 shots a 
minute,and yet is so light that a soldier 
Can carry it strapped to his back. Fi- 
nanclally regarded, the Immense sum 
of $195,000 was expended in construct- 
ing the monster Krupp gun, and each 
projectile cost $4,750. 


Pneumatic Devices. 

Inventors seem to be giving a great 
deal of attention to pneumatic devices. 
Among the patents recently granted 
are those for a pneumatic bed slat and 
@ pneumatic billiard cushion. The for- 
mer consists of an ordinary wood slat 
with a pneumatic tube appiled along 
its upper surface. This tube is adapt- 
ed to be inflated in the usual manner 
by a pump. A bed provided with these 
slats needs no springs, as the elastic 
action of the air tubes more than coni- 
pensated for their omission. 

The pneumatic billiard table cushion 
consists of a suitably shaped tube ap- 
plied about the edge of the table and 
covered in the usual manner with 
cloth. This cushion is adapted to be 
inflated in the same manner as a hicy- 
cle tire and will never wear out or 
lose its resiliency, as it may be re- 
filled with air at any time. This is 
certainly an advantage over the pres- 
ent solid rubber cushion which soon 
becomes dead by hardening of the 
rubber. The cushion is slightly con- 
cave on its outer sides so that when 
filled and expanded by the compressed 
aid the faces will be perfectly smooth 
and flat. 


Preventing Bridge Train Noise, 

A method of preventing the nolse 
made by trains when passing over iron 
bridges has been devised by a German 
engineer named Boedecker, locality not 
Stated. He puts a decking of 1 1-4-inch 
planks between the cross girders, rest- 
ing on 3-inch timbers laid on the bot- 
tom flanges, while on the planks a 
double layer of felt Is placed, fixed to 
the vertical web of the cross girder. 
At the conmections with the girder 
a timber cover joint is put on felt, and 
two’ hooked bolts connect the whole 
firmly to the bottom flange. Four 
lunches of slag gravel cover the decking 
which is inclined toward the centre of 
the bridge for drainage purposes, and 
a layer of felt is laid between the 
Planks amd the timbers upon which 
they rest, and the iron work in contact 
with decking and ballast is asphalted. 
The decking weighs 600 pounds per 
yard for a bridge 11 feet wide, and 
costs 23 cents a square foot 


Protect the Farm Homos. 

The worth of protection Is too light 
ly estimated by the farmers whose 
homes are without protection. When 
a man Can raise the temperature of 
his immediate surroundings ten or 
fifteen degrees when storms are rag- 
ing, or when he oan do the equivalent 
of this by planting around his home 
& protecting belt of trees, it is surely 
important that he should do #0. 
When @ tree Je civen half a chance it 
will grow, and it will grow quickly, It 
is not s0, however, everywhere. Since 
such is the fact, let us grow them 
We have simply to prepare the ground 
and plant them, and protect them, to 
have them grow. The process is very 
simple. Then let us all have the pro- 
tection which they afford. I am of the 
opinion that a mam is an enemy to 
himself, and he is, #0 far, an enemy 
to his famtty, i he does not plant 
trees to protect his home, ff he owns 
the land which he tils We have 
many kinds of trees to plant for pro 
tectian,all of which will grow well. It 
Is not so on the western prairie Only 
a fow kinds of trees will grow there 
Some of the dwellers in those lands 
Can only enjoy the protection «f a 
cottonwood grove, even where the 
blizzards blow thetr fiercest, and in 
some instances they cannot have even 
that, But the farmer further east can 
have any kind of a tree to make his 
Krove that he may desire to choose: 
that is to say, he can have 
of the many varteties that 
his country Wven amid 

there In much variety from 
The white pine crows aturidlly, 
shuts out the wind The native 
epruce will form a wall 
though it may not grow so fast.

The $300 for 
No. 2 was needed for general repairs and 
the rebuilding of a wood shed, When the 
item of $250 for No. 4 and High School 
was takon up Mr, Maclean wanted to know 
what had become of the proposal to build 
a now school at the station, 

Mr, Tennent said the City Council had 
rofused to grant the money necossary 
the ground that.the school was 
me ccasary. 

Mr. Wills said $250 wouid not be 
cient for the High School. New floors 
wore needed, as the old ones were worn 
out. He suggested hard wood, as being 
the easiest to clean. 

Mr. I, Diamond agreed with the pro- 
vious speaker as co the condition of the 
High School. He moved in amendment 
to the report that $12,000 be appropriated 
for the purpose of gutting tho Central 
School und the introduction of the Smead, 
Dowd system or somo other system of 
heating and ventilation. ‘The present 
state of affairs at the Central School is 
pernicious to the health of the children 
and to let it continue would be a stigma 
upon the Board. Hoe claimed the Board 
would save money by the expenditure, 

Mr. 8. S. Moore seconded Mr. 
mond’s amendment. 

Mr. Biggar said the Board should have 
a definite estimate aud he moved in amend- 
ment to the amendment that the Sites, 
Buildings and Repairs Committee investi- 
gate the matter and report at the next 
meeting. 

Mr. Maclean seconded Mr. 
ameoudment, 

Mr. Wills said the High School building 
had been built twenty-four years and it 
was now in a better shape than it had been 
for fifteen years. He thought the plans 
submitted by Mr. Diamond for improye- 
ments were largely impracticable. The 
Smead-Dowd system had proved a 
failure in many places and it might prove 
such if introduced here. The health of 
the children was equally as good as those 
of any other city. 

Mr. Diamond claimed that his plans 
would add to the size of the rooms and 
make them longer. ‘Lhe removal of the 
hall to the centre, he claimed, would 
strengthen the building. He said the 
closets of the school were disgraceful. 

Mr. Tennent was in favor of adding 
$12,000 more to the sum proposed and 
building a new High School. 

Mr. Pringle considered the question im- 
portant. He would support Mr. Biggar's 
amendment. He was in favor of a new 
High School, but when he could not hope 
to see that at present, he considered the 
proposed change a step in the right direc- 
tion. It was a well-known fact that the 
school was not in a proper state. 

Mr. Jubnson said the amendments 
before the Board were in the right direc- 
tion. He suggested that an architect of 
recognized ability be asked to give his 
opinion on the proposed changes. The 
Smead, Dowd system had been successful 
wherever he had come in contact with it, 
but he was not bound to the system, and 
if a botter could be secured all right. The 
present High School building was on 
ornament to the city twenty-livo years ago, 
but it was now out of date. 

Mr. S. A. Moore said he thought the 
estimate was too high. He belioved $8,- 
000 would be sufficient. 

Mr. Bogle said whenaman like Mr. 
Diamond placed his estimate at $12,500 it 
would probably run up to $16,000 or 318,- 
000. He claimed that much of the crowd- 
ing in the schools was caused by the 
presence of children under the school age. 
Grior st. school has many pupils who re- 
quite nursing rather than education. 

Mr. Maclean was glad to seo that his 
friend Mr. Diamond had changed his 
views. He wasin favor of appointing 4 
commitlee to consider the propriety or 
impropriety of repairs to tho building. 

Mr. Diamond said he had never opposed 
improvementd to the Central School, but 
he had opposed the appointment of a com- 
mittee to kelect a sito for a new Hogh 
School. In answer to Mr, Bogle, he said 
the Board had no power to ‘throw out 
the kids,” as the Public School law laid 
down that children over five years of age 
wore eligible. 

Mr. Pringle suggested that the Finance 
Committee be added to the Sites, Building 
and Repair Committee. 

Mr. Diamond withdrew his amendmont 
and Mr. Biggar’s amendment carried. 

The Committee of the Whole rose and 
roported progress and asked leave to sit 
again. —Granted,

| The Amount of Subsidies to the Fast Line 
fo Canada Unknown, 

London, May 12.—In the House of 
Commons to-day Mr. George N. Cur- 
zon, Under Foreign Secretary, reply- 
ing to a question by Mr, Jamnres 
O'Kelly, said that there was a man 
claiming to be a British subject among 
the prisoners captured on board the 
Cuban filibuster Competitor, but, he 
added, if te had become a naturalized 
oltizen of the United States, he had 
lost his title to British nationality.

pany, and declares that the British 
South Africa Company, as at present 
‘controlled, is a source of danger to 
the whole of South Africa.

HARCOURT ATTACKS RHODES,

er of the Opposition in the House of 
Commons, attacked the Government 
for allowing the retention of bis mem- 
bership in the Privy Council by Cecil 
Rhodes, whose conduct In connection 
with the recent conspiracy in the 
Transvaal the speaker declared had 
thrown the whole of South Africa into 
a state of confusion and danger. Sir 
William also denounced the British 
South Africa Company for retaining 
an agent who had been shown to be 
guilty of gross fraud. 


Leaders Must Berve Five Years. 


Berlin, May 13.—A private telegram 
received in this city says that the 
sentence of Col. Francis Rhodes, bro- 
ther of Ceci] Rhodes, ex-Premier of the 
Cape Colony; John Hays Hammond, 
the American mining engineer; Lionel 
Phillips, and George Farrar, who were 
condemned to death by the High Court 
at Pretoria, upon charges of treason, 
in being active members of the Johan- 
nesburg Reform Union, which was 
held to have instigated Dr. Jameson's 
raid into the Transvaal, have been 
commuted to imprisonment for a term 
of five years, Sentences of other 
members of the Reform Committee, 
who were found guilty in connection 
with the conspiracy and raid, and 
were condemned to imprisonment and 
banishment and to pay a fine of $10,- 
000 each, have been reduced to one 
year’s imprisonment. The telegram is 
as yet unconfirmed.

London, May 13.—The Standard will 
say to-morrow that Sir Graham John 
Bower, the Imperial Secretary at Cape 
Town, will go to Pretoria and remain 
there until a successor to Sir Jacobus 
De Wet, the British agent at that 
place, shall have been appointed.

Mausloughter 


Goderich, Ont,, May 13.—Court open- 
ed this morning before His Lordship 
Chief Justice Meredith. The Wingham 
case, in which Charles Manser, Robert 
Harrison, Albert Martin, Thomas 
Montgomery and George Phippen were 
charged with manslaughter, was open- 
ed and the court room was crowded 
lo the doors, In selecting the jury 
the Crown challenged thirteen and the 
defence six. 

The Crown counsel, Mr. Budo Saun- 
ders of Toronto, opened by 
outlining the case to the grand jury, 
after which Thomas Fields, son of the 
deceased, was called to give evidence. 
The testimony of this witness was very 
#trong against all of the prisoners, 
parucularly against Harrison, who, he 
éwore, held a pistol to his head on the 
evening of the outrage. He recounted 
the circumstances that occurred and 
the manner in which his father had 
been assaulted by the mob, The morn- 
ing after the assault, witness met Har- 
riszon, who told him he was sorry for 
What had occurred, but thought it bet- 
ter that the elder Fields should leave 
town for a week or two until the feel- 
ing against him had subsided. Wit- 
oess told this to his father and drove 
him to Belgrave, where he took the 
train for London. 

Cross-examined by J. T. Garrow, 
Q.C., witness admitted that Fields was 
@ drinking man, and had at times suf- 
fered from rheumatism in his feet. 

An effort to Investigate the moral 
character of the deceased was not al- 
lowed by the court to be gone into 
fully. It was admitted by witness 
that the prisoners were all respectable 
citizens, and with one exception mar- 
ried and fathers of families, Thus far 
some seven witnesses have been ex- 
amined. 

While the case against the prisoners 
was proceeding an agreement was ar- 
rived at by which the case was taken 
from the jury, the prisoners having 
agreed to plead guilty to assault. with 
intent to do grievous bodily harm, 

The plea being accepted, His Lord- 
ship sentenced Robert Harrison and 
George Phippen to three years in the 
provincial penitentiary; C. Manson and 
Thomas Montgomery to two years in 
the same institution, and Albert Mar- 
tin to six months in the Central Prison. 

BISHOP DUMOULIN NOW,

Policy. 


(Mail and Empire.) 

It is instructive to compare the actual 
value of wheat in 1878 with its actual value 
to-day. Inthe first place, let us lay the 
price quotations for the two yea ulong- 
side of each other. In I878 the range of 
prices on the Toronto market was from 75c 
to ec. At the present moment wheat 
brings 80c. a bushel here on the street. A 
short time ago it was in demand at Si} to 
85c.. and considerable deliveries were made 
at those figures. So far as price goes there- 
fore, wheat is worth as much now as it was 
in 1878, A bushel of it will exchange for as 
much money now as on the ayerage it 
would exchange for then. But the equality 
of ~the money yalue of wheat in 
the two periods is not a conclusive 
test that a vushel of it is worth now 
just what.it was worth then. if a 
given sum of monoy realized by a 
farmer for a load of wheat does hot nowa- 
days buy as much of the staple merchan- 
dise of agricultural consumption, or as 
much of agricultural implements, as it 
would in 1878, then, though the price of 
wheat be the same as in that year, its 
value is really less. To prove that wheat has 
kept its value itis not necessary nor sufli- 
cient to show that the market price is as 
high now as it w4s in 1878, What must be 
shown is that the ratios between wheac 
prices and the pricés of the commodities for 
which the proceeds of wheat have to be 
exchanged haye not fallen. If 4 bushel 
of wheat will now buy as much of 
the things the farmer wants as it would in 
1878, then, no mutter whiat the price is, 
wheat is worth no less now than it was 
then. Let usexamine the buying power of 
wheatin 1578 and 1896, by comparing its 
price in the two periods with the prices of 
the staple articles of commerce required by 
farmers, taking Séc., a price current in 
both yerrs, as the money value of wheat. 
The leading lines and grades of store goods 
taken by the farm trade are to be quoted as 
follows for the two years, the prices being 
based on actual and regular transactions :—

Here we seo that in 1878 the farmer had to 
pay for his necessary merchandise prices 
ranging from one and a half to two and a 
quarter times as much as he has to pay to- 
day, and that the average of present prices 
is not much above one-half that of the prices 
ot 1878. Hence, with wheat at even money 
in the two yeors—say at 80c, an actual price 
in both years-—one bushel of it this yoar 
buys almost as much of what the farmer 
wants as two bushels bought in 1878, The 
esser tial facts, therefore, are, that wheat is 
now at about the same Prise as in the last 
year of Liberal rule, and that it bas nearly 
double the purchasing power that it had 
then. With halfa crop of it the farmer is 
as well off to-day as he then was with 
afullone, This state of affairs has a direct 
relation to the trade policy of the country, 
On the one hand, that policy has brought 
into existence a home market, not only . of 
consumers but also of manufacturers, The 
duty on flour led to mills being erected all 
over the country, and the development of a 
big export flour trade. His home market 
means to the farmer to-day an advantage 
of lbc. a bushel over the export price. ‘I his 
advantage sometimes amounts to 20ce. a 
bushel, which is practically so much bounty 
to the Canadian wheat-grower, On the 
other band, the competition of manufactur- 
under the National Polley has caused 4 
to the lowest point of 

articles needed by the 
armors. All the talk about combines 
and monopolles is idle, in the face of 
the fact that those classes of manufacturers 
which Liberal journals are most in the 
habit of denouncing as combines are wag 
ing the most uncompromising competition 
with each other. The Halifax sugar refin 
ors and the Montreal sugar refiners fight 
each other, both In the east and west, by 
shading prices to win trade. To-day, Cana 
dian sugar is quoted at 44, por 1b, while in 
New York tha price is 52e,, or exc tly half 
acento pound dearer, And the prices of 
Canadian manufactures gener ly bear 
favorable comparison with those current 
for goods of a like kind tin the United 
States muarkob, For these reasons the 
Canadian farmer gets more for his wheat 
to day than any other farmer in the world, 
and nearly twice as much as he got in 1878.

THE WHSEL. 

The general teudency to lightness in all 
things pertaining to the construction of bi- 
cycles has caused the sycling public purtial- 
ly to lose sight of the hichest advantage to 
be derived fiom the use of the pneumatic 
tire. When pneumatics were first used, a 
{ull two-inch tire was considered none too 
large. It was not necessary to purap it too 
extreme hardness in order to preserve either 
the tire or rim of the wheel, and Its wide 
track and great resilience impacted to the 
rider a sensation of floating along in the air 
with a delightfal ease never dreamed of in 
the the earlier days of solid tires. For road 
riding a full two-inch tire is none too lar c. 
The larger size adds somewhat to the weight 
ofthe machine, but it requires relatively 
less propelling force to drive it over the 
road, notwithstanding. The average tire of 
to-day is one and five-eighths inches in diam- 
eter, This does very well, but it has not the 
elegant riding quality of the two inch tire. 
Many riders who prefer to have their wheels 
as lightas possible, ride with Inch and # half 
tires, which, when pun ped to absolute hard- 
ness, are rea'ly little better than would be 
wooden tires covered with sheet rubber.

SYNOD OF TORONTO AND KINGSTUN. 


The Report en Sanday Schools Shows That 
Thero are 41,498 Schelars Enrolled, 
Collingwood, May 13.—The Synod of 
Toronto and Kingston resumed busi- 
ness this morning at 9 o'clock. Rev. 
J. F. McLaren, who was elected mod- 


erator last evening, presided at the 
sederunts held to-day. Rey. A. Gil 
ray, J. Somerville, D.D,, H. McNabb, 
B. D. Fraser, M.A, D. L. McRae, 
Ph.D., and Mr. R. Gibson were ap- 
pointed a Nominating Committee to 
strike the standing committees, 

A special committee, with Rev. D. D. 
McLeod of Barrie convener, was &p- 
pointed to hear the appeal of Rev. Ww. 
A. Duncan of Sault Ste. Marlefrom the 
decision of the Presbytery of Algoma. 
Mr, Duncan protested against the re- 
arrangement of the missions in the 
vicinity of Sault Ste. Marie made by 
the Presbytery. .~ue committee sat 
during the afternoon and heard evi- 
dence on the case. 

The action of the Whitby Presbytery 
in appointing an elder moderator was 
brought up, and after a discussion of 
some length was sent on to the Gen- 
era! Assembly. 

Rev. Dr. Robertson of Winnipeg 
made a very enthusiastic and encour~ 
aging address on the progress of the 
misston work in the Northwest, for 
which he was voted the thanks of the 
Synod. 

A somewhat lengthy report on_the 
Sunday schools was presented by Rev. 
W. Farquharson. A glance at the re- 
port shows the extent of the work of 
the echools in the boundy of the Sy- 
nod. There are 41,498 scholars ene 
rolled in 469 schools and ministered to 
by 4746 officerg and teachers. The re- 
port was ordered to be transferred to 
the clerk of the General Aasembly. 

At 4 o'clock the Synod adjourned to 
accept the invitation of Manager Bur- 
ton of the North Shore Navigation 
Company for a trip around the bay on 
the steamer City of Midland. On the 
return trip a vote of thanks was ten- 
dered to Mr, Burton. 

Lindsay was chosen for the place of 
meeting in May, 1897. 

At the evening sederunt the commit- 
tee reports on the books of the differ- 
ent Presbyteries were presented and 
agreed to. The Synod will probably 
concise their labors to-morrow even-

; Ject and was confirmed in his opinion 
, of the navigability of those waters for 
at least the perfod mentioned. 

“Sir Mackenzle Bowell’s Government 
passed an order in council, providing 
a@ grant of $2,500,000 in aid of the con- 
struction of this line of railway as far 
north as Saskatchewan and taking as 
security for the repayment the land 
grants to the railway, as well us the 
Government subsidy of $50,000 a year 
for the transport of men, materials 
and the malis. This was two years 
ago. The present scheme 1s to sur- 
render this proposed grant of two and 
a half million dollars and to build the 
first one hundred and twenty-five 
miles without subsidy, contractors be- 
Ing ready and willing to go on with 
the work. The remaining section of 
112 1-2 miles is to be subsidized at the 
rate of $3200 a mile. ‘That ts all,” said 
Sir Charles. “Instead of a direct ad- 
vance of $2,500,000, the road is to be 
bullt with the ordinary subsidy. { am 
willing to allow people to judge if 
such a proposal partakes in any degree 
of the nature of a bribe, on the eve of 
an election contest.”

Tho Big Dominion Lincr Takes Water at 
Belfast, Ireland, 


Montreal, May 14.—(Special)—The 
twin-screw steamer Canada, the latest 
addition to the Dominion Line, was 
launched to-day by the shipbuilding 
firm of Messrs, Harland & Wolff, Bel- 
fast. ‘The steamer is 6510 feet long, 58 

|} feet beam, and 36 feet deep, and far 
exceeds in size anything yet trading 
| between the Old Country and Canada, 
having a tonnage of nearly 9000, and 
belng In many respectsa fac-simile of 
the Majestic and Teutonic, The steam- 
er is designed to carry a large number 
of first and second-class and alsu 
eheerage passengers. The salvon is 
situated in a deck house erected on 
the hurricane deck, with seating ac- 
commodation for nearly 200 and Is 
surrounded by a very elaborate dome 
skylight, in handsome stained Glas 1, 
with decorated panels, having tit 
crest of Montreal, Quebec, Toronto ar d 
Liverpool, and also the arms of the 
Dominion of Canada, On the deck 
below there is a handsomely arranged 
second-class saloon, capable of seat 
ing about 100, and on this deck there 
ja also a large number of first and se- 
cond-class staterooms, together with 
the officers’ quarters, icehouse, lava- 
tories, pantries. galleys and other ac- 
commodation, The ship has two pole 
masts and will be driven by twin, 
triple expansion engines of the latest 
| description. Bhe will be capable of 
crossing the Atlantic at any season 
of the year, without cargo if necessary, 
having large water ballast tanks fit- 
ted fore and aft.

The gapture of this round planet for 
Christ’ is not so much of a job as you 
might imagine. when the church takes 
off jts coat and rolls up its sleeves for 
the work, as it will, There are 1,600,- 
000,000 of people now in the world, and 
450,000,000 are Christians, Subtract 
450,000,000 who are Christians from the 
1,600,000,000, and there are 1,150,000,000 
left. Divide the 1,150,000,000 who are 
not Christians by the 450,000,000 who 
are Christians, and you will find that 
We shall have to average less than 
three souls each, brought by us into 
the kingdom of God, to have the whole 
world redeemed, Certainly, with the 
church rising up to its full duty, no 
Christian will be willing to bring less 
than three souls Into the kingdom of 
God. 

I hope and pray Almighty God that I 
may bring more than three. I know 
evangelists who have already brought 
60,000 each for the kingdom of God. 
There are 200,000 people whose one 
and only absorbing business in the 
world js to save souls. When you take 
these things into consideration and 
that the Christians will have to aver- 
age the bringing of only three souls 
each into the kingdom of our Lord, 
all impossibility vanishes from this om- 
nipotent crusade. Why, I know a Sab- 
bath school teacher who for many 
years has been engaged in traning 
the young, and she has had five dif- 
ferent classes, and they averaged 
seven to a class and they were all 
converted, and five thimes seven are 
35 as near as I can calculate, So that 
she brought her three into the king- 
dom of God and had 32 to spare. My 
grandmother prayed her children into 
the kingdom of Christ, and her grand- 
children, and I hope all her great- 
grandchildren, for God remembers a 
prayer 75 years old as though it were 
only a minute old, and so she brought 
her three in the kingdom of God and 
had more than 100 to spare. Besides 
that, though the telephone and the 
telegraph, this whole world, within a 
few years, will be brought within com- 
pass of ten minutes.

The world hot be- 
yond human endurance, those regions 
were of course the first to be cool 
enough for humap foot and human 
lung. It was positively proved that the 
arctic region was a tropical climate. 
Professor Heer of Zurich says the re- 
mains of flowers have been found in 
the arctic region, showing it was like 
Mexico for climate, and jt is found 
that the arctic was the mother region 
from which all the flowers descended. 
Professor Wallace says the remains of 
all styles of animal life are found in 
the arotk reions, including those ani- 
mals that can live only in warm cli- 
mates. Now that arctic region, which 
has been demonstrated by flora and 
fauna and geological argument to have 
been as full of vegetation and life as 
our Florida, may be turned back to its 
original bloom and glory, or it will be 
shut up as a museum of crystals for 
curlosity seekers once in awhile to 
visit. But arctic and antarctic, in some 
shape, will belong to the Redeemer's 
realm. 

What about other unproductive or 
repulsive regions ? All the deserts will 
be irrigated, the waters will be forced 
Up to the great American desert be- 
tween here and the Pacific by ma 
ohinery now known or yet to be In- 
vented, and, as great Salt Lake City 
has no rain and could not raise an 
apple or bushel of wheat in a hun- 
dred years without artificial help, but 
is now through such means one great 
garden, so all the unproductive parts 
of all the continents will be turned 
into harveat fields and orchards A

China and Africa, the two richest 
portions of the earth by reason of 
metals and rare woods and inexhaustl- 
ble productiveness, are not yet divided 
up among the good because they are 
not ready to be divided Wait until 
all the doors that Livingstone opened 
in Africa shall be entered, and Bishop 
Taylor, with his band of self-support- 
ing missionarles, have done _ thejr 
work, and the Ashantis and Senegam- 
blans shall know Christ as well as you 
know Him, and there shal be on the 
banks of the Nile and the Niger a 
higher civilization than js now to be 
found on the banks of the Potomac 
or the Hudson.

Julius 
Caesar got his greatest victories by 
fully estimating the vastness of hts 
foes and prepared his men for their 
greatest triumph by saying, “To- 
morrow King Juba will be here with 
$0,000 horses, 100,000 skirmishers, and 
300 elephants.” I do not underrate the 
vast forces of sin and death, but do 
you know who commands us? Je- 
hovahjireh. And the reserve corps be- 
hind us are all the armies of heaven 
and earth, with hurricane and thunder- 
bolt. The good work of the world’s 
redemption is going on every minute. 
Never so many splendid mon and 
glorious women on the side of right 
as to-day. Never so many good people 
as now. Diogenes has been spoken of 
as a wise man because he went with 
a lantern at noonday, saying he was 
looking for an honest man, If he 
had turned his lantern toward him- 
self he might have discovered a crank. 
Honest men by the ten thousand! 
Through the International series of 
Sunday school lessons the next gen- 
eration all through Christendom are 
going to be wiser than any generation 
since the world stood. The kingdom 
is coming. God can do It. No house- 
wife with a chamols cloth ever polish- 
ed a silver teaspoon with more ease 
than Christ will rub off from fhis 
world the tarnish and brighten it up 
till it glows like heaven, and then 
the glorious apportionment! for my 
text Is re-enforced by a score of other 
texts, when it says of Christ, -‘He 
shall divide the spoll with the strong.” 

“But,” you say, “this is pleasant to 
think of for others, but before that 
time I shall have passed up into an- 
other existence, and I shall get no aa- 
vantage from that new apportion- 
ment.” Ah, you have only driven me 
to the other more exctting and trans- 
porting consideration, and that fs that 
Christ ts going to divide up heaven in 
the same way. There are old estates 
in the celestial world that have been 
in the possession of the inhabitants 
for thousands of years, and they shall 
remain as they are There are old 
family mansions in heaven filled with 


whole generations of kindred and they 
shall never be driven out.

thin hands so strong for kindness end 
with those white lips so strong for aup- 
plication, she has won corgnation and 
enthronement and jubilee, And Christ 
said to the angels who have brought 
each a crown for the glorified invalid: 
“No, not these; they are not good 
enough. But in the jeweled vase at 
the right hand side of my throne there 
js one that I have been preparing for 
her m@ny a year and for her every 
pang I have set an emethyst, and for 
her every good deed I have set a pearl.

And what triumph- 
ant days for those soldiers when, fur- 
ther on, they reeelved the French med- 
al with the Imperial eagle, and the 
Turkish medal with its representation 
of four flags—France, Turkey, England 
and Sardinia—and beneath it a map of 
the Crimea spread over a cun wheel, 

It was a great day when Aurelian, 
the Roman Emperor, came back from 
his victories, In the front of the pro- 
cession were wild beasts from all lands, 
1600 gladiators, richly clad; wagon 
loads of crowns and trophies, present- 
ed by conquered cities, among the cap- 
tives, Syrians, Egyptians, Goths, Van- 
dals, Sarmatians, Franks and Zenobla, 
the beautiful captive Queen on foot 
in chains of gold that a slave had to 
help her carry, and jewels under the 
weight of which she almost fainted, 
and then came the chariot of Aurelian, 
drawn by four elephants in gorgeous 
caparison and followed by the Roman 
Senate and the Roman army, and from 
dawn till dark the procession was 
passing. Rome in all her history never 
saw anything more magnificent. But 
how much greater the day when our 
Conquerer, Jesus, shall ride under the 
triumphal arches of heaven, his cap- 
fives, not on foot, but in chariots, all 
the kingdoms of earth and heaven in 
procession the armies celestial on white 
horses. Rumbling artillery of thunder- 
bolts never again to be unlimbered. 
Kingdoms in line, centuries in line, 
saintly, cherublo seraphic, archangello 
splendors in line, and Christ seated 
on one great roling hosanna, made 
out of all hallelujahs of all worlds, 
shall cry halt to the procession, And 
not forgetting even the humblest in all 
the reach of His omnipresence He 
shall rise, and then and there, His 
work done, and His glory consum- 
mated, proceed, amid an ecstasy such 
as neither mortal nor immortal ever 
imagined, to divide the spoil.

Dallas, Texas, May 15 A eyclone 
struck Sherman, Texas, at 4.50 this 
afternoon, killing many people and do- 
ing great damage. The number dread 
is reported to be from fifty to one 
hundred. It is said the cyclone struck 
the ball park while a game was in pro- 
gress and that several of the players 
and many spectators were killed Ail 
the telegraph wries to Sherman have 
been down since 4.30, 

Sherman, Texas, May 15,—A terrific 
eyclone struck this clty at 4,80 this af- 
ternoon, killing many people and do- 
ing great damage to property. ‘lhe 
number of people killed is not known, 


but it is reported all the way from 15 
to 76, There Is much excitement, and 
great confusion, and it will be vury 
Jate and probably morning before the 
list can be obtained. 

Denison, Texas, May 16.—The city of 
Sherman was visited by the worst cy- 
clone in ‘the history of North Texas 
about five o'clock this evening. The 
path of the destroyer was 150 yards 
wide. It struck the city at the west 
end of Post Oak Creek and swept in 
a westerly direction for several blocks 
and then spread and spent ita force. 
The track of the cyclone js & grue- 
some sight, the devastation being con- 
plete, and houses, treés, fences and 
everything in its pathway destroyed. 
The loss of Hfe will probably reach 
100, with as many more bruised and 
wounded. The City Hall and store 
room, formerly ocoupied by 5S. G, 
Holmes, have been turned into tem po- 
rary hospitals, and 18 bruised, man- 
sled and mutilated bodies are awalting 
identification. . 

At Sherman by 9 o'clock fifty dead 
bodies had been brought in and Placed 
in public buildings, and searching por- 
ties are out for more. 

The unidentified dead are being 
taken to the Court House, Gray's 
Hill and Fairvi-w were both badly 
damaged and the cyclone passed direct- 
ly west of the North Texas Female 
College, barely missing it. E, E. 
Sayles, a deliveryman, drove down 
Houston-avenue directly after the cy- 
clone. He stated that he saw at least 
seven men, women and children lying 
alongside the avenue dead and many 
wounded. The devastation In spots 
Where the cyclone was the worst {s 
ccmplete. Trees were stripped of their 
follage In some places while in others 
they are uprooted, Houses are in some 
instances entirely gone and in others 
only @ pile of rubbish marks the place 
where they stood. Capt. Ely’s fine 
residence was blown to pieces. His 
Wife and two children were at home, 
but fortunately escaped without ser!- 
©us injury. Not a thing remains to 


mark the spot where only a few hours” 


of Capt. Burgess. His family was ab- 
sent from the house at the time. 

Mayor Tone of Denison, who was in 
Sherman during the storm, gives the 
following account of the cyclone: “I 
was on the Court House Square about 
5 o'clock, and heard a roaring wind 
coming from the south. The next thing 
I knew, the alr was thick with mud 
and small specks resembling ashes. 
Dhe cyclone did not strike the Court 
House or jail, but followed up Post 
Oak Creek. The roaring did not con- 
tinue over two or three minutes, Dur- 
ing all this time it rained hard. In 
about five minutes rumors began to 
spread that many llves had been lost, 
and the reports grew worse and worse 
as time passed. By 9 o'clock 50 bodies 
had been brought into the public bulld- 
ings, and Searching parties are out for 
more, 

The dead children hav: been found 
in trees, under leveled houses and in 
Post Cak Creck. An {ron bridge over 
Ae Creek was twisted into scrap

Ottawa, May 15,—(Special,.)—The next 
oficial map of the Dominion of Canada 
will show a marked change in the dl- 
Visions of our great northern territory. 
Heretofore the entire Hudson's Bay, 
and stretching away to the shores of 
the Arctic Ocean, has been variously 
designated or altogether unmarked by 
a distinctive appellation of any ‘ort, 
The new maps will show the whole of 
the far north regularly subdivided into 


| districts Their names are Ungava, 


Franklin, Mackenzie and Yukon, Tn- 


' fava includes all the district between 


Hudson Bay anl the Aretic Ocean, 
with the exception of the narrow coast 
line known as Labrador, Franklin in- 
cludes the great group of islands, small 
continents some of them, north of 
Hudson Straits and lying between the 


, 60th and 125th degree of west longl- 


tude. West of th{s again is Mackenzie 
district, taking in the mainland coun- 
try between the northern limit of Ath- 


abasca and the Arctic Sea and ly- 
ing betwen the 100th meridian of long 
tude and a line about 500 miles west 
of and parallel to the Mackenzle Riv- 
er. Yukon includes the district en- 
closed between the latter line and the 
northern boundary of British Colum- 
bia, the eastern boundary of Alaska, 
and the Arotic Ocean. Ip his forth- 
coming year book, . George Johnzon, 
the Dominion Statistician, devotes a 
chapter to delimitation of these boun- 
darles and descriptions of the vast 
territory they enclosé¢, and he has adjd- 
ed to his table of areas of provinces a 
computation of the surface of these 
newly named districts, which seysves 
adequately to demonstrate their im- 
mensity, It will show that while On- 
tario contains 222,000 square miles, 
Quebec 228,000 square miles and Brit'sh 
Columbia 383,000 square miles, the dis- 
trict of Keewatin is estimated In area 
at 282,000, Ungava 358,000, Franklin 300,- 
000, Mackenzie 638,000 and Yukon 225,000 
Square miles. There is thus ne un- 
named territory now left in British 
North America from the St. Lawrence 
River to the N. P., otherwise known 4s 
North Pole. 

Dr. McEachran, Dominion yeterinary 
inspector, is in Ottawa, engaged with 
the Deputy Ménister of Agriculture re- 
vising and perfecting the regulations 
Governing the quarantine of foreign 
cattle entering Canada either in transit 
or by importation. In accordance with 
his recommendations important 
changes have been made jn whe rules. 
These have been rendered more strin- 
gent in the case of transit animals, A 
circular sent to the everal ports es- 
tablishes the following regulations in 
regard to horses from the United 
States shipped from Canadian ports 
for Europe: 

“No horses shall be pexmitted to be 
placed on board any steamship cr 
other vessel for exportation at any 
Canadian port until they have been 
inspected by a duly authorized insnec- 
tor at such pogt, and certified by him 
to be free from contagious diseases; 
such inspection to be made within 24 
hours of embarkation,’ 

New regulations also Pprevide other 
safeguards against the shipment of 
diseased American horses from Cana- 
dian ports. Wor instance, a certain 
time Is to be allowed to lapse between 
the arrival and the inspection of the 
animals, and each horse, duly ine 
spected, is to be marked with the let- 
ters "V.R.” These precautions scem 
to render impossible the shipment from 
this country of any but healthy stock.

A LRITER FROM HARRY HYAMS. 





Tne Twins Have Located in the Argen- 
tine Republlo-Willlo Wells’ Boncs— 
Mrs. Hyams Has Received no Word 
From Her Husband—S*e Does Not 
Want for Anything. 

(Toronto News.) 


A letter has been received by one of the 
counsel engaged in the defence of Harry P. 
and Dallas T. Hyams, who wore acauitted 
on the cbarge of murdering Willie Wells, 
the brother-in-law of the latter, and forfeit- 
ed their bail in preference to standing their 
trial for forgery and fraud, The twins have 
decided to locate at Buenos Ayres, in the 
Argentine Republic, from which place the 
letter is dated. They have commenced a 
real estate and brokerage business in that 
refuge for men who have fled to escape the 
consequences of their crimes. The letter, 
which covers several pages of dpolscap, gives 
a detailed history of their movements since 
the eventful Sunday upon which they went 
away on a special train from the Union 
Station. The twins first sailed from New 
York for Spain. where they remained 
several weeks before finally deciding 
upon locating in the Southern republic. 

NO WORD AS TO MARTHA, 


Harry made no Inquiries whatever with 
reference to his wife, the sister of the boy 
for whose murder they were tried and ac- 
quitted nor has she received any communi- 
cation! direct from her alleged husband 
since the day of his arrest. The first instal- 
ment of the money deposited to her credit 
hy Chapman Hyams, of New Orleans, the 
brother of the twins, has been paid her 
since her release from Dr. Temple's hospital 
some weeks ago. Her health, which then 
showed signs of improvement has contin- 
ued to amend, ani she has now been sent 
to another climate, where, it is thought, 
she will recover. 

The bones of Willie Wells, which have 
been in Undertaker Humphrey's mortuary 
on Yonge street ever since they were ex- 
humed from the cemetery at Oshawa, will 
be handed oyer to the relatives to-day and 
re-interred,

the Catholic faith, which is to us on 
earth Our most precious heritage. We 
lo not require, our dearly beloved 
brethren, the decision of civil courts 
tu be aware of the iniquity 
of these Manitoba laws against ibe rly 
and justice, but it pleased Divine Pro- 
vidence in His wisdom and kindnes 
to help the Catholics by the legal sup- 
port of the sovereign and irresistible 
authority, by having acknowledged by 
the highest court of the Empire, the 
legitimacy of their complaints, and the 
legality of Federal Remedial Legis}ia- 
tion. In the presence of these facts, the 
Canadian episcopacy, haying before all 
things the Interest of religion and fear 
for go00d souls, could not dissemble 
the gravity of the duty imposed upon 
its pastoral solicitude, and which oblig- 
ed it to claim justice, as it has done.” 

Continuing, the mandement says: “If, 
in fact there are circumstances where 
Catholics should openly manifest to- 
wards the church all the respect and 
devotion which it has a right to, it js 
When, like In the present crisis, our 
foremost rights and justice are Involv- 
ed and when they claim from all good 
men under the direction of their chiefs 
an efficacious help, We had hoped, 
dearly beloved brethren, that the last 
session of the Federal Parliament 
would put an end to the school dith- 
culty, which has so long divided the 
minds of the people, but we were de- 
ceived in our hopes, History itself 
Will judge the causes which delayed 
the solution so long expected, as far 
as We are concerned, and in the pre- 
sence of the electoral batUle now going 
on we consider we have an imperious 
duty to perform. That duty is to in- 
dicate to the faithful submitted to our 
jurisdiction, and whose consciences we 
are bound to direct, the only line of 
conduct to follow in the present elec 
tlon.” 

The mandement then draws the at 
tcntion of the electors to the important 
duty given them to cast their votes in 
favor of the best candidates, and adds, 

as a general rule, save a few excep- 
tions, it is a matter of conscience tor 
every citizen to vote ,a duty which is 
of the utmost importance, particularly 
when important questions are submite 
ted to them, and which may have on 
their destinies a most decisive influ- 
ence—that is to say that your vote 
should be given in a wise and honest 
manner and worthy of intelligent and 
Christian men. 

“Avold the excess, against which sev- 
tral times already we have put you 
on guard—that fs, perjury, intemper- 
ance, lying, calumny, violence and that 
party spirit which falsifies the juda- 
ment and produces on the intelligence 
& sort of voluntary and obstinate 
blindness. Do not exchange your yote 
for a few pieces of money. 

“Your vote is @ duty and duty can- 
not be sold. Do not give your yote 
to the first man that comes, but to 
the man whom in your conscience, and 
under the eyes of God, you judge the 
most able by his good qualities and 
firmness of character and the excel- 
lence of his principles and conduct, to 
fulfill the noble duties of the Legisla- 
ture. 

“But under the circumstances the 
duty of the electors of Canada, prin- 
cipally the Catholic electors, has a spe- 
cial character of importance and gra- 
vity to which we desire specially to 
draw your attention. A grave injus- 
tice has been done to the Catholic min- 
ority in Manitoba, Their Catholle 
scheols—their Separate schools—were 
taken from them and parents have to 
sen(l their children to schools that 
their consclence does not approve of. 

“The Privy Councll of England has 
recognized the claims of Catholics le- 
gitimately, of their complaints and tle 
right of intervention of Federal au- 
thorities, that justice be rendered 
the oppressed. It is thus at present, 
the duty of Catholics, with the help of 
well-thinking Protestants of our coun- 
try, to join forces and their votes, so 
as to assure the definitive victory of 
religious liberty and the triumph of 
rights guaranteed by the constitution. 

"The means to attain this object is 
to only elect, as representatives of the 
people, men who are sincerely resoly- 
ed to favor with all their influence and 
to support in the House a measure 
which could be an efficacious remedy 
to the evils suffered by the Manitoba 
minority. 

“In thus speaking to you, dearly be 
loved brethren, our intention is not to 
side with any of the pgpiitical partes 
now fighting in the political arena, On 
the contrary, we Wish to reserve our 
liberty. But the Manitoba school ques

A FALSE ORY. 


Mr. Laurier’s cry in Montreal recently 
was for the poor farmer. The Liberal 


| leader's ** blue ruin" sketch of the present 


state of agriculture, if made a few dogrees 
more woeful, would suit very well the 
period during which Sir Richard Cart- 
wright was at the head of the Department 
of Finance. A more accurate, more 
historical, though not more cheerful, ac- 
count of the hardships under which the 
farmer Jabored at that time is given in the 
petition of the 100,000 men who entreated 
the Government to come to the rescue of 
agriculture with 4 measure of protection. 
Free trade had pretty well accomplished 
the ruin of our farmers. They produced 
but one or two staples and could not develop 
their greatest resources because of the com- 
pofition from the United States. With the 
introduction of the National Policy thoy 
were able to turntheirindustry into new and 
most profitable channels—into cheese- 
making ; the raising of pork, and the 
fattoning of cattle. As a consequence 
they produce severel times the wealth 
they did under free trade.

ine what I meant by perfection, I told him 
without disguise or reserve. When I 
ceased speaking, he said,‘ Mr. Wesley, if 
this be all you mean, pubiish it to all the 
world.” T[answered, ‘My Lord, I will,’ and 
immediately wrote and published the 
sermon on christian perfection.” This Inci- 
dent isa typical one, and helps to explain 
how Wesley came to be, when better un- 
derstood, the best respected man in Eug- 
land, It might be added that Dr. Temple, 
the present occupant of the see af, London, 
shares the opinfon of his predecessor, Dr. 
Gibson—as obyious inn sermon preached in 
St. Paul's Cuthedral. While among 
modern literature on the subject there is 
nothiog more vssentia!ly “* Wesleyan” than 
the little devotonal manual. entit ed 
“Kept forthe Master's Use,” by Frances 
Ridley Havergal. 

The opposition which Wesley met from 
those who accounted his standard too high 
was not nearly so flerce and bitter as that 
olfered by those who asserted it was not 
high enough. And, anomalous as it may 
seem, this came from some of his own peo- 
ple, who, making holiness their hobby, rodu 
it to outlandisi lengths, and soon Jeft 
Wesley far bebind, The truth is, his state- 
ment of “the sense in which Christians are 
perfect,” was so cavefally guarded aud sup: 
plemented by his statement of “the sense 
in which Christiaus ave not perfect” (vide 
sermon above adverted to) and his whole 
discussion of the doctrine was so sweetly 
reasonable, that these unreasoning vision- 
aties and enthusiasts denounced ** blind 
John!” styling him a hypocrite, a liar, and 
the like, Wesley was prepared to fuce thy 
opposition of wicked men in preaching 
entire separation from sin aud entire de: 
votion to God, buthe was not wing fo 
chiinpion or countenance the wild de- 
fenders” of holiness, who claimed to be as 
sinless as our first parents, to have the

Before the Texas Cyclone Had 
Spent Its Fury. 


White Cithkens Doing Herole Work for the 
Colored Vietims—Many Pamilies Have

Two hundred corpses, by & conserva.

Women and children have already been 
reported seriously injured, but two 
score Of these sufferers are not expect- 
ed to live. The wounded in the nelgh- 
berhood of Sherman are scattered ovei 
territory ten miles In length, 
cured for by friends and strangers, 
who render all the help they in 
gathering names. 

The special trains which came into 
the gloom-enshrouded city to-day were 
filled with volunteers, physicians and 
nurses and friends of the dead and In- 
jJured, The women of Sherman were 
as brave as the men and much work 
was done for love of humanity, The 
ecmmon sorrow obliterated the line 
Which divides the negro from the 
Southern white, 

Followers of the Red Cross on the 
field of carnage could not have done 
more than white men and women did 
to-day and last night for the suffering 
Survivors of the black race who com- 
pose the majority of the victims. 

The banks of Post Oak Creek, which 
the cyclone made a cemetery of, were 
lined all day with hundreds of anxl- 
ous and curious visitors. Reports 
came in from points down the creek 
that the loss of life outside the city 
limits had been Worse than feared, At 
the suspension bridge dead and injur 
ed lay in every directiop and the few 
houses that had escaped the wind 
scythe were crowded with living vic- 
tims, All available wagons Were press- 
ed into the service of the volunteer 
brigade to remove the dead to the 
Mergue and the living to temporary 
hcspitals. 

Many persons are reported missing, 
which is regarded as equivalent to be- 
ing numbered with the dead. 

The Rellef Committee has made the 
following announcements “The dead 
and wounded exceed 200 and the loss 
of property will exceed $250,000. sher- 
man is taking good care of all the 
wounded, but many families have lost 
thelr all and are left destitute, All 

contributions nwill be thankfully recely~ 
ed, as they will heip us to give to 
those who must commence life anew.” 

But little or nothing had been heard 
of the cyclone’s final course until to- 
aay, when a courier from Denilson 
brought the information that the storm 
had swept down upon the Choctaw 

Creek and crossing Red River into the 
Indian coimntry, havoc was wrought 
all along its line of travel until it 
crossed Red River, where it struck the 
high bluff on the north side of the 
river, tearing immense oaks loose and 
Nlling the air with trees and dirt. A 
courier from SBokichito, Indian Terri- 
tory, arrived in this city last night. 
He jpassed tHrough the stricken dis- 
trict, shortly ‘before noon and declares 
the devastation wrought as the most 
awful wreck and ruin of homes that 
Was ever withessed in that vicinity. 
The cyclone traveled 100 miles, but 
fits swath was only 150 yards wide. 
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A Cyclone in Kansas. 

Seneca, Ks.,, May 17.—A_ cyclone 
struck this place at 7 o'clock this even- 
nig and destroyed one-third of the re- 
sidence portion of the city. The Court 
House and school house anki Catholic 
church were unroofed. Five hundred 
people are homeless. The dead are 
two children of M. Everhes, two child- 
ren of John McConnel and a son of 
Peter Assessmacher.

HOW LAURIER | 


CHOPS AND CHANGES 


On the Trade Question as on Other 


Issues, Ho is Neyer Twice in the 


Same Place—His Inconsisten- 


ties Shown Up. 

Will Canadians Allow Themselves to be 

Decelved by the Irresponsible Opinions | 
and Promisos of a Man Whose Object Is

Chariton, an leading Grit M.P., Is 
rocord as gnying: “With o Fronch-Cana 
dian leader, and under the manipulation 
of such unscrupulous machine politicians 
as J. D. Edgar et al., I have not the ut 
most confidence in the immediate future 
of the Reform party."’ 

The country, as in years gone by, holds 
just tho samo views. It is known that 
Mr. Laurier has no fixed opinion on any 
thing, except that he wants to get into 
office, Ho began life as an out-and-out 
Protectionist, But he soon fell into error, 
and became a Freo Trader, Then Mr, 
Blake was forced out of parliament by 
the Anti-Canadian polloy of Sir Richard, 
and Mr. Laurier becamo a shouter for 
unrestricted reclprocity—in other words, 
for handing Canada over to the Ameri 
cans. He bellevyed in protection against 
Great Britain and in reciprocity with tho 
United States, A nico patriot! 

Shouting for the United States, 

In Toronto Mr. Laurier said—amid a 
chilling silonce, it may be remarked; 
“The Liberal party, so long as I have 
anything to do with it, will rematn true 
to the cause of unrestricted reciprocity 
until that cause is successful, I will not 
expect to win ina day, but I am_ pre- 
pared to remain in the cool shades of 
Opposition until the cause has tri- 
umphed."’ 

Now, assuming Mr. Laurier to be a 
truthful man, we must believe that ho 
and his faithful Meutenants—and even 
the unfaithful ones, liko Charlton and 
Cartwright—still ‘‘remain truo to the 
cause of unrestricted reciprocity until 
that cause is successful.’’ 

But, only a year ago, in ‘Winnipeg, 
Mr. Laurier forgot his pledge, and came 
out asa Free Trader. He preached his 
new gospel in these words: ‘‘We shall 
give you Free Trade, and although it 
will be a hard fight, we shall not give in 
one inch or retrace one step until we 
havo reached the goal, and that goal is 
the same policy of Free Trade as exists 
in England to-day."’ 

Well, that was his belief for a time— 
or he pretended it was. Soon he had a 
change of heart, The Liberal leader went 
to the Eastern Townships, and there he 
said: ‘We will tax for revenue, but not 
a cent for protection. When we are in 
power we will relleye tho people of pro 
tection, which is a fraud, a delusion and 
a robbery.’’ Where was unrestricted 
reciprocity; where was Free Trade? Gone, 
lost, forgotten! The revenue tariff string 
was being twanged. 

But Mr, Laurier went to Montreal. 
There he had to talk to the working 
classes. His statement there was very 
clear, Protection was not to be aban- 
doned. Robbery was not to be abolished. 
On the contrary, duties were to be ro- 
moved from raw materials, and the fraud 
and delusion as regards tho finished pro 
ducts were to be continued. It stands to 
reason that it is impossible ‘‘to relleve 
the people of protection,’’ as promised in 
the Eastern Township speech, and at the 
samo time to continue protection as 
promised at Montreal. It is also impossl- 
ble to have a tariff for reyenue only with 
not a cent for protection, and, concur- 
rently with it, a tariff exempting from 
duty the raw material which would 
necessarily be taxed under a reyenue tar- 
iff and retaining the duties upon manu- 
factured articles which made as they are, 
in the country, yield no reyenuc. 

To the Right About Again. 

Yet another change. He harked back 
towards reciprocity. In Valleyfield, Que., 
April 12, he came out for ao treaty of 
reciprocity with the United States. He 
knows well, as every man who reads 
newspapers knows, that the United 
States will never agree to reciprocity un- 
less we impose a discriminating tariff on 
British goods. Hon. G, W. Ross, a mem- 
ber of the , Liberal Goyernment of On- 
tario, has denounced reciprocity ‘‘ because 
it will not be loyal to England.’’ But 
that is not a consideration with Mr, Lau- 
ricr. What he wants is Votes, Votes, 
Votes. And it matters not to him how 
he fractures the truth, how he oversteps 
the bounds of consistency, so long as he 
gets them. 

Let us examine what this vyacillating 
politician has pronounced in fayor of:— 

He has adyocated Protection. 

He has been a shouter for unrestricted 
reciprocity. 

He has pledged himself to bring about 
Commercial Union. (Political union 
would follow fast in its footsteps, ac- 
cording to Ed. Farrar, tho writer of Grit 
campaign pamphlets.) 

He has promised Free Trade in Winni- 
peg. 

Ho has declared in fayor of a rovenue 
tariff in the Eastern Townships. 

He has pledged himself to 
protection in Montreal 

And, to crown matters, 
Quebeo, May 6, and told the Quobeckers 
that he wanted preferential trade with 
England. ‘‘By that,’’ said ho, ‘we shall 
have Quebec regain its pristine pros- 
perity.’’ 

Mr. Laurier has a now trade doctrine 
for every town ho visits, He forgets that 
the people of Canada read the newspapers. 
On the night of June 28 he willfind that 
they have not been decelyed by him, the 
political whirligig.

TUPPER AT QUEBEC. 


The Premier Speaks to a 


Great Gathering. 


Sir Charlies Explains What the Conserva- | 


five Party Has Douo in the Way of 


Building Up the Dominion—Hon, Mr. 
Haggart Talks Politica in Hin Own 
Town of Perth-Hon. Mr. Foster Speaks 
iu South Wellington in the Iutercsts of 
Mr. Kloopfer. 


Quebec, May 18.—Sir Charles Tupper 
Was presented with an address by the 
Quebec Board of Trade at the Chateau 
T’rontenac at noon to-day. In answer 
.o the address, Sir Charles reviewed 
the Increase of trade in Canada since 
1864. Quebec, which has been a suf- 
ferer by the loss of the ship-bullding 
tiade and timber trade, now bade fair 
fcr a revival of business and indus- 
tries, with a fast line of steamers, the 
dead meat trade and cold storage ex- 
portation system. Sir Charles denied 
having ever promised to build a bridge 
across the St. Lawrence, but he said 
if the railway companies were willing 
to have it they would be backed by 
the Government. 

The Academy of Music was filled to 
its utmost with a most enthusiastic 
essemblage to hear Sir Charles Tuppe: 
on the burning question of the day 
-\t five minutes past 8 Sir Charles ap- 
peared upon the platform, amid the 
most deafening applause of the masses. 
Among those present were the Hon. A. 
kK. Angers, Sir Charles Hibbert Tup- 
Ler, the Hon. Senator Landry, the 
Hen. Thomas Chapais, E. J. Giroux 
chairman of the Conservative Commit- 
tee; V. Cheateauvert, M.P.P., and a 
great number of politicians. 

The Hon, Mr. Casgrain, being call« 
ed upon to preside at the meeting, 
made one of his most stirring speeches. 
toth in French and in English, as he 
introduced Sir Charles Tupper. 

Sir Charles spoke at considerable 
length, showing what wonderful pro- 
gSress Canada had made under Conser- 
yative rule. He instanced the con- 
struction of the C.P.R. to show what 
the party had done towards building 
up Canada and the empire. All this 
bad been done in the face of the ob- 
Struction of the so-called Liberal party. 
Since 1878 the people had treated this 
Liberal party as it deserved. Mr. Laur- 
ler was a gentleman who possessed 
reat eloquence, but of statesmanshi!p 
he was entirely devold. He also drew 
attention to the fact that at the out- 
set Mr, Laurier was a protectionist un- 
til he came under the magnetic in- 
Muence of Sir Richard Cartwright. 
Speaking of Manitoba schools Sir 
Charles said the Government woufd 
cerry out the provisions of the con- 
SUtution and give the Catholics of 
Manitoba their rights. He also re- 
ferred to preferential trade with Great 
Britain and the fast Atlantic service 
Which the Government had done so 
much to promote.

I do not condemn party, but [do condemn 
blind partyism in any ono, whether he e ll 
himself Conservative, Liberal or Radical, 
who will simply contend for party whothor 
ho believes its measures to “Jo right or 
wrong, bad or good, just or unjust. Such 
a spirit ill becomes any one, 

If this glorious heritage of ours, stretch- 
ing from ocean to ocean, is to become what 
we all hopo it will, a great nation clinging 
fast to the time-honored omblem of the 
Fatherland and carrying it forward on this 
continont in the march of greater achieve- 
ments of British liberty, stability and pro- 
gross—if, I say, we aro to prove. ourselves 
worthy sons of honored sires in more firm- 
ly establishing the standard of British in- 
stitutions on theso western shores, we must 
be men, manly men, with our hearts and 
minds open to consider what is just and 
right and equal, and not be as puppets 
moyed by a string, pulled by a fow men set 
up as party loaders. We must each think 
for himself and so yote, for in this land of 
sugh free representatiye institutions, each 
yoter is personally responsible for what the 
nation may become. 

The first and most important considera- 
tion of all is to secure honor and integrity 
in the administration of Government 
affairs. This, beyond all other things, is 
what most deeply affects our country’s 
well-being and progress. The only pos- 
sible way by which this can be secured is 
through the honor and integrity of each in- 
dividual voter at the polls, in voting as he 
himself believes in his heart to be right. 
This is the only way to get good goyorn- 
ment, whatever your political yiews may 


be. One of the most )important political 


questions before the country to-day is the 

trade question and the present system of 

taxation. 

The Trade Question «nd Present 
System of Taxation. 


At the two Dominion elections previous 
to this one, the Liberal party advocated a 
trade policy to which I was strongly oppos- 
ed, Commercial Union at one time, which 
was afterwards abandoned for Unrestric‘ed 
Reciprocity at the last election. Both of 
these, as planks in the Liberal platform, I 
strongly condemned, and said so at the 
time to all to whom I spoke-on the subject. 
First, on the ground that it is unstates- 
manlike to enter upon any policy which we 
ourselves cannot carry out, independently 
and of ourown accord ; and the carryiog 
out of either of these policies was depen- 
dent upon the assent and will of a foreign 
power. And second, even if we were sure 


of gaining the assent and willingness of 


that foreign power, we would have inevit- 


that the most important part of our inter- 


nal economy, as well as our relations with 
the rest of the world, would have become 
practically under the control of the United 
States, making an end of our hopes for the 
great future before us. 
sure, knowing Canadian patriolism and 
loyalty as I do, that not one ina thousand

who supported these measures realized at 


the time the effect which would be pro- 
duced. 


There were Consorvatives here as 
well as Liberals who advocated these, and 
they doubtless did so in good faith, ex- 
pecting good results. In regard to the 
existing trade policy now in force, called 
by its advocates the National Policy, I am 
equally certain that not one ina thousand 
who have supported it hitherto knew what 
it really is or what are its baneful 
effects, or they would at once condemn 
itasstrongly as I do myself. It has 
been supported in good faith by many 
Conservatives aud by many Liberals 
who believed it to be what it really is 
not. These are now coming to see it in 
its true light, and I am fully convinced | 
that the electorate of both parties will 
condemn it utterly at the polls on the 
23rd June next. ‘The essential principle 
of the present Customs Tariff, called the 
National Policy, is an imitation of one of 
the worst features of American institu 
tions. The main principle on which it is 
founded is utterly un-British and would 
not be tolerated in England for a moment, 
—that of causing one class of persons en- 
gaged in certain avocations to pay out of 
what they haye earned to u:.other class of 
persons engaged in certain othor avoca- 
tions, in order that these last may cariy 
on their business profitably. The sup- 
porters of the N.P. profess to havo a 
good end in yiew, but it is absolutely 
certain that such means as they adopt in 
their Customs ‘Turi? cannot possibly ac- 
complish any good end. Let us consider 
the matter and try to getat the bottom 
facts. Donot let our minds be led astray 
and confused by any jumble of figures, by 
the quoting of prices of this, that and the 
other article, (he prics hore and the price 
there, and the price at this time and at 
that time ; a practice constantly resorted 
to by party newspapers and persons inter- 
ested in obscuring the subjec t while pre 
tending to throw light upon it. 
Let us look at how the presont Cus 
toms Tariff is arranged, It is necessary 
in every country to raise u revenue by 
taxes of some sort to carry any 
ernment, Nearly all per are agrood 
that the simplest way under 
cumstances in Canada is to raise the 
larger part of the revenue by customs 
duties imposed on articles imported into 
the country, there 
articles in about equal proportions accord 
ing to their means. If the dutic 
arc allad valorem dutios, that is, 
per cent, on the value of the ge 
rich and the poor will bo taxed 
proportion to their 
mich as the rich 
the gooda and the poor able to buy less 
For example, supposing the duty all 
round to be 20 por cent. on the value, the 
rich man buys 1,000 
worth of imported good pay 
ing taxes to the 8200 a year, 
and the wn who buys 
only $100 worth will pay «4 tax 
of $20, and so on in proportion to 
the wealth of ouch consumer. But this is 
nob the way the N.P, is arranged. Tho 
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presont Customs ‘Tariffis arran ed 
complish tivo ends which are quits diatinet

it liave

treasury can be collected only on a part of 
tho articles cuumerated therein, 
quently thoy have had to make the 
toma tax on this part aba much higher rate 
than would be nooded if ata col 
lected for the treasury on the part 
also. There is a long list of son 
which thoy have imposed a custcms duty, 
not for collecting it for 
reyonue, but for the purpose of preventing 
you from importing the yoods in ordor that 
cortain manufacturera may take to thom 
wolves the benelit of the duty. Tho 
authors of the N,V. haye fixed the tavill in 
this way for the protection, as they call it, 
of some manufacturers ; that is to say to 
give these manufacturers the power to col 
loct the amounc of duties affixed to those 
articles in the tariff in order that they may 
more protitably carry on theic business, 
So on one list of articles in the tariff we 
are made to pay taxes to the Government 
and on another list of avticlos in the tariff 
we are mde to pay taxos to cortain manu 
facturors. For example, you want to buy 
an article, worth in England or elsewhere 
$100, and the duty fixed on it in the Ous- 
toms Turiffis 40 per cent. on the value. 
If you import it you will have to pay $40 
to. the customs, which goes to the reyenue 
of the country, which is all right. But 
this rate of 40 per cont. has boon fixed to 
protect, us thoy say, the makor of tho 
article in Canada, who finds that he can 
now charge you $140 for the same quality 
of goods, and to save the freight, ete., you 
buy it from him at that price, so the $40 
set against this article on the tariff thus 
goes to the manufacturer and not one cont 
to reyenue. If there had beon no rating 
against the article in the Customs ‘Tariff it 
would have cost you only $100 plus the 
cost of carriage. 

There are many million dollars’ worth of 
the coarser kind of cotton goods made 
yearly in Canada on which we are taxed by 
the N. P. from 25 to 35 cents on the dollar, 
not one cent of which goes into the public 
treasury, but all goes for the benefit of the 
wealthy capitalist in the Cotton Combine 
and to afew others engaged in making 
cotton goods. ‘This is an indisputable fact 
which I know in my own experience as a 
business man. It is a fact that, whenever 
there is a slight fall in these goods in Haog- 
land or elsewhere, I can and do import 
them, and after paying the customs duty of 
30 cents on the dollar, together with 
freight and shipping charges besides, I yet 
can sell them to the consumer less than I 
vould if I bought them from the manufac- 
turer hero. It is the same with hundreds 
of other things you have to buy. It must 
surely then be as clear as day to every one 
that if it wero not for the customs duty for 
protection on these goods you would have 
to pay 30 cents less on the dollar than you 
now do, 

This is not all tho evil wrought by the 
N. P. ‘The burden imposed ow the gener- 
al public is still further weighted by tho 
fact that the wholesale merchants and other 
importers through whom the duty is paid 
—to the revenue on imported goods and to 
the protected manufacturers on Canadian 
goods—has to get a per centage of profit 
on these duties, ifasmuch as these consti- 
tute.part of tle cost of the goods. On the 
top of all this che owners of the great cot- 
ton mills,to whom you are made by the N. 
P. to pay an immense sum to keep them 
going, haye combined together not to sell 
to the retail dealers, thus forcing the gen- 
eral public, whose taxes are supporting 
them, to pay an intermediate profit of 10 
co 15 per cent. more to tho wholesale deal- 
ors in ‘Toronto and Montreal. 

Vhore is another feature of the National 
Policy which is also’ bad, though not as 
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ably placed ourselves in such a position | supremely unjust as its main principle. 


Thero are in the tariff what aro called 
specific duties, that is, so much levied on 
the pound weight or on the.yard or so 
much on the dozen or package. 

This kind of tax is almost invariably uw 
ier on the poor than on the rich. Tor ox- 
unple, the duty levied by the present tar- 
if on socks and stockings is 10 cents per 
dozen pairs and 35 per cent, on the value ; 
thus the man who can afford only to buy 
socks at $1.00 per dozen has to pay 45 per 
vent, on the veltis of whut ho gets, where- 
as he who cau afford to buy socks at $5.00 
per dozen pays but 37 per cent, on the 
value, Again, on woollen goods the duty 
is D cents Ib. and 26 per cent. on the value, 
60 those of us who haye to be content with 
cloth at 60 cents per yard have to pay 3d 
cents on the dollar tax on the value, where- 
as those who can buy broadcloth at $5.00 
ver yord are taxed hut 26 per cent., that 
is Lo say, the poor are taxed 9 cents on the 
dollar more than therich, ‘This isa wrong 
which ought not to exist, though it isa small 
thing in comparison with the other gross 
wrongs wrought by the National Policy. 


In passing [may remark that some of 
iny opponents are.saying that Mr. Ritchie 
wants the customs duties lowered because 
he is an importer. Now it is the very ro- 
verse of this, If Il were thinking of my 
own gain I would advocate higher duties. 
Morchants who liave ample means at their 
command profit by the high Customs Tar. 
iff, as it makes it moro diflicult for others 
not so situated to do business, and conse- 
quently tends to lessen compotition, It 
would pay me well to give several hun- 
dred dollars a year to have the duties 
raised 10 per cent, higher than even they 
are now, The only drawback to my trade 
caused by high duties is that they limic the 
purchasing power of the public, on whom 
iny business depends. 

The average aunusl omount 
collected on imported into the 
country for several years past ix twenty 
million dollars. Now, remember, I am 
not complaining of the amount thus col 
lected, which goos into the treasury, ‘This 
is all right if it is needed for government 
purposes aud is rightly used. What ldo 
complain of and condemn most strongly is 
that tho Customs Tariff is so arranged that 
the generul public—mechanics, farmers 
snd all other producers in the Dominion 
are taxed not only for 
ind above 
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foods 


but are 
this to an evormous 
oxtont to support corlain industries which 
iro not fitted by the nature and conditions 
of the country to support 
Tho tariff is fixed by the National 
Policy that, in addition to what we have 
contribute for the needa of govern 
forced to contribute, at o 
estimate, twonty million dollars 
upport a fow industries which 
are not so well suited to the prosent con- 
ditiona of the country 
would develop of themselves naturally if 
loft free to do so 
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dutios for the sale of their goods, both the 
protits of the omployor snd the wages of 
those omploys d are made up oub of what 
you, the public, have paid thom in oxeess 
of what you could have bought the same 
goods for in Hogland or elsewhere if the 
tariff did not exist. The farmers, mechanics, 
workinen and all persons engaged in other 
industrios not favored by a high Customs 
‘Tariff are the ones who pay the protectod 
industries all they have to spond in this 
market thus seemingly furnished you, 
that is to say, 30 cents on the dollar or 
more is takon from you and given to them 
and then you are told they are to buy from 
you with your own money, thus forcibly OX- 
acted from you, ‘lO think of increasiny 
tho wealth of the country in this way, and 
making the people richor by such means, 
is precisely Fike trying to lift yourself to 
the ceiling by your boot straps. 

Again, the advocates of a high tariff say 
that after some years of nursing and being 
fed with this costly pap, these protected 
industries will grow to maturity and be 
ablo to stand alone. Now, whilo itis not 
denied that some of these industries, which 
are at present being thus supported by 
such an enormous tax on the general pub- 
lic, may take root in the country and 
eventually become self-supporting, but 
after all it would only be those which 
would otherwise, without protection, have 
grown up in time naturally through the 
conditions of the country becoming suit- 
able for them. It is only those indnstries 
which need no such fostering and nursing 
by a tax on the people which make for the 
enriching of the country. We may rest 
perfectly assured that no industry for 
which we need to tax ourselves to support 
it is of any use whatever in increasing the 
wealth of the country, The reverse is the 
fact, all such industries supported by a tax 
levied on the consumer tends to misdirect 
capital and labor, and so makes it more 
difficult and costly to carry on those other 
industries for which present conditions 
are suitable, The system, instead of fur- 
nishing employment, diminishes employ- 
ment and depletes population, 

The trade policy, then, which I shall 
contend for, should you see fit to elect me 
as your representative, will be a TRULY 
national policy as opposed to that utterly 
fallacious and injurious one now in oper- 
ation. Ishall seek to change the vicious 
principles upon-which our Customs ‘Tariff 
is now based and reduge it to a revenue 
basis. If this glorious country of ours is 
to become what God dosigned it to be, the 
happy home of prosperous millions, it will 
be necessary, absolutely necessary, for you, 
through yourrepres@htatives in Parliament, 
to remoye the oppressive system of 
coercive trade which the present authori- 
ties in Ottawa have inaugurated and main- 
tained these many years. 

T recognize fully the difliculties of the 
task of changing from a protective tariff to 
a rovonue tariff; but I will approach the 
subject with « just consideration for all 
those who have been induced to invest 
their capital on the promise of those con- 
ditions which the protective system has 
created. It must be remembered, how- 
over, that the longer we allow this iron 
chain, mis-called protection, to fetter the 
energies of our people and to hinder them 
in going on to develop the wealth which 
nature has so abundantly placed within 
our reach, the more difficult it will become 
to romoveit. More and more will the 
bonds tighten round us from year to year, 
paralyzing natural industries and squeezing 
the wealth from the poople at large to 
centralize it in the hands of a few wealthy 
capitalists. This last effect is one of the 
most marked eyils of the system, and one 
most to be dreaded as seen in its operation 
in the United States, where three-tifths of 
the whole wealth of the country—that is, 
three-fifths of the products of the labor 
of sixty-five million people—has become 
centred in the hands of thirty-one thou- 
sand persons chiefly through this so-called 
protective 4) stom. 

As to foreign trade and trade within the 
British Empire, the principles which I 
have already stated embody my yiews as 
to our external trade relations. A purely 
revenue tariff which I contend for furnishes 
a permanently abiding basis for  reei- 
procal trade with any country which 
chooses to adopt the same enlightened 
policy. ‘There would bo less false ex- 
pectations raised by cmpty talk about 
preferential trade, differential duties and 
all the rest of it, if woe would romembor 
this'that wo cantiot pike laws to ‘regu- 
late the trade policy of any other 
country bub our own. While T would like 
to see freer trade relations with the whole 
world, as it would undoubtly be to the 
cnriching of us all, yot we know that it is 
only as each country and nation voluntarily 
adopts the moro enlightened course that 
this desirable end can be brought about. 
Tho more we urge for reciprocity with the 
United States or other nations the more 
thoy draw back from it, Our urgency only 
tonds to make them close their eyes to the 
fact that the gain would be mutual, Lot 
us then do what iain our own power to do, 
namely, to pursue & national, manly and 
independent course by framing our own 
laws relating to trade om just and right 
principles and let others follow our good 
example, ‘Lhis course would at all 
very Bhortly lead to a general reciprocity 
of trade within the British Mmpive, for our 
brother colonists in Australia, in Africa, in 
the West Indies and the world over 
true Britons and so may always be depond 
ed upon todo tho right thing when they 
nee it to be viuht. 
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I have already made this address longer 


than I intonded, and so will not have time 
to say inuch the fallacious 
objections which are the stock in trade of 
the protectionists, such as that if we do 
not retnin this high wall of customs duties 
but adopt ar tariff, the wicked 
Yankees will come over and give us more 
than we want for our money, in fact will 
make Canada a very dumping ground for 
their goods, surfelling us with their 
asking us too Litth nothing 
change, They will mako poor Canadaa 
slaughter market, londing down our poople 
with their products, HO ondansering 
our industries that our pooplo will not 
have to work as hard os thoy ought to get 
a living. 
Or that 
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trade thoory, whieh is often put forward 
by the advocates of a high Customa ‘Taritl, 
namoly, that for a country to do « protit- 
ablo foreign trade it must export more 


than it imports. If this dootrine be trus, |

At 
any rate, itis rather a puzzle how it can 
be a bad state of trade for us to export to 
England ono hundred thousand dollars’ 
worth of cheese and get in return one 
hundred and ten thousand dollars’ worth 
of other goods, which we almost in- 
yariably do, thus making our imports 
greater than our exports. But time is 
passing ; it is needless to waste it on 
these objections. 


Manitoba School Quostion. 


You have a right to know what position 
I will take on remedial legislation respect- 
iny the Manitoba schools. It is most un- 
fortunate that such a disturbing element 
should arise at present, when so much else 
which deeply affects the material interests 
of the Dominion needs to be dispassionate- 
ly considered, When judgment was given 
by the judicial committee of the Imperial 
Privy Council re the Manitoba School Act 
of 1890, I believe it required only ordinary 
common sense, combined with patience and 
forbearance on the part of our statesmen 
at Ottawa, to have had the whole matter 
settled to the entire satisfaction of all 
parties concerned, ‘They chose, however, 
evidently for some ulterior object, to pur- 
sue a course which was certain to arouse a 
bitter spirit of antagonism which would 
inevitably defeat the end they professed to 
have in view, the removal of the grievance 
of the Catholic minority, But apart from 
that, the Government, in the course they 
took, ignored the imporcant fact that it is 
the people who have the right to rule in 
this Dominion, and that the ministry of 
the day aie not the masters, but the 
servants of the people, and, there- 
fore, it was their imperative duty 
as such to haye proyided that the people's 
representatives in parliament should be 
oflicially informed of all matters connected 
with the question of the Manitoba school 
grievance, though a full report furnished 
thom by a Parliamentary Commission duly 
appointed to enquire into all matters re- 
lating thereto, before any action whatever 
by the government could have become 
justifiable according to British practice. 
A coercive measure ought never to have 
been resortodto. It was certain to cause an 
amount of strife aud contention which 
foreboded evil to both Catholics and non- 
Catholics, both in Manitoba and through- 
out the whole Dominion. Though it is 
within the Constitutional authority of the 
Dominion Parliament to legislate in a case 
like this, it docs not follow that it was 
wise or statemanlike to do so, considering 
all the circumstances, inasmuch as it is 
manifest to every sober minded man that 
instead of removing tho grievance by such 
legislation it would greatly intensify and 
complicate the difliculty. I haye the most 
perfect confilence that with « conciliatory 
attitude, our Protestant and Catholic fel- 
low citizens in Manitoba will como to 
arrive ata settlement agreeable and just 
to all, 

Administration, 

In respect to the Generel Administration 
of Government affairs, I will advocate the 
strictest’ economy consistent with the 
needs of the country. While, as 4 busi- 
ness an, [do not regard a cheese paring 
policy in providing for public works a de- 
sirable one, yet I will consider it my duty 
to watch closely and to seo that tho 
Dominion at large shall profit by ell ex- 
penditures whether great or small. I shall 
iusist that your money which you pay into 
the Dominion Treasury shall bo spent for 
Dominion purposes for which it is intended, 
and not for mere Localand Proyincial in- 
torests Lo serve party purposes or bq ut wnd- 
ered on useless undertakings and loose 
contracts. 

1 shall do whatever is in my power to 
forward measures for the development of 
tho almost unlimited resources of our 
vast country, and will seo that ways and 
means are provided for tho froest and 
quickest transport and exchange of that 
great wealth which nature so freely offers 
us and which it requires of us only to set 
up right conditions in order to secure. 

I shall use my best endeavors to no 
vido that the public lands of the Do- 
minion shall go only into the possession of 
such as are about to use it themselves, in 
cultivating the soil or for other productive 
purposes. I hold it to be economically 
wrong and morally unjust to give indl- 
viduals possession of large areas of land 
for the purpose of holding it in ordor that 
they may, without offort on their part, 
prolit by the progress of the community 
and tho productive labors of the many. 

Only a fow subjects can be touched up 
on in a short address like this, I must, 
therefore, ask your indulgence by roferring 
to your knowledge of my past record as a 
business man, oxtonding over a period of 
noarly forty years in your midst, as to 
what you may expect of me, Should any 
of you wish to enquire what would be my 
course in circumstances not hore referred 
to, I will bo very glad to anawer any (ues- 
tions addrossed to me. 

In conclusion, allow me to take tho

ALL VHREE GUILTY, 
Trial of the Desperadocs Who Nearly 
Murdered Coustablo Tidsberry— 
Compliment by the Jadge. 

Toronto, May 20. 

The first case to come before Judge 
Macdougall yesterday morning was 
that of the three tramps, McDonald, 
Henderson and McMurray, charged 
with intent to do Constable Tidsberry 
grievous bodily harm by shooting at 
of the Ist of May, 
when he went to arrest them for tres- 
pass in Tomlins’ barn. The swearing 
of the jury was delayed by the chal- 
lenge of five of thelr number by Bar- 
rister R. J. Gibson, who appeared for 
the defence. 

Constable Tidsberry, Market Garden- 
er Tomlins and the two Sidwicks now 
went over the story of the fight and 
capture, How Tidsberry was shot at 
and clubbed until nearly blinded with 
bloor; how in the face of tlying bullets 
the Sldwicks and Bilow kept up their 
plucky pursult, and the account of the 
capture was told in full detail. 

Judge Macdougall, in his charge, 
pointed out to the jury that no person 
committing a wrong has the right to 
resist arrest, no matter what the pro- 
vocation, and that the motive of the 
resistence of the three prisoners now 
before the court was made clear by the 
burglars’ tools, false keys, ctc., found 
upon their persons. He could not let 
the occasion pass, he sald, without ex- 
pressing his approval that the force had 
in its ranks so brave and manly an 
officer as Constable Tidsberry, and he 
would at the same time compliment 
the two Sidwicks 

The jury, after being out for 15 min- 
utes, returned a verdict of gullty 
against all three.

An address of welcome to the 
George E. Foster was read by Ww. 
Bartram, druggist of Forest, to whi h 
the hon, gentleman made a suitable re- 
ply. 

The speakers of the evening were Ww. 
J. Hannah, candidate for West Lamo- 
ton, George Moncrief, the candidate for 
ast Dambton, and the Hon, George 1 
Foster, Finance Minister, 

The Hon, George E. Foster was re~ 
celved with great applauge and enthuse 
jasm. He referred to the speech 
Mr. Moncrieff on the Remedial B 
and to the manly and honest way 
which he explained his position on the 
vote in the House. This was the po I~ 
tion of the supporters of the bil 
throughout The Conservatives had 
been consistent and above board 
throughout They had tried to deal 
with the questions fairly and honestly 
ond he felt that the Government and 
the Conservative party had done 80 
He pointed out the mistake of the 
electors in thinking that the Remedial 
Bill was the only question, It was not 
the most important question before 
the people. There never has been a 
time in the history of Canada from 1867 
to the present when the electors of 
Canada should more carefully consider 
all the questions before the country 
than now. He said Canada is growing 
higher and higher in the scale of na- 
tions and our minds must get away 
from local questions. 

This occasion is an important occas- 
ion because it is the first time we have 
had intermingled with other questions 
a question inyolving the constitution 
of this country. Confederation Is but 
a partnership of the Provinces. The 
man who lives in Ontario who wishes 
to mould our constitutive to his views 
must remember that the other Pro- 
vinees as part of the partnership must 
be taken into consideration This elec- 
tion was important also for the reason 
that the trade policy of the country, 
which It had taken J8 years to estab- 
lish, was assailed. For 18 years capi- 
tal has been invested on the strength 
of the Conservative policy, to-day the 
elestora are asked to adopt a party and 
a policy, the one ard soie object of 
which Was to wipe out every vestige 
of protection. 

The Reform party wuld individually 
differ us they would, but the public 
party press and the thousands of this 
country showed concnisively that the 
goal of the party leaders was to wipe 
out every vesUge of protection. 

Mr. Foster referred to Mr. MoCar- 
thy’s attempt to build up a third party 
Mr, MoCuarthy coukl Live as old as 
Methuselah and he would not then 
live long cnough to Jead o party that 
would have tor (ts object the wiping 
out the Catholic religion and French 
ra22 iq Canuda. Either the Reformers 
will have the next Governinent, or the 
Conservatives will have it, ahd the 
elocters In cnsidering the third party, 
must bear this in mind. 

Mr. Fuster dealt with the charge of 
extcavagan’s made against the Gov- 
ernment. The Conservative party 
have added over two million and a 
half of debt per year during the last 
term.

$10,900,909 by > years. The whole 
point in a critucism of expenditure 1s, 
was it wisely made.

$3.95; to-day it Is but $3.52. In 1890 the 
Conservative Government swept the 
Whole of the taxation off raw sugar 
entirely, and in this way during the 
five years $19,000,000 were remitted to 
the people. At no time did the Con- 
servatives levy any duty on sugar be- 
yond that which was levied by the Re- 
form party.

As regards Col. Frank W. Rhodes, 
Lionel Phillips, George Farrar and 
John Hays Hammond, the leaders of 
the Johannesburg Reform Committee, 
who were condemned to death for 
high treason, against the Transvaal, 
Governor Robinson says their sen- 
tence have been commuted to 16 
years’ imprisonment, with a provision 
for their future commutation. These 
cases will be considered by the Execu- 
tive Council of the Transvaal next 
week. Gov, Robinson further states 
that he learns the commutation of the 
sentences of the four leaders in the 
Reform movement to imprisonment for 
15 years Was merely a matter of form, 
as it was necessary to impose some 
sentence upon the prisoners immedti- 
ately, and that the sentences will pro- 
bably not be put into effect. 

The Government has received the 
names of the prisoners whose senten- 
ces have been commuted. The men 
who are to be released at once are nine 
in number. Among them are the Am- 
ericans H. J. King, Capt. Mein and 
Butters. Those who are to be released 
after three months number 24, and 
include F. R. Lingham, formerly of 
Belleville, Ont Among the 18 ‘who 
are to serve five months before being 
allowed to renew thelr requests for 
their release, are the_ Americans VB. 
Clement and J, S, Leonard. The four 
who are to serve a year include Ham- 
ilton and S. W. Jameson, brother of 
Dr. Jameson. The cases of four others 
have not been considered by the Exe- 
cutive Council owing to the fact that 
the prisoners have not as yet present- 
ed petitions for a reversal of their com- 
mutation of sentences.

A Large Building 


in Buffalo 
Falls This Morning. 

Nine Persons Buried Under the 
Ruins--Six of Them Dead-- 
One of the Victims a Woman 
Efforts Being Made to Rescue 
the Threo Injured Ones. 

(Special to the INTELLIGENCER.) 
Burrato, N. Y., May 21, 
The Seneca Street side of the Brown 
building, from which the Western Union 
and Great North Western Telegraph Cos. 
recently removed, fell with a crash this 
morning. 


Several people were buried in the ruins. 

Some alterations were being made on 
the ground tloor and evidently the walls 
were imperfectly braced. 

The killed are as follows : George Metz, 
aged 28, barber ; Jacob Rickman, ayed 23, 
barber ; Jonnie Gribben, of Holland, N. 
Y., cashier of the barber shop, buried 
under the ruins. 

All of these were employees of George 
Scheinert’s barber shop. It is thought 
other bodies are under the ruins. 

At 11 o'clock other men could be heard 
groaning in the ruins and the ‘Yescuers 
were urged to increase in their efforts to 
do their best. 

At the same time, a fireman who had 
entered the second story of tho building 
discovered the presence of three men on 
what remains of the third tloor of the 
section that fell. 

The fireman called to them and one of 
the men answored saying ho was pinion- 
ed under heavy timbers but was not badly 
hurt. His name, he said, was Joseph 
Boller. He was unable to tell who the 
other two under the heavy timbors were, 
but said he could

in the characteristics of Russian pea- 
santry could have readily indicated 
from what part of the empire different 
groups of spectators had come. 

No traffic was allowed on the line of 
the procession after 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing, and at an early hour, troops were 
marched to thickly Ine both sides of 
the roadway over the entire route, By 
far the most pioturesque elflect was 
afforded by the groups of golden-robed 
priests, bearing sacred ikons, and sur- 
rounded by acolytes, with smoking 
censors, standing in front of their 
churches, waiting the coming of the 
Emperor, who was expected to stop 
at each group and venerate the relics; 
salutations of peace being given to 
him by the head priest of each party 
of eccles:astics. 

At 2.30 o'clock the canonn boomed, 
followed by eight other shots. This 
Was the signal for every bell in Mos- 
cow to peal forth, 

The Emperor had left the palace,and 
the procession had started. lt was 
probably the most gorgeous scene 
that Moscow ever beheld 

Preceded by the Imperial Grand Mar- 
shal, Count Pahlen, and two squad- 
rons of culrasseers with eagle-crested 
helmets, the EXxmperor himself appear- 
ed dressed in full general's uniform of 
the Preobajensky Regiment of Guards. 
The Emperor, who looked very well, 
constantly bowed his salutations to 
the cheering multitudes, who, upon 
the first sight of His Majesty, raised 
the shout peculiar to the Russians, 
which is a prolonged roar, This was 
taken up on all sides and swelled into 
a perfect hurricane of sound. 

ine Czar rode a pure white horse, 
and was immediately followed by yar!- 
6us male members of the Russian Im- 
perial family, forelgn sovercigns, or 
their representatives, ministers of 
Hiousehold, the Minister of War, and 
the gentrals and officer sof the suite, 
a gorgeous throng in glittering uni- 
forms. Behind them came the gen- 
erals and aldes de camp of the Em- 
peror and those attached to the suites 
of the foreign princes and representa- 
tives. Then came detachments of five 
regiments of the guards, two squadrons 
of cavalry, a squadron of Culrassiers 
bearing lances, a squadron of Uhlans, 
and finally numerous mounted masters 
of ceremonies. The Emperor stopped 
at three points, which mark the three 
circles bounding the different quarters 
of Moscow.. Here he received ad- 
dresses from the nobles and deputa- 
tions, 

On arriving at the Iberian Chapel at 
the entrance of the Chinese Town, the 
Emperor alighted from nis horse, and, 
with the Empress, ascended the steps 
to the shrine, where he was received 
by the priest of the chapel, with th: 
cross and holy water. As the Em- 
peror passed through the red square 
the choirs stationed in the tribunes 
along the Kremlin wall sang hymns of 
praise. 

The appearance of the Czar was the 
signal for the firing of cannon, the 


ringing of bells and frantic cheers fro.o 
the people.

ter or cracking timbers. The 
fell with a crash, taking down roof 
and ceiling with them, Iron columns 
were twisted as though they had been 
soft wires. Heavy wooden beams were 
torn to pieces like paper. Pillars of 
brick crumbled to pleces, not strong 
enough to resist the strength the 
welght that had fallen upon them. 
Here and there could be seen people 
who had not been caught in the 
falling debris, rushing to places of 
safety. The outer wall fell into the 
street, burying those who had not had 
time to escape. 

A cloud of dust arose from the de- 
bris, hiding the ruins from sight and 
covering the people in the street . 

The fire department was called and 
with the police and workmen who 
came rushing to the fallen building, 
the work of rescue was begun. Some 
of the people who had been in the 
bulling were saved almost miracus 
lously, having been penned in by the 
falling timbers and walls. They were 
taken out as speedily as possible and 
give nsurgical attention, 

In Seinert’s barber shop were nine 
barbers, the girl cashier and several 
customers. When the crash occurred 
all made a rush for the front door,but 
the falling bricks drove them to the 
rear, wher an alley leads to Wash- 
ington-street. Those in front rushed 
into the alley to be met by the fall- 
ing rear walls, under which Metz was 
buried and killed and Langdon and 
Rickman badly cut and bruised. The 
others crouched in the corner of the 
sop, until the aalanche ceased, when 
they made their way out. The cash- 
fer ad her desk im the front of the shop 
Dehing a wire cage. She was unable 
to get out of it in time to join the 
others, and perished beneath the fall- 
en wall 

The experience of the occupants of 
No, 14 was some what similar to those 
in the barber shop, but all escaped 
without injury. 

n Nos. 8 and 10 were probably 20 
workmen, including steam fitters, iron 
workers, carpenters and plasterers, 
and it was here that the crash was 
greatest. Nearly all the men were 
caught by the falling walls and floors 
and buried in the ruins. The tenants 
on the upper floors had many narrow 
escapes, but so far as known, all of 
them succeeded In making thelr es- 
cape. . 

At 10 o'clock the rescuers removed a 
heavy timber, and Robert Cassler, 18 
years of age, brother of the contract- 
ing steam fitter, crawled out uninjured 

Half an hour later the wreckers un- 
covered the foot of one man and then 
the arm of another. The faces of both 
were completely hidden by the great 
piles of brick, mortar and timber that 
lay heaped upon them. They were Ed- 
ward Murphy and Joseph Bullard. 
They were dug out just before noon. 
The groans of the injured and im- 
prisoned men, who could be heard 
here and there In the ruins, lent 
strength to the willing hands engaged 
in the work of rescue, and every little 
while another of the victims was drag- 
ged out and taken In an ambulance to 
one or other of te hospitals, until all 
who could be seen or heard were res- 
cued 

Then the search for the missing be- 
gan, and the ruins were worked over 
in the hope of finding the bodies of 
Contractor Straub and Jennie Griffith, 
who were known to be somewhere 
among the mass of wreckage. Straub 
was seen in the doorway of No. 10 just 
before the collapse, and the search for 
bim was pursued in that vicinity, 
while that for the girl cashier was con- 
fined to the ruins of the barber shop. 
Shortly before 6 the body of Miss 
Griffith was found and removed to the 
Morgue, where Metz's had been taken 
earlier in the day. Straub’s body has 
not yet been found, 

The Comlssioners of Public Works 
will make a thorough investigation of 
the accident. A permit was issued for 
the alterations on April 2, with the 
warning that the utmost care must 
be used, as the building was such an 
{ld atructure.

IRON AND PROTECTION. 


Now that iron smelting works are being 
talked of in Belleville and the future in- 
dustrial hopes of the city are so much de- 
pendent on the success of some such 
scheme, it may be of more than mere pass- 
ing interest to all our citizens to enquire a 
little into the relations of Protection and 
Free Trade to the iron industries of our 
country, ; 3 
~ Here are some facts which we commend 
to the serious consideration of all readers 
of the INTELLIGENCER. 4 

According to the last number of the 
“Canadian Engineer,” an independent 
journal, the United States have had this 
experience in protection and the iron in- 
dustries during the past thirty-five years : 
Tt was not until 1861 that the Morill pro- 
““otive fasion iron went into force in that 
country. Up till that time very litiJe iron 
was produced in the States; nearly all | 
used was imported from England and othor 
foreign countrics. Since the introduction 
DE protection these American iron indus- 
tries have gone shead with leaps and 
bounds, and much of the present wealth of 

} country is being accumulated from this 

farce. ; ‘ 

In 1860 there was but 821,823 tons of 
pig iron produced in the United States ; in 
1895 the quantity had increased to 9,446,- 
308 tons. The number of hands employed 
and the amount of capital invested had 

increased many fold. 

Tn 1865 only 100,000 tons of coke was 
used in iron manufacture in the States ; in 
1895 over 7,000,000 tons was used. Of 
course here, too, a very large increase of 
capital and labor are represented, 

Andrew Carnegie, the great iron manu- 
froturer, is now interested in the erection 
of four immense new furnaces at Duquesne, 
which will be the largest of their kind in 
the world. Each of them will be one 
hundred feet high and 21 feet 
in, the bosh. ‘Their rated capacity 
will be 700,000 tons per year. The 
amount of labor and capital represented in 
these new works alono is simply enormous, 
representing tens of thousands of men and 
millions of capital. The ore beds in that 
locality aro not greater in extent nor more 
Valuable in quality than those lying in 
Hastings County. ‘The supplies of lime 
stone, also of great importance, are not so 
good as here. It is safe to say that these 
immense works would not have been pro- 
jected but for the American protection 
policy on iron. Jt is about as safe to nay 
that without adequate protection, 
its earlier stages at least, no great smelting 
furnaces ever need be looked for at Belle- 
ville, or any whero else in Ontario.

States can possibly imagine The 
wholesale belying of our public men 
is simply damnable, 

By residence in Washington I have 
come to find out that many of our 
public men are persistently misrepre 
sented, and some of the best of thein, 
the purest in their lives and most faith- 
ful in the discharge of their duties, 
are the worst defamed. Some day I 
want to preach a sermon from the text 
in II, Peter, “They are not afraid to 
speak evil of dignitaries, whereas ai- 
gels, which are greater in power and 
might, bring not railing accusations 
against them before the Lord Dut 
these, as natural brute beasts, made to 
be taken and destroyed, speak evil of 
the things that they understand not.” 
So constant and malignant is this work 
of depreciation and scandalization in re- 
gard to our public men that all over 
the land there are those who suppose 
that the city of Washington is the 
center of all corruption, while, what 
With its parks. and its equestrian stat- 
uary, and its wide streets, and its arch- 
{tectural symmetries, and its lovely 
homes, it Is not only the most beautiful 
city under the sun, but has the high- 
est style of citizenship. I have seen 
but one intoxicated man in the more 
than six months of my residence, and 
I do not think any man can give sim- 
ilar testimony of any other city on the 
American continent. 

The gavels of our two houses of 
national legislature will soon fall, and 
adjourment of two bodies of men as 
talented, as upright and as patriotle 
as ever graced the capitol will take 
place. That two or three unfortunate 
outbreaks which you have noticed only 
make more conspicuous the dignity, the 
fraternity, the eloquence, the fidelity 
which have characterized those two 
bodies during all the leng months of 
important and anxious deliberation, We 
put a halo around great men of the 
past because they were so rare in 
their time. Our senate and house of 
representatives have five such men 
where once they had one. But it will 
not be until after they are dead that 
they will get appreciated. The word 
finds it safer to praise the dead thun 
the living, because the departed, nay- 
ing a heavy pile of marble above them, 
may not rise to become rivals, 

But before the gavels of adjournment 
drop and the doors of Capitol hill shut 
there are one or two things that ought 
to be done, and let us pray God thst 
they may be accomplished. More for- 
cibly than ever before congress has 
been implored to acknowledge God in 
our constitution. The Methodist church, 
a church that js always doing glorious 
things, has in its recent Wilmington 
conference requested our congress to 
amend the immortal document, which 
has been the foundation and wal and 
dome of our United States Government, 
by inserting the words, “Trusting In 
Almighty God." If that amendment 
{s made, it will not only please all the 
good people of the country, but will 
Please the heavens. It was only an 
eversight or a mental accident that 
that fathers who made the constitution 
did not Insert a divinely worshipful 
sentence. They -"!, so far as they 
amounted to anything, believed in 
“God, the Father Almighty. the Maker 
of heaven and earth, and in Jesus 
Christ, His only begotten Son.” The 
constitution would have been a fall- 
ure had it not been for the divine in- 
terference. The members of the con- 
vention could agree on nothing until, 
in response to Benjamin Frank- 
lin's request that the meetings 
be opened by prayer, the Lord 
God was called on to inter- 
fere and help, and then the way was 
cleared and all the states signed the 
document, a historical fact that all the 
rat terriers of modern Infidelity cannot 
bark out of existence! I know that 
there was an exception to the fact that 
fe prominent men of those times were 
§00d men. Tom Paine, a libertine and 
a sot. did not believe In anything good 
until he was dying, and then he shriek- 
ed out for God's mercy.

Again, before the approaching ad- 
jJournment of our American congress, 
it ought to be decidedly and forever 
fettled that no appropriations be made 
to sectarian schools, and that the 
courtship between church and state in 
this country be forever broken up. 
That question already seems temporar- 
ily settled, I wish it might be com.- 
pletely and forever settled. All schools 
and all institutions as well as all de- 
nominations should stand In the same 
level before American law. Emperor 
Alexander of Russia, at his Peterhof 
palace, asked me how many denomina- 
tions of religion there were in America, 
and I recited thelr names as well as I 
could, Then he asked mé the difference 
between them, and there I broke down. 
But when I told him that no religious 
denomination in America had any 
privileges above the others he could 
hardly understand it. The Greek 
church first In Russia, the Lutheran 
church first in Germany, the Episcopal 
church first in England, the Catholic 
church first in Rome, Mohammedanism 
first in Constantinople. The emperor 
wondered how it was possible that all 
the denominations in America could 
stand on the same platform, But so It 
is, and so let it ever be, Let therc 
be no preference, no partiality, no at- 
tempt to help one sect an inch hicher 
than another. Washington ad Jeffer- 
#0n, and all the early presidents. and 
all the great statesmen of the past 
have lifted their voice against any such 
tendency.

or that Institution go down. On the 
other side of the sea the world has had 
plenty of illustration of church and 
State united. Let us have none of the 
hypocrisy and demoralization born cf 
that relation on this side of the At- 
lantic, Let that denomination come 
out ahead that does the most for the 
cause of God and humanity, men, in- 
Stitutions and religions getting what 
they achieve by their own right arm of 
usefulness and not by the favoritism 
of government. As you regard the 
welfare and perpetulty of our institu- 
tions keep politics out of religion. 

But now that I am speaking of 
national affairs from a religious stand- 
point, I bethink myself of the fact 
that two other gavels will soon lift and 
fall, the one at St. Louls and the other 
at Chicago, and before those national 
conventions adjourn I ask that thy 
ackowledge God in the platforms, The 
men who construct those platforms are 
here this morning or will read these 
words. Let no political party think it 
Can do its duty unless it acknowledges 
that God who built this continent and 
revealed it at the right time to the 
discoverer and who has reared here a 
Prosperity which has been given to no 
other people. “Oh,” says some one, 
“there are people in this country who 
do not believe in a God. and it would 
be ar insult to them.” Well, there are 
people in this country who do not be 
Neve in common decency, or common 
honesty, or any kind of government, 
preferring anarchy, Your yery plat- 
form is an insult to them.

The nerdle 
vibrates rapidly that the figures 
per second sound imaginary, but it Is 
this intensity of energy which gives 
the light its brilllancy and its ap- 
parent steadiness. The lights do not 
have to be renewed. 

Friends who recently visited Mr. 
Tesla saw him photographed by means 
of his light. The exposure was but two 
seconds in the light of a single vacu- 
um tube or bulb, without electrodes, 
having a volume of about ninety cublo 
inches. The light given was approx!- 
mately 250 candle power. The photo- 
graph was as sharp in outlines as 
though it were taken In full sunlight. 

Mr, Tesla has recently obtained 
many photographs in his study of the 
Roentgen ray. He has photographed 
the heart of one of his assistants 
accurately as to note its expansions 
and its contractions, and he has also 
been able to locate defects in the lungs 
of several persons, the presence of 
tubercles belng very evident

Annie Dyer, the baby farmer, who, 
with her son-in-law, Albert B. Palmer, 
was recently arrested at Reading, 
charged with wholesale murder of in- 
fants entrusted to her care, the bodies 
of a number of them having been found 
In the river, took place in the Criminal 
Court, Old Bailey, to-day.

Over an-inch of water fell in 
less than ten minutes, which amounted 
to a cloud burst. The sewers were un- 
able to carry off the water, and as a 
1esult basements all over the city were 
flooded The press rooms of three 
morning papers were flooded by water 
backing up from the sewers, and fire 
engines had to be called to pump out 
the water before the second editions 
could be sent to press. Much minor 
damage from wind and lightning Ie re- 
ported all over the city, but no fatalli- 
ties resulted. The storm extended 
scuth of Chicago into Will and Kanka- 
kee Counties There is every proba- 
bility that wrecks will be heard of on 

the eastern shore of the lake. 

The work of the storm in the suburb- 
an towns was disastrous, Edison Park, 
Norwood Park, Irving Park and Ray- 
enswood came in for the greatest dam- 
age. Several persons were injured.

Western Railway at Durango, 
miles northwest of Dubuque,was 
called from her residence to the depot 
nearby to get orders for a train whioh 
had just arrived She took her four 
children with her and’ was at work 
When the flood sweeping down the Ma- 
quoka Valley carried away the bridge, 
then the residence and finally the 
pot, which was borne down stream a 
mile and a half The four children 
Were drowned, but Mrs. Clark clung to 
the roof and was saved by the train- 
men 

All railroads leading into Dubuque 
were washed out and telegraphic com- 
munication completely destroyed. 
Bridges on all the roads were washed 
out, the Illinols Central losing 30 be- 
tween Dubuque and Lemars, 

It was when the storm began that 
Mrs, Clark went to the depot with her 
children—two girls, 8 and 4 years old, 
and twin girls, 3 1-2 years old. The 
Station mén also repaired with their 
families to the depot, 

About midnight the water surround- 
ed the depot and streams which forked 
at the bridge poured their floods into 
the valley until it was filled from bluff 
to bluff, a distance of 150 yards. The 
depot went out about 2 o'clock and 
after going 50 yards struck a tree and 
Careened. Tom Griffith, a brakeman, 
seized the oldest Clark child and jump- 
ed Both are missing. Two section 
men, James Dillon and Peter Moss, 
caught the limbs of an overhanging 
tree and will. be rescued when the 
flood subsides The depot lodged 
against a-tree and this morning the 
body of one of the Clark twins was 
found some yards below the lodging 
place. Those who remained in the de 
pot were rescued soon after it lodged. 
The loss of her children drove Mrs, 
Clark crazy. 

Twelve persons were killed by a flood 
on the Bloody Run, a stream along the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, empty- 
ing into the Mississippi at North Mc- 
Gregor. One man was drowned at Dy~ 
ersville, Dubuque County, and two 
were killed at Manchester.

A serious but fortunately not fatal, 
accident occurred on the line of the Grand 
Junction Railway about 5:30 last evening. 
At that hour Mr. aid Mrs. Henry Brig- 
den, of tho township of Huntingdon, wore 
driving homowa'd from Thurlow aud were 
compelled to cross the railway track a 
short distance from Corbyville, ‘The 
Madoc train was bound north at the time.

‘ places, and at 8.80 the great bell"in the 
' Ivan tower began to boom, giving the 
signal to all other bells, which took up 
the peal and resounded through the 
city, A large mwmber of bishops and 
priests, in magnificent ceremonial robes 
were in attendance, the bishops with 
golden mitres and golden  broidered 
' chasubles, the priests In white sur- 
plices, with golden chasubles, Some of 
the priests were busy within the icon- 
ostas lighting the tapers on the altar 
and preparing the elements for the 
celebration of the Eucharist, while 
others were grouped in their several 
places about the Iconostas. As _ the 
bell of Ivan Veliki tolled out the halft- 
hour, the male choir, which in Greek 
churches is always concealed, began to 
intone the Te Deum. Their beautiful 
voices swelled to the tones of the grand 
and solemn anthem, and seemed a fit- 
ing preparation to the ceremony about 
to begin. 

At a quarter to 9 the diplomatic 
body and special envoys, headed by 
Count de Monteyillo, the French Am- 
bassador, who, In the Inability of the 
Turkish Ambassador to be present in a 
Greek church, was the doyen of the 
diplomatic corps, slowly filed into the 
sacred building. The choir continued 
singing, and at 9 o'clock the sound 
of cheers and roars from the waiting 
throngs outside announced the ‘fact 
that the royal party was approaching. 

The first of the imperial party to 
appear was the Dowager Czarina, 
mother of the Emperor, who came se- 
parately from the Emperor and Em- 
press and their attendants, The Dow- 
ager Empress wore a crown and an | 
imperial mantle, and was accomr@anied 
by those members of the imperial 
family who were not included ifn the 
Czar’s cortege, and the ladies and of- 
ficlals of her court, Four chamber- 
lains bore her train as she ascended 
the throne, on a dais, level with the 
other two thrones. Over the Dowager 
Czarina’s throne hung a magnificent 
baldachin, and on a pillar covered , 
with red velvet was the initlal letter 
“M." in gold, On the opposite pillar ! 

' was the letter * N.,” with the number | 
"2" below it ; the Czarina’s Initial was 
not visible; being covered by the great 
baldachin immediately after. 

Amid tumultuous shouts from outside 
the Emperor and Empress appeared at 
the door. They were recelved by the 
clergy and escorted to the steps of the 
altar. The Emperor was in the dark 
&reen and gold uniform of a general of 
the guards, with high boots, The Em~ 
press Was dressed in a silver robe with 
a long train, which was borne by four 
girls. 

Arriving at the altar steps, the Me- 
tropolitan of Moscow, and the Grand 
Duke Sergius welcomed the Emperor 
and Empress in the holy building. The 
Metropolitan of St. Petersburg pre- 
stented the cross for them to kiss, and 
the Metropolitan of Kieff presented 
them with the holy water. After bow- 
ing three times before the altar and 
kissing the sacred images, their Ma- 
Jesties ascended the steps and took 
their places in front of the altar, with 
their backs to the throne. 

The scene Was one of great beauty 
us the Imperial couple stood awaiting 
the service which was to proclaim 
them Emperor and Empress of all the 
Russias. The blaze of gold and silver,

When the Czar rose from his knees, 
the Metropolitan of St, Petersburg 
began a prayer for the ISinperor, at 
which everyone in the Cathedral knelt, 
with the exception of the IXmperor, 
who stood erect, wearing his crown. 
The Metropolitan then stepped for- 
ward to the foot of the dais and made 
a short address (to the Czar on the im- 
portance and dutles of his office, end- 
ing with these words: “With this vis!- 
ble and corporal adornment of thy 
head is clear proof that Christ. the 
King of Honors, invisibly crowns the 
head of the Russian Empire.”

could do so clinging on the outside as 
well. 

The which the accident hap- 
pened about 
Even the roof was occupied, 

In crossing the Point Ellice 
it left the track, crashed through 


railings and fell into the water 75 feet 
below. The fall was sudden and 
unexpected that all passengers 
were carried with it. 

The car floated for a moment and 
then was carried down by the weight 
of the metal work attached to it, Those 
inside were unable to escape and were 
drowned like rats in a trap, Some of 
those on the outside escaped by swim- 
ming, but many, stunned by the fall 
and unable to swim, were drowned. 

It is belleved that 50 or €0 persons 
were drowned, but it is us yet impos- 
sible to ascertain the exact number. 

It will probably be several days be- 
fore the real extent of the disaster can 
be learned. 

As soon as possible the work of re- 
covering the bodies was began, and is 
now being pushed vigorously forward.

-| House of Commons on September 24th, 
1891, Mr. Laurier had boon reflecting upon 
Sir John Macdonald, Mr, McCarthy con- 
domned thistéeyerely: Ho said ** 1 think, 
Mr. Speaker, that the dead might have 
been spared in this enquiry. I think the 
hon, gentleman must have been hard press- 
ed in making his attack upon the late 
Minister, of Public Works (Sir Charles 
Tupper) when he found it necessary to 
quote statements which he said had fallen 
from the lips of him who has recently left 
us, and of whom, in my hearing the honor- 
able gentloman himself spoke in the very 
highest terms onan occasion which wall bo 
memorable to us all,’’ 

Now, how does he follow his own rule? 

In 1893, speaking at Toronto he also re- 
ferred to Sir John Macdonald. He said 
‘Tt was all right so long as I fought the 
battles of my party, as I did faithfully 
until 1887 ; but when in accordance, gentle- 
men, with the wishesof my then leader, 
Sir John Macdonald, I announced in the 
County of Haldimand that French Cana- 
dian domination should no longer rule this 
country, ete, ” 

This was two years after Sir John’s 
death. It contained a: most serious and 
poisonous imputation upon the public 
character, liberality and sincerity of the 
deceased stutosman. It gaye the lie ta 
Sir John’s whole public life, which was ono 
of tolerance and respect for the’rights and 
claims ot French Canadians as citizens of 
this country and under the law and con- 
stitution. Sir John was not alive to 
deny it, but it wasa foul slander on ouy 
decd leader. The record shows that Mr. 
McCarthy did not speak in Haldimand in 
1887 ! ; 

Tt was on the 26th of August, 1886, that 
he said it at Hagersville, in Haldimand ;— 

‘*Task this English-speaking constit- 
** uency in Ontario to say whether wo will 
‘allow the Frenchmen to ride rough shod 
“over the rest of the people of the 
** Dominion.” 

Seven weeks before this Sir John had 
loft Ottawa for British Columbia ! 

In this manner we might go through 
Mie-McCarthy's career and compare his 
acts with his professions on almost every 
conceivable occasion and with reference to 
every kind of topic, but enough has been 
said to show that the most fatal critic of 
Mr, McCarthy is himself.

This is the language of humbug and de- 
ceit. How can Mr. Laurier guarantee the 
result of conciliation? A friendly agree- 
ment requires two parties, and how can 
he answer for the other one? ‘he Muni- 
toba Government has emphatically de- 
clared that it will not restore Separate 
Schools. Its organ, the Tribune, has time 
and again asserted that the Government 
not only will not, but dare not do so, as 
the electorate would not permit it. Are 
Greenway and his Ministers going > 
‘change their policy to’ suit Mr. Laurier ? 

The leader of the Opposition, foreseeing 
all this, has told us what he wonld do. On 
the 9th of May at Quebec he said ** If con- 
ciliation results in nothing t shall have 
recourse to the power furnished in the 
constitution—a recourse which I shall 
exercise completely and in its entirety." 
In other Saint if conciliation fails he will 
apply ** coercion "— that. is ** violence.” 

The result is that Mr. Laurier has de- 
clared himself for coercion, aud against it. 
On the one hand ho is addressing himself 
to the people of Quebec ; on the other, to 
Ontario and Manitoba. He is the same 
double-faced and double-tongued gontlo- 
min that he always has been throughout 
this controvorsy. ‘Chatmay be clever and 
cunning, but it isnot statesmauship, and 
we do not believe it will be mistaken for 
an article of that stamp by the clectorate.

How to Foed Orchards. 

A aystem ef manuring for cultivated 
Orchards, based upon the limited data 
at our disposal, may be outlined as 
follows: To provide Vegetable matter 
and improve the physical quality of 
poor solls, apply yard manure once in 


four years, in fall or winter, at the 
rate of five to ten tons per acre. To 
ald in the decomposition of vegetable 
matter and to insure a sufficiency of 


lime as plant food, apply lime at the 
rate of,25 bushels per acre once in five 
years. To provide, in addition, an 
abundance ef all forms of available 
plant food at the time of need for the 
development of the tree and fruit, ap- 
ply annually chemical fertilizers in the 
following proportions : Nitrate of soda 
100 Ibs., S. C. rock superhosphate 100 
lbs., ground bone 200 lbs., murlate of 
potash \200 Iba The amounts to be 
applied depend on the character of the 
solls, the kind of fruit, and the age and 
vigor of the trees; these given perhaps 
mark the minimum, By the Introduc- 
tion of crimson clover, we have a 
plant admitably adapted to cheaply 
supply nitrogenous vegetable matter 
for orchards, and its growth Is to be 
recommended wherever the plant can be 


successfully grown, instead of the use 
of barnyard manure.—Prof, Voorhees 
of the N.J. Experiment Station to the

The calf on the dairy farm must bo 


brought up on skim milk. To let the 
calf suck js to ruin the cow for the 
dairy, and {ft Is too expenalve a food 


for the calf. Break it to drink as soon 
as it Ie three days old; some eminent 
dairymen never let the calf suck even 
once, In. the course of about two 
weeks it will cat oats, and after thal 
success Ie a sure thing, for some skim 
milk and a feed of oats will bring the 
calf through successfully. Shelled corn 
is excellent, eapecially with male calves 
that are designed for breeders or for 
fecding for beef, as it keeps them fat 
and loose skinned, Be very careful) not 
to overfeed with skim milk, aa It will 
euse scours and spol] the calf, And 
always have the milk at blood heat. 
Cold milk, too much of It, and lice are 
the three thingw that make a calf's lite 
a burden and a discouragement to the 
owner Be sure that ite quarters are 
warm and that it has a dry bed and 
that the sun can shine Into its nest 
ing place, It is exceedingly bad polloy 
to keep any young animal in damp, 
dark, chilly pens, It will cause indiges 
tion and unthrift, and make @ sorub 0 
muy animal, regardiens of the pedisre.

St. Louls, Mo., May 28—3 a.m 
—The difficulty in obtaining in- 
formation from outlying districts 
is increased by an order from 
Mayor Walbridge, ordering all eclec- 
tric Nght cireuits cut off. This is to 
prevent death to persons coming in 
contact with the broken electric light 
Wires. 

Later reports from the city hospital 
state that only two were Killed and 
six injured as the result of the roof 
of that Institution belng blown off, 
From Soulard-street southward as far 
as Carondelet, wind played havoc with 
the residence and business nouses in 
that territory. The streets are filled 
with the wreckage of demolished 
houses, over an area Of 15 blocks, The 
number of bodies already found indi- 
cates that the loss of life in that sec- 
tion will reach at least 30, 

The body of a well-dressed man was 
found at Marion-street and Park-ave- 
nue. Peter Diedrich was killed in the 
collapse of a big mill at Ninth and 
Marion. Willlam Ostendale, proprietor 
of a factory at Marion and Bighth- 
streets, and Benjamin Burge an 
employe, were killed in the wreck of 
the building. An unknown dead man 
was found under the bricks of a fall- 
en chimney at Second street and Cho- 
teau.

THE LATE CYRIL W. BIRD, 


DEATH OF A MISSIONARY. 


Oyrll W. Bird Dies to 
from an Attack of Fever. 


Central Afrlea 


(Republished by Request.) 


Mr, aud Mrs. John C, Lake of this city 
on Monday received from England the 
sad intelligence of the death of their son- 
in-law, Cyril W. Bird, which distressing 
event occurred on February 12th, at the 
missionary station at Kayungu, Central 
Africa. ‘Tho news was first conyeyed to 
Mr. Bird, son., who now resides at London, 
Eng., and he immediately informed Mr, 
and Mrs. Lake. Tho letter statos that 
the deceased was ill 5 days, being a victim 
of hamaturic feyer. He was conscious the 
greater portion of his illness, and passed 
peacofully away without pain. He camo 
to this city some 12 years ago and for 7 
years was a trusted omployoo of Haines & 
Lockett shoe store, having charge of the 
wholesale department. In early life he 
became thoroughly imbued with the mis- 
sionary spirit. On January 14th, 1891, 
he was married to Miss Annie Lake in 
Bethel Hall, by the Rey. J. M. Hodson, 
then pastor of Bridge street church.» They 
decided to go to the foreign mission work, 
and chose as their field of labor Central 
Africa.

Sr. Louis, May 28.—TInformation re- 
ceived from oast Sé- Louis this moralnz is 
to the effect that at less 200 persons were 
killed there as o result of last nizht’s 
storm. Of the numbor of injured or tho 
destruction of property no satisfactory 
estimates can be given. The property 
loss in extent and character is beyond con- 
ception. Every building in the path of 
the storm sustained damage, whilo along 
both sides of the river the sceno is ono of 
desolation, 

Vessels of all kinds, which had boen 
torn from their fastenings by the storm, 
are mixed up into an almost inextricable 
mass, many being overturned and sunk. 
The damage to shipping will run into the 
hundreds of thousands of dollars.

fitful glare of the gas jet n the wil 
dows of saloons and restaurant; and 
the electric Uehts of the few hotel 
and other bulldings that op rate thelr 
own plant the entire city is in dark 
nes In the devastated district the 
Search for the dead is being carried on 
by the ald of torches and locomotive 
headlights Details of police keep the 
crowds at a distance, while the air Is 
filled with the shrieks and «sobs and 


hysterical lamentations of the bereaved, 
Ever and anon the clanging of a gong 


is heard in the distance and vehicles 
and street cars come to a stop, while 
an ambulance dashes by to add one 


more victim to the record of the dead 
at one or another of the extempovized 
morgues, 


The streets in the centre of th city 
usually active with pedestrians until] 
midnight, are deserted save for those 


whose avocationg keep them from their 
families or friends, while the summe: 
Surdens and other points of entertain- 
ment are bare of patrons. Grief and 
mourning have taken possession of tht 
city, Careful tabulation of the Iinfor- 
mation gathered by the United Press 
from all official sources shows that at 
8 o'clock to-night there were 114 victims 


in this city that had been identified, 

While 15 still awaited identification, 

Most of the bodies claimed had been 
| removed to their late homes. 

The number missing, the majority 
Supposedly, being in the ruins of the 
industrial establishments and resi- 
dences that were totaily demol shed, 


is variously estimated at from 50 to 6500. 
Only a complete search of the acres of 
rulns can tell the true story, Men 
and women reported as among the 
missing are continually putting in 
their appearance, while on the otlier 
hand many belleved to be safe turn 
out to be among the miesing. 

The number of injured reported to 
the police up to the same hour focts up 


189. Of these five are unconscious and 
unidentified. Of the list of injur:d, 
which fs about one fourth of the pro- 


bable, total nearly 100, are reported Ly 
the physiclans ag fatally injured.

Almost a reign of terror prevails in 
East St. Louls to-night. Save for a

the place has been cut off from com- 
munication with this city. Since last 
night a secUion of the upper or rall 


road portion of the Eads bridge, hay 
ing been carried away, gaurds 
were stationed at either end to prevent 
pedestrians using the foot-bridge. The 
thieves and toughs of the city, rein- 
forced by scores from the surrounding 
ccuntry, started in this afternoon to 
pillage the overturned trucks in the 
Streets, and the freight cars on the 
sidings, which were filled with valua- 
ble merchandise, groceries and pro- 
visions. 

The small police force had been de- 
tailed to aid the injured and assist in 
the task of searching the ruins, and, 
realtzing that they were powerless to 
preserve order or prevent the pillaging, 
Mayor Bader called upon Governo: 
Altgeld for aid. He quickly responded 


by ordering two companies of inilitia 
to the scene. The first company ar- 
rived from Belleville at 9 o'clock and 
the second ts en route from Greenville 
On a special train and will be on the 
grocnd at 1 a.m The Governor him- 
self arrived late to-night, and did the 
detailing of the troops about the vari- 
ous properties to be protected.

Further east and south to the city 
limits were the homes of thrifty Ger- 
mun-Americans, who have given a dls- 
tinct character to the district To- 
night thousands of them are homeless, 
many of them sharing the roofs of 
their hospitable and more fortunate 
neighbors. Interspersed in this latter 


section and east of the river are mills, 
brewerles and numberless manufac- 
turing conceras These were fair tar- 
gets for the storm, and they suffered 
severely, 

There are 16 breweries within these 
boundaries, worth four millions, and, 
while none are destroyed, all are dam- 
aged. 

After had laid its heavy 
hand upon the southern half of the 
city, flre came to complete the work 
of destruction. Five columns of flames 
shot up, but, thanks to the deluge of 
rain, the blaze was mainly confined 
to its starting point. In three in- 
Stances engines were unable to get 
nearer than a block from the fires. 

The storm was most destructive in 
force when it crossed Seventh-street, 
from the east. The eddying currents 
of wind again and again returned to 


the storm 


make that street a wilderness. At 
least 40 people were killed along this 
thoroughfare and the streets imme- 
diately adjacent, House after house 
Was totally demolished. 

Nally’s saloon at South Seventh- 
Street ils a total wreck. When it fell 
it was full of men, who had taken 


refuge there, and from 15 to 20 wer 
killed. 

The force of the wind was so fright- 
ful along here that the fron trolley 
Supporting poles of the Southwestern 
electric line are bent over on the 
ground, They did not break, but beut 
like copper wire. At the Vermont 
Marble Works, 1125 South Seventh- 
street, the wreck wag complete. Har- 
ry Hess, a driver for the concern, was 
killed, being buried beneath tons of 
the great blocks of stone which were 
hurled about by the wind. 

The saddest place on this frightfully 
desolated street wag on the southwest 
corner of Rutger-street. Here stood 
the . three-storey brick saloon and 
boarding house of Fred Mockenhelm- 
er. It was tenanted by 20 families, 
the full number of occupants reaching 
at least 80. When the storm struck the 


building it went up Ike a dry puff- 
ball, burying its inmates. No one 
knows how many dead its rulned brick 
and mortar walls conceal. Eleven per- 
sons have been taken out dead, and 
more than a dozen more or less {n- 
iufed. 


Across the street, on the southwest 
corner the wreck was as bad, but the 
number of people In the bullding was 
not so large. Several dead bodies and 
a half-dozen wounded persons have 
been removed and others are thought 
to be there. In the same neighborhood 
many private dwellings were destroy- 
ed and their occupants either killed or 
maimed. 


The track of the storm across the 
river was from southwest to north- 
east, leaving th Missouri short at 
the corner of the southern half of this 
city, and striking the Illinojs shore in 
a path, whose northern ed&e was the 
Eads Bridge, and extending south 
three-fourths of a mile. Within this 
path were moored 25 steamers, large 


and small. The stgrm fell so suddenly 
that none of the vessels were prepar- 
ed. Ten large passenger steamers,five 
ferry boats, two transfer boats, two 
tugboats and half a dozen small plea- 
fure barges were driven to the oppo- 
site shore or sunk outright. 

The steamer J. J. Odill was loosened 
from its moorings and blown against

THE CANDIDATURE OF MR, THOMAS 
KITOCHIE FNDORSED BY THE 
PARTY. 


Addrestos by Mr, J. 
Mr, 


D. Edgar, Ex-M,.P., 
Kitchlo Others—The 
Meeting Falrliy Attended—The Candl- 
date in Accord With the Liberal Plat- 
form—Notes of the Proceedings, 


A meeting of the Reform party of West 
Hastings was held in the Opera House yes- 
terday afternoon. The attendance was fair, 
but by no means large, as neither of the 
galleries was used. 

The chair was occupied by Mr, J. G. 
Frost, President of the Association. Among 
others on the platform were J. D. Edgar, 
ex-M.P,, of Toronto; Thos. Ritchie, C. D. 
Macaulay, S.S. Young. Dr, Eakins, H. K. 
Smith, W. H. Austin, J, L, Biggar, Henry 
Bleecker and Dr, Farley. 

The mectiog was opened at 3 o'clock by a 
few remarks by the chairman. He bad no 
doubt of the result of the coming contest 
with Mr. Ritchie as the candidate. The 
Conservative party bad put off the election 
uobil the last day, as they were afeaid to 
meet the electors. 

Mr. White, of Trenton, was called upon 
and read a resolution, which tn substance 
endorsed the platform of the Liberal party 
and Hon. Wilfrid Laurier as Jeader of the 
party. Dr. Simmons, of Trenton, seconded 
the resolution, which was carried, 

Mr. Jas. M. Parley read a resolution con- 
gratulating Sir Oliver Mowat upon enter: 
ing the Dominion arena of politics. Mr. 
E. G. Sills, ex-M.P.P., seconded it. Both 
gentlemen eculogized Sir Oliver, designat- 
ing him as a true and honest man.’ Mr. 
Farley said corruption was unknown in 
the Mowat Government. The resolution 
was carried, 

Mr. H. Bleecker read a resolution that, 
sccing Mr, Thos, Ritchie is in the fleld as 
an Independent candidate, and as his plat- 
form is identical with the Reform party, 
we hereby pledge ourselves to support his 
candidature, Mr, Berkinshaw, of Trenton, 


Thos, and 


seconded the resolution. Both gentlemen 
spoke in flattering terms of Mr. Ritchie 
and endorsed Mr. Ritchie's candidature. 


Mr. Berkinshaw said the National Policy 
had not increased the population and it ha 
made the farmers poor. The farmer was 
paying too much for bis goods. Farm pro- 
duce had decreased to such an extent that 
a 100-ncre farm, unencumbered, was not 
paying. Asthe farmers suffer merchants 
and all others suffer, Mr. Ritchie would 
represent the people independently. aud 
would represent West Hastings as it has 
never before been represented, 

Mr. J. D. Edgar, ex-M.P., wasnext called 
upon and in his opening remarks stated 
that he had read Mr, Ritchie's address and 
it was a masterly exposition. Mr. Ritchie 
wis known as an enterprising and honor- 
able citizen. He would make a most use- 
ful and valuable member, and he (the 
speaker) was certain that Mr, _ Ritchie 
would be elected, He then referred to Mr. 
Corby's candidature and said he had been 
brought out through the urgent request of 
his friends and Sir Charles Tupper. He 
said there was nothing more disaracetul to- 
day than to be called a Tupperite candidate. 
Mr. Corby had come out against the advice 
of his physician, his family aud his solemn 
promise not to come out. The speaker 
spoke brictly upon the tariff, clatining that 
when the Reform party come into power 
they would frame a tariff! which would re- 
duce taxation. He referred to the farmers 
aud asked if the N.P. had made them rich. 
They were an tatelligent class, but they 
were not properly treated. He referred to 
barley, stating that owing to the N.-P.

In conclusion he spoke 
briefly on the Manitoba school question, 
claiming that the Conservative Govern- 
ment was for coercion, whereas Mr, Laur- 
ier was in tavor of conciliation, His policy 
was justice towall men, Mr, Laurier, he 
(the speaker) was certain, would be the 
next Premier and would settle this question 
satisfactorily. 

Mr. Ritchie was well received and said in 
his opening remarks he had no idea two 
months ago of being a political candidate. 
Now he was In the fleld he was pleased that 
his candidature bad been so onthusinstically 
received. Ile had reluctently consented to 
be a candidate, after being urged by both 
Conservatives and Reformers. Hie had 


declared his position and Issued bis 
his address which was in accord with 
the Reform party and he believed the

He was the son of a Briton 
and was proud to honor the Briti-h flag, 
In speaktog of the members of Parliament 
ho sald that some of them had treated the 
ex-Promler, Sie Mackenzle Bowell, In 4 
shameful manner, It would be a disgrace 
to have Sle Charles Tupper as Premier of 
Canada. He was endeavoring to bribe the 
electors In every place whero he speuks, 
Ho sald the National Polley ts not an ad 
vantage to the gountry but a drawback, It 
isan linposition upon the country and if 
the p oula understood it properly, as he did, 
they would rise ia thelr might and vote 
agalust tt, The duty should be taken olf rice, 
The whole syatem of protection was wiong, 
The large profit goes Into the pookets of a 
few monopolies and rich merohants, Pro- 
tection Is working eyil in the U, 5, itis 
impovishering the masses.

In addition to gathering data on 
sufferers needing immediate  rellef, 
they made estimates of losses. The 
Mayor’s tour of inspection has been 
thorough, and without hesitation he 
places the property losses in this city 
at $20,000,000, This does not Include the 
damage to shipping nor the collateral 
loss by suspension of buginess, but is 
placed upon the property destroyed by 
the storm. While these figures are 
startling, they convey to the outside 
world probably the true character of 
the disaster in convenient form.

The local papers this morning tell of 
the sympathy offered by the whole 
country to St. Louls in its present 
state of woe, Offers have come to the 
Mayor from commercial organizations 
all over the United States, and from 
the Mayors of cities, to extend finan- 
clal ald, as the situation deman is, 
Chicago was the first to extend offers 
of aseistance, It is not likely that 
Mayor Wallbridge will accept these 
kindly offers, for while the losses are 
stupendous local citizens are g0Ing 
down in their pockets and haye al- 
ready established a large fund for the 
sufferers. 

In St. Louls the number of dead re- 
ported to the authorities up to 4 
o'clock this morning was 143,of which 
number 116 were identified and 27 un- 
identified. There are undoubtedly 
many others awaiting burial at pri- 
Vate residences, and it is still more 
certain, unfortunately, that the re- 
moval of the debris will disclose the 
bodies of other victims of the storm 
as yet unaccounted for A careful 
survey of the section, however, justl- 
fhe the bellef that the unreported— 
those in private houses and those un- 
recovered from wrecked bulldings, will 
not 100, This brings the total 
dead in St. Louls up to about 250, and

The death list in St. Louls is grow- 
ing. Up to noon 182 bodies had been 
recovered, Of these 161 had been iden- 
tified, and 21 remain unrecognized. 

In East St. Louls at the same hour 
147 bodies had been recovered. Of these 
139 had been identified and 8 are with- 
out identification. 

In St. Louis 21 persons are reported 
fatally injured, and their deaths are 
momentarily expected 

In East St. Louls 21 persons are suf- 
fering from wounds which will prove 
fatal in a few hours 

Hundreds of homeless persons sicpt 
in the open air last night. The public 
buildings were thrown open for the 
destitute,and thes» places were crowd- 
ed, Food for the hungry was fur- 
nished liberally by citizens and keepers 
of restaurants In the neighborhood of 
these temporary shelters. All night 
and this morning thousands surround- 
ed the temporary morgue, and heart- 
rending scenes were enacted as rela- 
tives came to take away the remains 
of their loved ones 

The Business Men's League to-day 
issued a statement to the country to 
the effect that the disaster would in no 
way interfere with arrangements al- 
ready made for ‘the Repifblican con- 
vention, or housing or entertaining de- 
legates, * 

Up to noon to-day Coroner Wait had 
held 80 inquests. In each a _ stereo- 
typed verdict setting forth the fact 
that the deceased had come to his 
death by injuries received as the re- 
sult of a tornado was returned. 

About the same number of inquests 
were held in East St, Louis, the ver- 
dicts being similar in terms. 

Workmen are busily engaged In clear- 
ing away the wreckage of the St. Louls 
Refrigerator and Wooden Gutter Com- 
pany at the corner of Fourth-street 
and Park-avenue, in which it Is be- 
lieved over bodies He beneath the 
ruins, The mass of debris is so great, 
however, that it is not believed the 
basement of the building in which the 
bodies are, will be reached inside of 12 
hours, 

While workmen were digging in the 
ruins of one of the tenements at Sev- 
enth and Rutger-streets, where 80 
much havoc was caused, an infant 
voice cried out, “ Please, don't be uo 
rough.” An opening was quickly made 
in the debris about the spot from 
whence the voice Issued and through 
its depths a 10-year-old boy leading 
three girls about the same age appear- 
ed. All were uninjured, although they 
were weak from hunger and confine 
ment for nearly 40 hours,
